[Text] Even though President Brezhnev favored Prime Minister Anker Jorgen- 
sen with a letter on his disarmament plans, delivered to Holbaek by special 
messenger in the middle of the election campaign, it must be admitted that it 
is rot the Danish card which the Soviet Union is gambling most on in tue cam- 
paign against a new missile defense for the NATO countries. Similar let ers 
were circulated among the various NATO heads of government, the original 
probably addressed to Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. Germany stands right at 

the center of this array of problems, simply because the new missiles will be 
deployed primarily in the FRG, and without German participation there will 

be no modernization of NATO defense. That is why it is first and foremost 
the Germans who are being subjected to direct and indirect pressure and per- 
suasion by the Soviet Union. It was no coincidence that Brezhnev made his 
missile speech in Berlin of all place, or that his offer of a unilateral 
withdrawal referred to troops and tanks on East German soil. That makes it 

a domestic German matter, and it is no coincidence that it was accompanied 

by an abundance of East German affability in the form of an amnesty for poli- 
tical prisoners, approval of a common system of daylight-saving time and an 
offer of renewed contacts between the two German heads of government to 
promote active cooperation. The dream of the old-style German community and 
the hope of a small step toward reunification will be counted on to make the 
Atlantic defense policy a domestic political decision which can be hindered 
by feelings of "homesickness" [text uses German word “heimweh"]. 


It is no wonder that Helmut Schmidt has maintained tiroughout the debate 

on the modernization of nuclear weapons that the decision is the responsibility 
of the entire alliance and does not depend merely on Germany's acceptance. 

This means in practice that Germany is unwilling to be the only country to 

have the new medium-range missiles, which it says should be deployed in at 
least one other country--in which case the Netherlands, Belgium, Italy and 
Britain would also presumably become host countries--and whose installation 
costs should be a symbolic shared expense. There are good domestic and 











foreign policy grounds for Schmidt to insist on a joint decision but, after 
all, it is only natural that the change in defense strategy entailed in the 
deployment of U.S. medium-range missiles in West Europe should be endorsed by 
every country because it concerns every country. This is a matter on which 
there should be unity, not one which should be decided on a majority vote. 


The decision on the new missile defense is directly necessitated by the 

Soviet deployment of the mobile advanced SS-20 medium-range missiles which, 
aimed against West Europe, have upset the strategic balance in Central Europe. 
But it also implies a strengthening of the U.S. guarantee for West Europe, 
since the Soviet Union will know that an attack on Europe would be countered 
there by weapons at the same level. This would remove all doubt that any 
attack on Europe would also involve U.S. strategic weapons.

OSLO PAPER CALLS FOR NATO MODERNIZATION, NEGOTIATION WITH USSR

[Text] Soviet Party leader Leonid Brezhnev has again .*itten to Western heads 
of government. In January 1978 he warned against the ucutrex bomb, then under 
discussion, and now he is wagging a finger against NATG’» plans to introduce 
modern ground-based medium-range missiles in our part of the world. Prime 
Minister Odvar Nordli is among those who have received a letter and, even 
though its contents have not been published, we kiiow that the Russians raise 
the disarmament question, which Brezhnev referred to in his speech in East 
Berlin over a week ago. The letters campaign reinforces the impression that 
we are facing a broad diplomatic drive by the Soviet Union. 


In his speech Brezhnev announced that within 1 year the Russians will with- 
draw 20,000 soldiers and 1,000 tanks from East Germany. He also expressed 
willingness to reduce the number of medium-range missiles in the Western part 
of the country, but only on condition that no new weapons on this type are 
deployed in West Europe. However, the situation is that the Russians have 
already gone quite far in introducing their own modern land-based medium- 
range missiles--so far, 120 mobile SS-20 missiles--each equipped with three 
mirved warheads. No corresponding weapons have been deployed on the Western 
side, and now the Russians are making active diplomatic efforts to prevent 
their deployment so that this disparity could be to the lasting psychological 
and political advantage of the Soviet Union. 





There is no reason why we should be surprised that the Kremlin is attempting 
this course but we do have a right and a duty to examine the Soviet initiative 
very closely. Apart from anything else, we should ask ourselves whether it 

is likely, in view of experiences with history in general and with the Rus- 
sians in particular, that we will be able to prevail on the Russians to re- 
nounce modern weapons if we ourselves have no correspondin, weapons which 
could be included in a balanced reduction of forces or which could maintain 
the balance if no cutbacks materialize. In other words thi: means that with- 
out a more equal card in our hand we cannot hope to achieve an equitable re- 
sult from negotiations. 

















On the other hard it is clear that we must not refuse prematurely to hold talks 
with the Russians, who have revealed with their latest initiative that there 
are shades of opinion among leading Western politicians. d3ut one thirg we 

must not do is to flinch from ares modernizition measures on the Western side 
in the hope cf reaching an acceptable agreement with the Russians in the 
meantime. The principled resolutions must be adopted, as planned, when the 
NATO Council meets in December in Brussels and full political cohesion regard- 
ing the plans must be the minimum contribution by a country in such an ex- 
posed strategic military position as Norway. 


After the decision is taken it will be 3-4 years before modernized Western 
weapons can be put in service and in this time NATO can and must discuss with 
the Soviet Union the entire question of the level of armaments in this part 
of the world. In these talks the Russians will have an opportunity to show 
whether their goal is military balance or military domination in Eurupe and 
to decide whether the new Western weapons must be produced and included in 
the NATO countries’ arsenals.

SWEDISH DAILY SEES BREZHNEV FORCING NATO’S HAND ON MISSILES

[Text] Leonid Brezhnev might be physically weakened--although rumors of his 
death are certainly exagge:ated-—-but he can still come out with very well- 
aimed major political init‘'atives. It is becoming increasingly obvious that 
the Soviet leader's 6 October East Berlin speech has created friction within 
the alliance and stymied NATO plans to strengthen its nuclear arsenal in 
West Europe. 


The Soviet Union is rapidly installing new nuclear missiles which can reach 
targets anywhere in West Europe. Im response NATO intends to base in West 
Europe about 600 new medium-range nuclear missiles capable of reaching Soviet 
targets. A decisicn is to be taken on this at the NATO meeting in December. 


Briefly, Brezhnev's speech contained two promises and two threats. He pro- 
mised to withdraw Soviet troops from East Germany and to reduce the number 

of Russian medium-range missiles in Europe if NATO abandoned its aforemen- 
tioned plans. He threatened an increased Soviet nuclear buildup if NATO 
implemented its plans and he threatened those West European countries which 
open their bases to the new NATO weapons with massive Russian nuclear attacks 
in the event of war--on the other hand, they would be spared if they refused 
to allow their bases to be used. 


The reactions within the Western alliance to Brezhnev's speech vary from 
country to country, which indicates that it could be difficult for NATO to 
take a united decision on thenew weapons in December. 


The U.S. Administration insists that the planned nuclear rearmament in West 
Europe must be carried out. However, the West German attitude is much mild- 
er and West Germany has a very central role to play in this connection. 


A few days ago Chancellor Schmidt explained that the basic decision on whe- 
ther to acquire the new weapons should be taken in December but that the de- 
cision would perhaps never need to be implemented. In any case the imple- 
mentation could be deferred, pending the outcome of new talks with the Soviet 
Union, Schmidt stated. 

















The question of where the new NATO weapons will be deployed has been brought 

to a head since Brezhnev'’s speech. Strong forces in the Dutch parliament 

are against the Netherlands allowing its bases to be used, and if the Nether- 
lands refuses then Belgium and Italy--which initially took a positive view-- 

could do the same. At least, that is what NATO circles fear. 


That would leave West Germany, but the West Germans are unwilling to be alone. 
They have resolutely declared that they are prepared to open the bases to the 
new weapons only if at least one other continental NATO country does like- 
wise. 


Evidently the Soviet leadership has initiated a major campaign to stop the 
planned strengthening of NATO defense. All NATO governments have recently 
received messages from Moscow reiterating the main points in Brezhnev's 
speech. 


Norway and Denmark received them, even though they are not involved in the 
NATO discussion on where the new nuclear weapons will be deployed. 


In contact with its West European allies, the U.S. Administration is now pre- 
paring an invitation to the Soviet Union to participate in negotiations on 
the control of medium-range nuclear missiles in Europe. Washington evident- 
ly hopes that this initiative will soothe the West Europeans and pave the 

way for a positive decision on the new NATO weapons in December. 


It remains to be seen what will happen. The Russians have shown before that 
they know the art of arousing reaction against nuclear weapons in West Europe 
without it affecting their own rearmament plans. In hic speech in East 
Berlin Brezhnev resorted to both the stick and the carrot--a combination 

of proven effectiveness.

AUSTRIA'S PAHR TALKS WITH BELGIUM'S SIMONET IN BRUSSELS

[Text] Brussels (APA)--The Middle East situation, the development of the 
European communities and the CSCE follow-up meeting to be held in Madrid 
were the central issues at the working talks held between Foreign Minister 
Willibald Pahr and his Belgian counterpart Henry Simonet at the Palais 
D'Egmont on Wednesday [24 October]. The Middle Fast conflict, in particular, 
was given great attention. Belgian Foreign Minister Simonet was greatly 
interested in the elucidation of Austria's position on the Middle East 
problem and in acquainting himself with the personal experiences and 
suggestions of the Austrian Foreign Minister, particularly in view of 

his forthcoming meeting with the PLO "Foreign Minister" al-Qaddumi. 


Pahr took the opportunity of discussing the EEC developments to draw 
attention to the problems that have still not been satisfactorily solved 
for Austria in the agricultural sector, in the field of transportation, 
and with regard to Greece's joining the EEC. 


As far as the CSCE follow-up meeting is concerned, both sides are hoping 
for new, concrete initiatives for detente. To insure optimal conditions 
for the Madrid meeting,it was agreed that Belgium and Austria will hold 
a number of coordination talks.

AUSTRIA'S PAHR MEETS PLO'S AL-QADDUMI--Vienna--Foreign Minister Pahr, who 

is at present paying an official visit to Belgium, will also meet al- 
Qaddumi, head of the political bureau of the Palestinian Liberation Organi- 
zation there. Al-Qaddumi will be going to Belgium mainly because he was 
uvited by Belgian Foreign Minister Simonet though. This amounts to a 
further boost for the PLO's prestige. The PLO functionary has also attempted 
to bring about contacts with the EEC, but he was promised such contacts only 
in the form of strictly private meetings.

TRADE MINISTER REVIEWS ENERGY SITUATION 
Vienna ARBEITER-ZEITUNG in German 13 Oct 79 p 2 AU 
[Socialist Press Service Dispatch: “Energy Supply Secured"] 


[Summary] Villach (SK)--Austria's energy supply situation is marked by a 
constantly growing dependence on imports and rising prices, Trade Minister 
Josef Staribacher declared at the meeting of socialist national deputies 

in Villach on 12 October. Nevertheless, he said, he hoped to be able to 
make available the required quantities of energy. Staribacher said that 78 
percent of Austria's coal consumption, 84 percent of its oil consumption 
and over 50 percent of its natural gas consumption have to be acquired 
through imports. Staribacher also added that he was going to introduce 

in parliament a draft bill providing for the necessary authorizations to 
enable him to take the necessary measures in the event of a supply crisis. 


Austrian hydropower plants will be expanded, he said, since so far onlv 
57 percent of the hydropower reserves have been utilized. It is possible 
for Austria to produce an additional quantity of 21 billion kilowatt hours 
from hydropower, which is equivalent to the electric power consumed in 
Austria in the first 7 months of this year. The government wiil support 
the construction of small power plants. As far as coal is concerned, 
Staribacher said that every opportunity for efficient coal mining would 
be utilized, although coal power plants cause considerable air pollution. 
The coal power plant to be built as a substitute for the “mothballed" 
Zwentendorf nuclear power plant will bring more radioactivity into the 
air than the nuclear power plant would have ever done, he said. 


The energy-saving program of the federal government will be implemented 
step-by-step in line with the adopted timetable, Staribacher declared. 

He warned against a "crisis hysteria" which, he said, would only lead to 
unnecessary burdens on consumers. He pointed out that this past summer 
Austrians paid 143 million schillings more than the previous summer for 
fuel oil because hoarding purchases caused an artificial shortage although 
adequate quantities had been produced, and thus the customary summer dis- 
counts were not granted by oil dealers this year.

"LE MONDE' INTERVIEWS AUSTRIA'S KREISKY ON PALESTINIAN ISSUE 
Paris LE MONDE in French 18 Oct 79 pp 1, 4 LD 


{Interview by Anita Rind with Austrian Chancellor Bruno Kreisky: 
“Palestinians and Israelis Should Proceed to Mutual and Simultaneous 
Recognition"--date and place not specified] 


[Text] [Question] We are at present witnessing a move in West European 
countries toward support for the PLO. After Vienna Mr ‘Arafat was offi- 
cially received in Madrid and Ankara. Mr Chancellor, do you think the 
other West European countries are close to recognizing the PLO? 


[Answer] The question facing the West European governments is relatively 
simple: Who represents the Palestinians? These governments are increas- 
ingly less prepared to allow Israel to issue directives on who does or 
does not speak on behalf of the Palestinians. There is also growing 
exasperation at the negative instructions given in that connection. In 
addition there is a growing conviction that the Palestinians are repre- 
sented by the PLO. Only the Israelis reject that fact. 


Why not recognize the PLO? That organization has been recognized by the 
United Nations and the nonalined countries. That is already a large 
number of states. The PLO is also recognized by all the Arab countries, 
including Egypt. Therefore why should Europe not also take that step? 
Sooner or later the PLO's representative character will be accepted by 
the whole world, aside from Israel and possibly South Africa. 


However, things would be made difficult by the existence of a Palestinian 
government-in-exile since its recognition would pose problems on the level 
of international law. I do not know whether the Palestinians envisage 
this a possibility in the near future but the question is very complex. 


[Question] Could the West European countries’ recognition of the PLO be 
motivated by fear of their oil supplies stopping? 


[Answer] No, because if you admit that the Palestinian problem is a 
fundamental one, the next step to be taken is negotiation with the 
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Palestinians. It is not up to Israel to decide who is the Palestinians’ 
representative body. 


As for the oil problem, the Middle East conflict played a decisive role 

at one time in it. That fact suddenly acquired special significance. 
People realized that armed conflicts would threaten oil supplies. Today 
many oil-producing countries have succeeded in organizing as OPEC and they 
dictate their prices. That is a special case of the monopolization of a 
raw material. Even if the Middle East conflict were to be solved tomorrow, 
oil prices would continue to fluctuate. 


Western countries believe that the oil problem is linked with the Middle 
East problem. In fact it is linked with their good relations with Arab 
countries. The Palestinian factor is merely one aspect of those good 
relations. 


[Question] You met with Mr ‘Arafat in Vienna last July. What significance 
do you attribute to that visit? 





[Answer] I am deeply convinced that we cannot expect Mr ‘Arafat to hand 
us the solution to the crisis on a plate. These talks should encourage a 
change of attitudes and develop an inclination toward peace among the 
Palestinians. I set great store by exchanges which may eventually lead to 
progress. A man like ‘Arafat is, of course, obliged to tell his friends 
what he hears. 


The Palestinian Charter 


[Question] Does that mean that, before sitting at the negotiating table, 
the PLO must necessarily modify its charter, which demands the disappearance 
of the state of Israel? 


[Answer] The essential point is not the content of the charter or its 
interpretation. The question is that of recognition of Israel. The Pales- 
tinians can only express that recognition explicitly if their national 
rights are recognized at the same time. The process should be simultaneous. 
The Israelis must recognize those rights and the Palestinians should accept 
Israel. The Palestinians cannot be required to make a unilateral prior 
concession. 


How could that be done in technical terms? It is impossible to say at the 
moment. However, we certainly cannot organize another Camp David, Numerous 
preliminary talks will be necessary. 

[Question] Are such talks taking place at the moment? 


[Answer] No. 


[Question] Nonetheless, Mr Moshe Dayan has met with Palestinians close to 
the PLO on several occasions recently...,. 
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[Answer] There are certainly no real negotiations at present. Mr Dayan 
here merely made contacts. 


[Question] You have said several times that the PLO is prepared to 
recognize Israel. Did Mr ‘Arafat give you assurances on that point? 


[Answer] I naturally cannot divulge the content of my talks with Mr ‘Arafat. 
However, I can say one thing: Mr ‘Arafat assured me that he is prepared to 

bow to the principles of the UN charter. Article 2 of that charter provides 

for the respect of the integrity of UN member states. Israel is a UN member.... 


[Question] Does that mean the Palestinians have in mind the existence of 
two states living side by side? 


[Answer] Yes. 


[Question] In your view what is Mr ‘Arafat's present political influence 
within the PLO? 


[Answer] Mr ‘Arafat is the elected leader of the PLO, which includes all 
organizations speaking on behalf of the Palestinians. He is now more power~ 
ful than ever, much more powerful. 


[Question] You have been quoted as saying that the Palestinians should 
accept autonomy on the West Bank and in the Gaza Strip as laid down in 
the Camp David agreements. Is that your belief? 


[Answer] I do not believe that the Pa!estinians are prevared to accept 
autonomy since, at best, that autonomy would settle the problem only for 
those Living in the occupied territories--not for those living elsewhere. 
The PLO will only accept a settlement of the whole Palestinian problem. 


[Question] Mr Chancellor, how do you view the Soviets’ role in the Middle 
East conflict? 


[Answer] I personally am convinced that the USSR wants a compromise ard 
that it will accept a compromise acceptable to the Palestinians. A Pales- 
tinian state on the West Bank and in the Gaza Strip is already a compromise 
proposal. According to information which I have, the Soviet Union also 
wants the PLO to recognize Israel. Moreover, the Russians took part in 
founding 'srael by voting in favor of the UN General Assembly resolution 
which in 1947 providec for the creation for two states in Palestine--an 
Israeii state and a Pa.‘estinian state. 


[Question] Do you envisage forthcoming initiatives within the framework 
of your information mission on the Middle East within the socialist inter- 
national? 


[Answer] The mission with which the socialist international has entrusted 
me is still valid. i am due to visit several Middle East countries at the 
beginning of next year, in February or March, and during those visits I 
will exchange views with various Arab leaders.

COMMENTATOR ASSESSES BREZHNEV'S EAST BERLIN SPEECH

[Text] In assessing the East Berlin speech of Brezhnev the Western allies 
experienced some rapprochement. Just a few politicians in the West consider 
Brezhnev's suggestion a new arms control concept. Western diplomats have 
the mission of obtaining additional detailed information from Moscow so that 
Brezhnev's suggestion can be studied more closely. But this second selec- 
tion will hardly change anything about the impression that Brezhnev most of 
all wanted to throw a bone of contention to the Western allies, not in order 
to promote disarmament, but to torpedo NATO's procurement decision for new 
nuclear arms. 


Brezhnev's speech most of all appears to be an attempt aimed at exerting pres- 
sure on the Europeans and particularly the Federal Republic, while simultan- 
eously trying to loosen European-American cohesion. 


Privileged treatment is being promised to the Europeans if they refuse to 
accept the new American medium-range arms. 


On the other hand, however, they are being threatened by increased danger 
emanating from Soviet nuclear arms if they agree to the stationing of Ameri- 
can arms. In case of a deteriorating of American-Soviet relations, better 
treatment is being envisaged for the Europeans if they will make the right 
choice now. Brezhnev did not mention the British and French medium-range 
arms in Europe at all, an omission that casts a light on the special danger 
emanating for the Europeans because of their ties with America, which is 
supposed to make the Europeans feel endangered and not protected by America. 


The massive threats with which Brezhnev accompanies his negotiation offer on 
medium-range missiles and the decision to withdraw 20,000 men and 1,000 tanks 
from the GDR, make the speech a contradictory document: in part conviction, 
in part pressure. There is also a contradiction in the peace propaganda 
itself. This is most obvious, however, in connection with the Western bal- 
ance argument. The new American arms will turn the existing balance in 
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Europe into Western preponderance, stated Brezhnev. If that were the case, 
would the Soviet Union be prepared to withdraw 20,000 men and 1,000 tanks 
unilaterally and without any return concession? After all, that is not a 
small quantity, although it is just a small part of the 160,000 men by 
which the Warsaw Pact outnumbers NATO in Europe. 


The Washington government termed Brezhnev's suggestion in a clear and hard way 
as being an attempt to place a wedge between the Americans and the Europeans. 
Washington does not see any sign indicating a positive change of the Soviet 
arms control policy. Several statements coming from the government camp in 
Bonn indicate that the Federal Government takes a similar view. But the 
forthcoming disputes at the Berlin SPD Congress make it advisable to see in 
Brezhnev's speech not merely faults but also positive aspects. This foreign 
political assessment is not so much addressed to Moscow as to the Social 
Democratic Party: Its party congress is forthcoming. 


Together with the Federal Government the Government of the Netherlands, too, 
is concerned about its ability to find sufficient support for the impending 
nuclear arms modernization decision in parliament. Both governments believe 
they will find enough support only if the production decision for the new 
arms is linked with a new disarmament negotiation offer: they are in a posi- 
tion where they must present arms policy as being simultaneously also an 
arms control policy. 


As understandable as the concern of the German and the Dutch governmerts 

for the oppositions in their own houses may be--both governments complicate 
their defense policy as a whole as well as the forthcoming NATO decision by 
considering arms policy almost an appendix to a disarmament policy which 
actually ought to be assessed and given a status as being of higher value. 

In doing this the defense policy is being separated from its actual justi- 
fication, namely the concrete Soviet threat in various categories (convention- 
al and continental-strategic) after the end of the American intercontinental- 
strategic superiority. The rational nature of the defense debate in the par- 
ties and in the country threatens to become lost once the arguments are sub- 
ordinated to practical needs of party congress planning, instead of explain- 
ing and justifying arms policy only by the necessities emanating from the 
security situation. 


A second disadvantage of an arms policy oriented only to the desire for dis- 
armament is that fact that it must lead to a temporary procurement and sta- 
tioning policy. In such a case it will hardly be avoidable that the anta- 
gonist will feel invited to interfere permanently with harassment maneuvers 
and to signal preparedness to disarm, without agreements being achieved that 
could produce arms renunciation as security policy gains. 


The Federal Government realizes the significance of a decision of the whole 
alliance to be made at the forthcoming NATO winter meeting. It knows that 
this must not fail. The debacle with the neutron weapon was a lesson.

PAPER VIEWS U.S. CONCERN ABOUT BREZHNEV PROPOSALS

[Text] This week the talks between Washington and the European NATO capitals 
have entered into a concrete stage. President Carter has dispatched his 
deputy security adviser, David Aaron, to Europe for consultations on the 
deploment of U.S. medium-range missiles--the Pershing-II and the cruise 
missile Tomahawk. This trip had been planned even prior to the Brezhnev 
East Berlin speech of 6 October. Aaron's trip is given particular urgency 
as a result of the letter campaign by Brezhnev and his attempt to block the 
deployment of medium-range missiles in Europe by means of a nilateral dis- 
armament offer for troops, tanks and nuclear missiles. Brzezinski's deputy 
is being accompanied by high-ranking officials from the State Department and 
the Pentagon. He is to prepare a joint NATO policy for the closure of the 
arms gap planned at the council of ministers meeting in December. 


Without publicly talking about it the White House is concerned about the 
Soviet tactics whose goal is considered to be the isolation of the Federal 
Republic. They believe thatMoscow wants to intimidate the Federal Republic 
with the warning against the deployment of medium-range missiles on German 
territory and persuade Bonn to make political concessions. Washington quar- 
ters fear that the Federal Republic thereby might depart from the consensus 
prevalent in NATO: People in Washington anticipate as the worst consequence 
of Moscow's diplomatic offensive some tendencies of disbanding in the alliance 
which might entail a considerable weakening of NATO. Granted, Carter's staff 
of advisers does not assume that the Federal Republic is susceptible to the 
separation maneuver suspected to be behind the Brezhnev proposals, yet the 
engagement for the modernization of Europe's nuclear defense depends on 
political and strategic necessities alike. The old question of whether the 
United States would sacrifice Kansas City to retaliate for a Soviet nuclear 
strike against Duesseldorf has become pressing ever since Europe came under 
the threat of the Soviet SS-20 missiles and backfire bombers and thus has 
become even more vulnerable. 
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The long-smouldering doubts of the Europeans about whether the United States 
would risk nuclear world war for the defense of Europe have been nourished 
by the strategic parity of the two superpowers. This is why Washington wants 
to find a credible form for the American guarantee to defend Europe with nu- 
clear weapons as well. The White House staff of advisers believes that nuclear 
deterrence will remain credible for Zurope only if the United States stations 
medium-range weapons on the old continent that can reach Russia. Without 
such weapons Western Europe might become susceptible to political blackmail 
and prepared to “politically accommodate" Moscow's wishes. This is what 
Washington seeks to prevent. Hence it wants to make plain a promise to use 
U.S. nuclear weapons if the Soviet Union threatens Europe. 


Just like Chancellor Schmidt the Americans advocate the view that a NATO 
decision on the deployment of medium-range weapons ought to be combined with 
an arms-control offer to the Soviets. Yet the deployment per se must not be 
made dependent on the beginning of the negotiations. All experiences show 
that the Soviets are prepared to negotiate on a weapons system only when the 
West actually stations it as well. 


This is the reason why Washington will insist at the NATO Council meeting in 
December that not only the production but also the actual deployment of the 
Persh‘nag-II and the Tomahawk guided missiles be decided. Solely the number 
of these weapons can be subject to negotiations with the Soviet Union. At 
the moment Washington plans the deployment of 572 units. In the opinion of 
Washington, the Soviets reveal the usual asymmetry in their data not only in 
the case of the missiles but also in the rest of their disarmament offer. 
Thus it is not clear which units or which military personnel Moscow wants to 
pull out of the GDR. And what do they mean by “up to 20,000"? 


The reduction in the number of SS-20 missiles mentioned by Brezhnev is also 
dubious. The SS-20 has a range of 4,500 kilometers and is mobile. Even 

if the Kremlin were to withdraw some of these missiles behind the Ural Moun- 
tains, the SS-20 could still be used against Western Europe as well as 
against China. On another point, too, the Americans see the lack of a pre- 
cise offer from Brezhnev. In the SALT I agreement the Americans solely relied 
on their own information for the surveillance of the Soviet missile program, 
yet they never got rid of the suspicion that Moscow was not abiding by the 
agreement. This is why an exchange of information has been agreed on in 
SALT II which makes the Soviet missile armament easier to verify. The 
principle of verifiability must also apply to the Brezhnev proposals. 


In the assessment of the Brezhnev initiative the Carter advisers believe 

that they have discovered on Schmidt's part a skeptical note related to their 
own. It will be the task of Aaron to stress this skepticism in the consul- 
tations with the Europeans.

PAPER ON PITFALLS, SOVIET PRESSURE FACING NATO MISSILE DECISION

[Text] The NATO governments (without France) on principle have been agreed 
since 28 September to a double decision that is supposed to be the answer 
to the new Soviet medium-range arms that are worrying Western Europe. The 
defense and foreign ministers of the 14 partners should decide in December 
that the United States will station nuclear medium-range arms in Western 
Europe if up to that time the Soviet-U.S. negotiations on a reduction or 
limitation of such arms on both sides have not produced a foreseeable suc- 
cess. Eight days after that basic agreement, which was achieved by two work- 
ing groups cf high officials of the alliance governments, CPSU Chief Brezh- 
nev reactec in his spectacular East Berlin speech on 6 October by signal- 
ling preparedness to negotiation, although dressed up with threats. 


Although this course of developments had to be expected for quite some time, 
the alliance iv facing difficulties on the last 100 meters of the stretch to 
the December decisions. First, because it is still not quite certain whether 
the U.S. Senate will ratify the Soviet-U.S. SALT II agreement on mutally 
limiting intercontinental nuclear arms. Without SALT II under cover, the 
SALT III negotiations cannot be opened where an agreement is to be achieved 
on limiting nuclear medium-range arms and possibly also tactical nuclear 
arms having a short range. 





Without the chance of achieving mutual negotiations on disarmament through 

a closing of the arms gap on the Western side, the weak Dutch Government under 
the Christian Democrat Van Aagt will not be quite certainof its left wing; 

the “pacifists" uf the CDA [Christian Democratic Appeal] could come under 
pressure from the Workers’ Party which is opposed to arms. Socialist Foreign 
Minister Henri Simonet of the shaky Belgian Government coalition of Christian 
Democrats, Socialist and Language parties in a similar way must steet past 
hie own leftists. The ruling people in the Hague and Brussels can agree 

with the planned double decision of NATO only once they have the backing of 
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their parliaments. A government fall seems possible if “closing the arms 

gap" were to be decided whereas later on no negotiations with Moscow took J 
place because of the U.S. Senate. In this respect Federal Defense Minister 

Han Apel was absolutely right when he warned the Washington Senate against 

this. Shortly thereafter Simonet told the Americans exactly the same thing. 


The Federal Government, however, from the very beginning linked its prepared- 
ness to station new American medium-range arms to the prerequisite that next 
to the willing conservative British Government, continental European part- 
ners, too, must accept the risk of stationing. A report by the working 

group involved envisages the stationing as of 1983 on the Federal Republic 

of 100 Pershing II missiles with a range of about 1,600 kilomters in addi- 
tion to 464 cruise missiles to be distributed among Great Britain, the Nether- 
lands, Belgium and the Federal Republic. Both arms systems, which must be 
developed by the United States up to that date, could carry one nuclear war- 
head each. Next to the Benelux countries and the Federal Republic, Italy, too, 
did not rule itself out as a country willing to station the new arms. It 
seems thought that the Rome government does not want to make long-term conm- 
mitments with NATO circles because of domestic political conditions. 


The NATO ambassadors in their preparatory work deal with the problem of how 
a negotiation success can be achieved in 3 years. It would be the easiest to 
negotiate only on medium-range missiles. Experience from SALT II show, how- 
ever, that the Soviets become more prepared to make concessions when the re- 
spective arms of the other side do not merely exist as blueprints but are 
being produced. It is Moscow's aim anyway to mitigate the Western prepon- 
derance in tactical nuclear args in Western Europe, offering in return the 
renuniciation of a part of its own medium-range missiles. 


It wiil, therefore, be much more important to see by December what inflvence 
the European NATO partners can secure for themselves with regard to American 
SALT II negotiations, and how the Western negotiating offer to Moscow can be 
kept free of unnecessary ballast from the very beginning. Thereafter, one 

ought to see how to avoid letting Moscow put the West Europeans to a test 
in 1983 prior to a successful conclusion of negotiations.

COMMENTATOR VIEWS BONN'S STANCE ON MEDIUM-RANGE MISSILE

[Text] Bonn, in October--It happened in the last session of the Federal 
Cabinet: All aides present had to leave the ministeral round. Only two ex- 
ceptions to this rule were made by the chancellor, a rule that is applied 
when particularly important or secret issues are on the agenda: State 
Secretary Boelling and Ministerial Director Ruhfs of the chancellor's office 
were permitted to stay, as was State Secretary Neusel. The basic law per- 
mits the latter to stay because he is the cabinet representative of the 
federal president. The importance of the subject could be assessed by the 
presence of SPD and FDP faction chairmen Wehner and Mischnik. 


The reason for so much attention was Schmidt's intention to have his cabinet 
take a stance regarding a suggestion to be made by the presently most im- 
portant NATO working groups as an alliance reaction to Soviet medium-range 
arms; arms which are becoming more and more dangerous and which are increas- 
ing in numbers. The “high-level group" deals with the modernization of 
Western medium-range arms, the "special group” examines how an acceptable 
agreement with Moscow can be aimed for on limiting the medium-range poten- 
tial. In December the NATO Council will make a decision on the suggestions 
of both bodies. 


The fact that the cabinet already approved this concept--the chancellor has 
confirmed it in the meantime--is of significance in several respects. First 
of all it is a sure sign indicating that both bodies have already fulfilled 
their missions and that nothing more is to be clarified by the joint sessions 
of the “high level" and “special group" slated for late October. The fact 
that NATO experts are in a position to work out an arms control policy concept 
in 6 months, as was done by the “special group" that was set up in April, 

is more than just a respectable achievement. It indicates the political 
freedom of action of the alliance. This is, last but not least, a confirma- 
tion of the Federal jovernment's course since it contributed considerably 

to the coming about «if this body. 
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The government has not said what is contained in the recommendations of both 
NATO bodies--and that for good reason. Bonn must avoid giving the impression 
of trying to anticipate the NATO decision or of curtailing the partners‘ free- 
dom of making their decisions. Yet one knows that the production and sta- 
tioning of 572 missiles and cruise missiles of medium range has been sug- 
gested. One assumes rightly that the 108 Pershing-l missiles of the U.S. 
Army in the Federal Republic with a range of 700 kilometers are supposed to 
be replaced by Pershing-II missiles with a range of 1,800 kilometers. With 
these arms and the cruise missiles which have a range of 2,500 kilometers, 
NATO in Europe would have mobile medium-range missiles that would create 

a counterbalance to the much stronger Soviet medium-range missiles. Schmidt 
confirmed a couple of days ago that he would agree to the stationing of 
medium-range missiles in the Federal Republic only if those NATO partners 

who do not have their own nuclear arms--in contrast to France and England-- 
would be prepared to do the same. In other words, the Federal Republic will 
agree only if the Benelux states and Italy will follow suit. 


While solutions seem in the offing with regard to these problems, it is un- 
known so far what proposals are being worked out by the "special group" for 
further negotiations on the limitation of arms in the medium-range field and 
whether they will be approved by the Bonn cabinet. So it remains to be 

seen whether the NATO concept will take into consideration the idea of the 
Federal Government not to aim for offsetting the strength in specific strata. 
Schmidt does not think it makes sense for both world powers to add up their 
intercontinental arms against each other, while handling their medium-range 
arms in a way as if the two had nothing to do with each other. He wants to 
have a balance of all strategic nuclear arms of both sides.

COMMENTATOR SOMMER VIEWS U.S.-SOVIET BALANCE OF STRENGTH

[Text] The strategic thinkers now have it with windows. They speak of "the 
window of vulnerability" that will open in the early eighties over the United 
States, or of "the window of opportunity" through which the Soviets could 
enter world domination. 


Behind this methaphorical expression hides the terrible vision that the 
Soviet Union could be technically in a position for a couple of years to 
destroy all land-based American intercontinental missiles with one crippling 
surprise strike. In such a case the U.S. President will not dare to make 
the remaining atom bombers and submarine missiles start against the Soviet 
nuclear arms to destroy with a new strike all like in the United States. 


Many of those who are now sounding the alarm in view of this idea, do not 
necessarily assume that the Soviets--if they had the capability to launch a 
disarming attack out of the clear blue sky--really would make use of it. They 
maintain that the pure appearance of Soviet superiority suffices to intimi- 
date the world power America. 


This debate is not new. It was held exactly 20 years ago about the vulner- 
ability of the fleet of American atom bombers when the Rand Corporation pon- 
derers declared "the balance of terror" as being precarious. In addition 
there was the hysteria about the “missile gap." Together with the croaking 
of the analysts the fears of the public touched off in America the greatest 
rearmament wave and the most enormous arms race of history in East-West re- 
lations. 


Two decades laters we are again at the same point. Again the analysts sound 
alarm. The Western public again abandons itself to creepy feelings of in- 
feriority. Horror pictures of a Soviet “first strike capacity" come about 
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on the easels of strategists (as in 1969 when U.S. Secretary of Defense 

Laird tried to motivate in this way the necessity to set up an American de- 
fense system against missiles.) Again three things are certain: an enormous 
arms effort that could spoil all disarmament efforts achieved so far; late 
insight that the whole excitement could have been unnecessary; and the reali- 
zation that it is not good that the statesmen base their policy on the bi- 
zarre thought games of experts. 


Herman Kahn's statement on earlier studies involving a Soviet disarmament 
strike also applies to the window scenario: the experts do not deal with 
this because of the great probability of such an attack, but "simply be- 
cause it is easy to ponder and talk about that." 


Pincus and Kaiser, the military correspondent and the Russian expert, lead 
the hysteria of the strategists and absurdum--in their brilliant political 
fiction of the day when the Kremlin chief called off the missile attack 
against the United States. They do it in a similarly convincing way as 
another politically subtle outsider, the author of best sellers, Frederick 
Forsyth, in his new thriller "The Devil's Alternative," in which he takes 
apart the second terror vision that presently excites the world of experts: 
a Soviet attack against West Europe that leaves the American President 
unmoved. Both texts ought to become compulsory literature for the analysts 
in the factories of thinking, the strategists in general staffs ard the plan- 
ners in defense ministries of the Western world.

DEFENSE OFFICIAL VIEWS NATO ARMS COOPERATION 
Frankfurt/Main SOLDAT UND TECHNIK in German Sep 79 pp 465-469, 531 


[Article by Ministerial Director,Engineer Hans L. Eberhard, chief, Arma- 
ment Division, Federal Defense Ministry: “European and Transatlantic 
Arms Cooperation from the German Viewpoint"] 


[Text] If we look at international arms cooperation, we find that we 
have gotten ourselves caught in an area in which little seems to be 
arranged in an orderly “ashion and where uncertainty seems to be the 
only sure thing. Fvarything appears unreal and undefined. Many people 
want cooperation and only few know how to get it but ali are talking 
about it, Target concepts are tied in with contradictory conditions; 
catchwords are used and they itn turn are interpreted in various ways. 

If one wishes to discuss the problems of arms cooperation, one must come 
to grips with the uneasy feeling that springs from these critical obser- 
vations. One must try to analyze it. We will attempt to do that in the 
following from the German viewpoint, so to speak, looking through German 
glasses. 





Why armament cooperation? There is no denying that Germany and thus also 
Europe cannot survive amid liberty in the long run without the Alliance 
and that it needs to use all resources to do that--including armament 
cooperation. There is therefore a compulsion to succeed tn cooperation. 
That leaves us with the question as to the conditions for success. 


Prerequisites for Arms Cooperation 


Many people feel that there are common requirements for the A to Z of 
any arms cooperation effort. This is true but there are more comprehen- 
sive prerequisites and that does not imply the lofty goals of the Alli- 
ance, such as, strengthening defense preparedness. Instead, hidden away, 
one can recognize differing national prerequisites for cooperation, such 
as, for example, getting the technical knowhow for the national economy, 
striving for independence from a partner who is too strong, improving the 
export opportunities based on a differing estimate of the export business 
for political reasons. These national objectives, given here by way of 
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example, may very well be consOnant with the effort to strengthen the 
Alliance. But idealism and realism might possibly be in competition here 
and cannot be readily reconciled. The frequently misread problem therefore 
looks like this: How can one coordinate the grown goals, which differ 
from one country to the next, into a common objective and how can one 
render them compatible with each other? How can those goals be subordin- 
ated to or integrated with alliance-policy objectives? 


These questions contain approaches which force the politicians increasing- 
ly into collaborating on the arms cooperation effort. Alliance and nat- 
ional economic tasks are tied together here. We will therefore try to 
analyze somewhat in greater detail what we want to achieve with arms 
cooperation in the first place. After that becomes clear, we will be 

able better to recognize the prerequisites. 


Standardizationand Interoperability 


As an outward sign we try to achieve standardization or at least inter- 
operability through arms cooperation. It is not necessary to define those 
words here down to the very last detail because both of those concepts do 
not have a purpose in themselves as far as our considerations here are 
concerned but instead serve a higher objective: 





Politically, to improve the cohesion of the Alliance; 


Militarily, to increase the conventional fighting strength of the armed 
forces in such a manner that an adequate milicary counterweight to the 
Warsaw Pact will be assured; 


Economically, to utilize the limited financial resources in a more cost- 
effective manner. 


Of course, one might doubt these statements because there are pros and 
cons here which must be weighed against each other. The positive aspects, 
listed below, point toward cooperation from the German viewpoint; they 
appear to be easily understandable both politically, militarily, techni- 
cally, and economically--on the other hand, they are connected with al- 
most insoluble problems. The thing that works against cooperation is at 
least as easily understandable and makes it clear why efforts to promote 
cooperation are so laborious. 


Since it makes no sense to deny realities, whether we like them or not, 

it is important to proceed with very cautious steps and to start where 
the obstacles basically seem surmountable. For this purpose we want to 
summarize the prerequisites, which are decisive from the German viewpoint, 
in two basic principles: 


Superordinate and national interest must be capable of being made to co- 
incide; 
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Every partner must be able to expect advantages for his own intentions 
to derive from a cooperation effort. 


If these prerequisites do not emerge from planned cooperation, then one 
should not start the effort in the first place. 


Planning Arms Cooperation 


This means that national preparatory efforts must be so carefully planned 
and thoroughly organized that they will at any time be capable of being 
translated into international planning wherever possibilities for that 
emerge but also only in those places where the prequisites have been met. 


Meet national planning vrocesses, accordingly are another prerequisite 
for cooperation. Hence also the unrestricted German support for the NATO 
study group which is supposed to spell out the jviat planning systen, 
obligatorily for the individual nations in terms of its basic features. 
Starting with common political guidelines in effect in the Alliance, all 
military documents, deriving from that, from the situation estimate via 
the basic concepts and documents of the armament sector, from the 
scientific-technological future prospects all the way to the programs, 
must be capable of being fitted into a common general planning system if 
cooperation is to be taken seriously. The time factor alone, used as 
example here, already demands orderly procedures. It does after all com- 
mit nations in terms of their intentions and measures over intervals of 
time which at least exceed parliamentary legislative terms; and this ap- 
plies already far in advance of any future developments. 





What this means as far as “headstart™ is concerned, can be seen from the 
scheme below. The assumed time requirement for an undertaking and the 
result of a statistical study on the timeframe involved in the origin 

of complex systems showed that, at the start of the development phase, 
about 60 percent of ali necessary knowledge should be absolutely secured. 
For the remainder, solution possibilities must emerge to such an extent 
that risk considerations will be possible. For 30 percent of the compo- 
nents, the solution should appear secured within five to seven years. In 
the case of the last 10 percent, one might allow that full performance is 
not yet attained until the moment of commissioning. This however means 
also that the requirement must accordingly be measured in the light of the 
military threat which is anticipated in case of introduction within 5, 10, 
or more years; a threat, which includes not only the enticipated measures 
by the enemy but the entire environment in which a weapons system must be 
developed, procured, and operated. 


According to the German vicw it is therefore indispensable that interna- 
tional arms planning must be guided by the changes in the environment and 
not by pure follow-on thinking for obsolete national weapons systems, This 
perhaps represents a painful rethinking process, especially for industry, 
which suddenly no longer knows whether its constant supply for the 
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replacement of existing systems is still in demand. In other words, the 
important thing is to seek new ways. 


The estimate of the military threat as well as the state of the art, 
which influence each other, form the tactical, technical enviromment. 
Ideas for military and technical studies flow from discussions of the 
requirements and possibilities in special study groups. Up to that point, 
in a more or less advisory function, industry is now also fully involved 
in the deliberation as to how an anticipated threat can be countered ef- 
fectively. In studies, technological experiments, technology programs, 
and component as well as experimental programs, the experts are working 
out solution ideas which in the end lead to the tactical requirements. 
In this way, the national economic influencing factors are also to take 
effect at the right time and industry's legal interests are likewise to 
be preserved. 


Where Do We Stand Today in Arms Cooperation? 


This systematic way of thinking and working on the one hand shows why we 
cannot expert short-term successes but on the other hand it leads to the 
question as to where we actually stand today in arms cooperation. 


First of all let us take a glance backward. One must readily admit that 
this as a rule did not involve planned cooperation but rather cooperation 
by accident. We saw and heard in the study groups what our partners were 
planning; we were ready to buy or, better still, to sell; and we discov- 
ered common intentions and replacement deadlines. These efforts were 
compared with an arms exchange not without justification. And one must 
add that this will continue to be so for all those countries that do not 
haye a highly-developed arms industry of their own. 


Wherever common development projects emerge under these conditios, those 
projects were quite logically bilateral or trilateral undertakings and 
this is one essential, mostly only European restriction. As far as the 
United States is concerned, cooperation from the German viewpoint as a 
rule only pertained to the purchase of systems developed there. Never- 
theless, one can view this not only negatively from the German viewpoint. 
At any rate, in terms of value, around two-thirds of the development pro- 
jects and procurements initiated in Germany are being carried out within 
international programs. 


But on the other hand, the result is completely unsatisfactory because 
bilateral and, at best, trilateral and, only in exceptional cases, multi- 
lateral cooperation could not be the desired goal. Extending this effort 
across the Atlantic likewise somehow did not come off. The German- 
American battle tank 70 project was launched with tremendous impetus. 

The end is known. Correctly es‘ imating the situation, it was observed 

at that time, that is to say, in 1971, that cooperation must be built up 
step by step and that it cannot be attained with one big jump. A weapons 
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system, such as the battletank, was simply too big an undertaking for a 
starter. The next German attempt therefore was much more modern. The 
German-Norwegian development of the air-to-air guided missile "Viper" was 
discontinued in Europe in order to fall in line with the American Side- 
winder development. But this attempt at cooperation likewise came off only 
partly. The European equipment offered here was not used and what was left 
was the acquisition, under license, of the AIM 9 L by the European part- 
ners. Even more disappointingly, however, even that goal was questioned for 
a long time and negotiations between Germany and the United States took 
many years. 


Nobody therefore should be surprised that the view was not spreading not 
only in Germany that common development efforts across the Atlantic are 
impossible, at least until further notice. At best, one might achieve 
production under license. 


European Arms Cooperation 





But the situation inside Europe looks different. Here again, a start had 
been made with a common tank project, the so-called “standard tank" which 
France and Germany wanted to develop together--but it failed likewise. 
Thereafter however it became increasingly impossible to recognize common 
features and to reduce obstacles. This led to such demanding weapons sys- 
tems as the AA system Roland as well as the Tornado combat aircraft. 


These successes however could not and still cannot be satisfactory. The 
undoubtedly most important partner in Alliance, the United States, was 
not included in these efforts. To be sure, the Europeans continued to 
buy weapons systems in the United States and they also included American 
equipment in European development but that did not add up to full-fledged 
cooperation. In other words, no two-way road had as yet been built, using 
the catchwords developed at that time. It was a logical consequence of 
the generally main attempts on the part of the individual European coun- 
tries to promote joint development projects with America that the Euro- 
peans now decided to try to put up a common front in dealing with the 
United States. 


The “European Program Group" 


That led to the founding of the EPG [European Program Group]. At their 
1975 spring meeting, the Alliance's defense ministers had agreed to seek 
suitable ways in order to achieve the desired two-way street between 
Europe and North America. Because a Europe without France would from 
the very beginning have endangered this goal, it was agreed--in response 
to France's desire for independence from the Eurogroup and NATO—that the 
organization be set up flexible and without a fixed structure so that 

the Europeans in February 1976 agreed on the IEPG [Independent European 
Program Group]. 
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Here it must be kept in mind that all of the more far-reaching attempts 
aimed at setting up a European arms agency so far-——and that also applies 
to the more distant future--did not find majority support in Europe. 
There is no t’ ought of surrendering individual national sovereignty to 

a supranational authority. The function of the EPG as a central forum 
of European arms cooperation will continue to exist. 


And what will its goal be? If we drop all of the marginal phenomena, then 
only one task remains: To make Europe capable of entering into a partner- 
ship. European industry is to be so arranged that it will become worth- 
while as a partner for technologically so highly developed American in 
terms of its structure and capability. Earlier we pointed out rather in 
detail that cooperation makes sense only if all partners can expect ad- 
vantages from it; well, that also means that cooperation makes sense only 
if the partners are able to contribute something. 


What then is happening in the EPG? Is it really useful for arms coopera- 
tion? If the doubting Thomases could at some time listen in there un- 
recognized, then all of their worries--for instance, that the group was 
being utilized to strengthen European capabilities in such 4 manner that 
the binding connections with the United States could be reduced--would 
soon disappear. Looking at American's financial effort amounting to about 
$12 billion per year for military research and development, as against 

$4 billion in Europe, such intentions would be absurd. Naturally, we 
cannot and must not deny that it is also the intention of the EPG to 
appear more self-confident in dealing with America. This goes all the 
way to saying that it might necessarily once be able to say no to Ameri- 
can concepts on the basis of its own abilities. But one should also 
credit the responsible officials in EPG with enough realism to recognize 
the limitations of European possibilities. 





Panel 2 is pursuing only a few projects in which European requirements 
and European technology would lead us to expect that Europe would be 
capable of acting as a partner, within the Alliance, of the United States 
and Canada. The EPG is not only useful for arms cooperation; it is down- 
right necessary if we are to make sure that cooperation will become 
really alliance-wide and multilateral via bilateral or trilateral rela- 
tions, of course all the way to the purchase--by the United States--of 
weapons systems developed in Europe. 


Transatlantic Arms Cooperation 


Independently of the important establishment of the EPG however some 
other things, some other decisive aspects, have gotten into motion-- 
such as production programs based on licenses. This started up quite 
hesitantly but at any rate, positive developments are perhaps taking 
shape here. 
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The license for the F-16 went from the United States to Europe but America 
on the other hand is taking over the license for the Roland. Europe is 
building the Sidewinder under license and the U. S. Army is building the 
German 120-mm tank gun under license. Here we can recognize changes 
which were not at all visible ten or even five years ago. In between 

we have had the American offer for transatlantic arms cooperation on a 
partnership basis, building on common guidelines. The so-called “model 

of weapons families" must be discussed--a model which, under certain pre- 
requisites, in selected areas, is aimed at division of labor. 


Just a few years ago it was the general view that common development 
across the Atlantic is probably impossible for the time being. At best, 
one could achieve license production programs but that has already been 
done. And now we have a cautious offer for full-scale cooperation. Who 
would be surprised that the European acceptance of this challenge was 
skeptical and partly still is. 





But we may note that American ideas are being welcomed to the fullest 
extent in Germany and are also being supported. The basic condition now 

is that we manage to carry out the distribution of the effort technolog- 
icelly and economically in such a manner that, maintaining a proper balance, 


We will be using the best technology in each particular case, 

The results will be made available to all alliance partners, 

The investment expenditure will be reduced, 

The unit prices will be reduced by means of large series, 

The developed system will be taken over by all partners who need then. 


According to what we explained in the beginning, it would of course be 
foolish to believe that the problems have now been © lved and that we 
could move on to happy cooperation. At least at this point one should 
Object by raising a point that was made in this connection in the report 
submitted by the subcommittee of the United States Congress “on NATO 
Standardization, Interoperability, and Readiness." In spite of all this, 
we should stick with the view that was explained. Not in order to move 
around in a “dream world,” to use the term employed by the authors, but 
out of conviction. The difficulties of cooperation, the problems inherent 
in any transatlantic cooperation, both for the United States but also for 
Europe, are known, But: We are doomed to success and by “we" we no longer 
mean Germany and Europe alone but we also include the United States. "We 
cannot conceive of any situation in which a loss of Western Europe would 
not also be a loss dangerous to the survival of the United States," ob- 
served Christoph Bertram, director of the Institute of Strategic Armament 
in London, just a short time ago. 











We can start with the idea that the committee's mission will be continued; 
and opportunities will arise for pointing up mistaken conclusions and one 
sided interpretations in the study. It remains to be seen what further 

initiatives will emerge from the Congress and Senate of the United States. 


We in Germany seek cooperation—-not light-heartedly, not impatiently, not 
realistically, but consistently because, of all of the possibilities of 
keeping the alliance's defenses strong, it is the simplest to carry out. 
In conclusion we can summarize by saying that at this time, for the first 
time-—-although not yet in a completely orderly manner, not always in step, 
sometimes also reluctantly--politicians, soldiers, engineers, and scien- 
tists in all countries are at least moving in one direction in arms co- 
operation.

HUA'S EUROPE VISIT SEEN AS PROOF FOR CHANGE IN PRC

[Excerpt] Concern for the fate of world peace must determine our stance on 
the Sino-Soviet conflict, too. Simple-minded people are under the delusion 
that the more military pressure China is bringing to bear on the Soviet Union 
the earlier will Moscow be yielding in Europe-~a speculation which disre- 
gards that if the Soviets were to be compelled to think in terms of mili- 
tant confrontation toward the East then they hardly would continue detente 
toward the West; for that much of subtle differentiation would exceed the 
capacities of even less uncouth and less encirclement-obsessed state leader- 
ships. 


We had better place not too much hopes in the Soviet-Chinese quarrel--let 
alone hopes in reunification to which China cannot contribute anything at 
all, irrespective of all its manifestations of sympathy. Besides it is not 
so sure at all that the conflict between Beijing and Moscow will last for- 
ever. Even if it does not give way to an all-round reconciliation then a 
normalization of interstate relations, a sober-minded coexistence, is abso- 
lutely thinkable as a result of the recently started negotiations. Besides 
the West should not refrain from arming China against the Soviet Union out 
of compliance with the Kremlin but rather it should refrain from provoking 
the Kremlin for a preventive war against China. Therein lies the real 
threat to world peace. 


Hence the significance of Hua Guofeng's visit to Western Europe must not be 
seen in what the ruler over almost one billion of people is saying. What 

is most important is the fact that he has come at all. Hua's journey proves 
that one can rely on Beijing's new course, at least for the time being. He 
offers friendship-which we must welcome. He offers cooperation--and though 
no bonanza is tempting from China's untapped giant market, long-term coopera- 
tion opens up solid business prospects. He wants peace, he needs peace if 
China's take off for modernization is to be successful--and therefore he 

more and more dissociates himself from the neurotic conjuring up of war which 
Mao Zedong left to his successors; the possibility of preventing the out- 
break of war lately is emphasized more from quarter to quarter of the year 
than is its inevitability. 
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Hua is touring Western Europe as the exponent of a policy whose success 
promises a radical change in Beijing's specific weight [artgewicht], its 

role in international politics and its international reputation. There are 
difficulties involved in this Chinese mutation. Pragmatists are still opposed 
by dogmatists; democratization is accompanied by the suppression of prominent 
dissidents; the economic reform gets stuck between volition and accomplish- 
ment; the tendency of opening also conjures up fear for foreign control 
[ueberfremdung]. But nevertheless this mutation is a secular process. There 
is no other project on earth at present that would be equally huge and ex- 
citing than this; to catapult the most populous country in the world into 
modern times in defiance of historical burdens and present-day unpleasant- 
nesses. 


This project is more important than all diplomatic filibuster during Hua's 
visit. Notwithstanding all the uncertainties on whether the opening to the 
world, the adventure of modernization and the start toward liberalization af- 
ter years of leftist utopian tyranny will last, this time the volition for 

a fundamental change is stronger than ever before. Hua'‘s trip to the West 

is a plausible proof.

"DIE WELT' ON HUA GUOFENG VISIT TO BONN

[Excerpt] "Believe me, the leeway of German foreign policy is expanding," 
said a high-ranking German official in an obviously relieved way about the 
outcome of the first day of the political visit [of the Chinese delegation 
led by Premier Hua Guofeng]. The most important speeches were just exchanged, 
Schmidt and Hua just outlined their opinions. Everybody was talking about 
his own affairs--the Chinese about the dangers of hegemony (there is no need 
for him to name Moscow) and about the hope that war will be “postponed,” 

the German about detent, military balance and cooperation with Beijing that 
is “not directed against any third party" (there is now need for him to name 
Moscow). 


Approving murmurings of “moderate, moderate," but no political discussion 
comes up when coffee and cognac is being taken. At the festive banquet in 
Augustusburg prominent politicians are present, the "diehards” if one may 
say so, from Scheel to a federal minister as well as Stuecklen, Kohl, Marx 
and Ehmke. But there was no such wild and bodily dangerous crowding as 
around Brezhnev, no kisses, no hugging of shoulders or languid looks into 
the face of the tsar. No, it was rather cool and there was a majority of 
business leaders. It was a compulsory and not a voluntary exercise. 


Where did the coolness blow from? The first hints at the thermometer came 
from the Chinese delegation after the arrival of Hua on Sunday. The xeroxed 
interview given by State Secretary Boelling to Saarlaendischer Rundrunk 
Network (18 October) was a sheet of paper that was handled and turned over 
most nervously. It contained the Bonn “message” to Hua Guofeng who was still 
navigating in France: "...we will not accept being maneuvered by anybody in- 
to a position against others." It sounded as if the cannonade of Valmy in 
another direction was to be prevented. 


His master's voice, however, was penetrating even deeper into the Chinese 
premier: He would not consider it advisable to carry out “on the soil of 
the Federal Republic of Germany the dispute his country was with the Soviet 
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Union. Naturally we are not particularly happy about that. We would then 
have to make it clear..." And finally: “We assume that the guests in the 
interest of a successful visit will act as we expect them to." 


You can hardly do it more majestically. The prohylactic reprimanding had 
to hurt the Chinese feeling for politeness. One heard concerned questions: 
"What is the purpose of this, What aims does the government pursue? Why 
did not they decide in favor of a discreet announcement, why involve the 
broad public?" It was the tone, the Lilliputian tone that was not liked 
rather than the matter in which Bonn's standpoint offered no surprise to 
Beijing politicians. "We are not against detente," repeated a high-ranking 
Chinese functionary for the thousandth time, "We are just against false 
detente." 


There was no eclat, nerve and poise were maintained. With the beginning of 
the visit on Sunday, Boelling who reproved in advance, withdrew into proper 
proportions again.

ECONOMICS MINISTER INTERVIEWED ON TRADE WITH SOUTH KOREA, PRC

[Interview with Federal Minister of Economics Dr Otto Graf Lambsdorff by 
Reporter Renschke, presumably in Seoul--recorded, date not given] 


[Text] [Question] How do you assess economic relations between the FRG 
and South Korea? 


[Answer] I hope that there will be good chances for the positive develop- 
ment of trade relations between the Federal Republic and the Republic of 
Korea. In the past 3 years there has been a very steep upward development. 
Our trade volume this year is likely to amount to DM3 billion, which is a 
most pleasant increase. Naturally this results from the positive economic 
developments in Korea and in our country. There are considerable possi- 
bilities for developing trade. Both sides will certainly make efforts in 
this respect, and the chances for success are there. 


On the other hand, there is some need for some German capital investments 
in Korea. Compared with the general volume of economic relations, invest- 
ments lag very much behind. We talked with the Korean Government on the 
existing opportunities and how and in what form this ought to be brought to 
the attention of German enterprises, whether in the form of capital partner- 
ships or direct capital investments in Korea. 


[Question] Well, fortunately one cannot state that in such a one-sided way. 
Last year Korea had a trade balance surplus with us. This year it looks as 
if the Federal Republic will have a trade balance surplus. This is typically 
characteristic of mutual relations that are developing in a lively way. It 
is extremely positive that sometimes one side has a surplus and sometimes 
the other. That is good and we assume it will remain this way in the fu- 
ture. Compared with developing countries Korea is a very developed country. 
It is in a position to export processed products that are also interesting 
for the German market, and not just in the field of textile industry, 








where Korea is particularly successful. As before chances are good that prod- 
ucts will be put out here that will find buyers in our country. 


[Question] Do you think that South Korea, which one cannot quite term as 
being democratic, has been upgraded through your visit, politically upgraded? 


[Answer] I cannot say that and I do not want to because we have some reser- 
vations regarding internal conditions in South Korea and because we view some 
developments critically. But you know that this is the case with many coun- 
tries with which we have economic reJ2tions and with which we trade. If we 
only picked the countries that are in line with our desires and conditions, 
there would not be much more thru 20 countries in the world, and the German 
economy could not live just off these. 


[Question] Did the political situation play a role in the talks you had with 
Mr Park? 


[Answer] No, the internal situation in Korea did not play a role. I touched, 
however, on one issue, namely proceedings that have been concluded in the 
first instance against seven members of the Christian Academy in Seoul, an 
academy that is supported through German churches, particularly the Evangeli- 
cal Church, and close relations exist with these churches. I pointed out to 
the Korean Government that such proceedings are being observed in our coun- 
try with great attention and indignation, and that one ought to bear in mind 
Korea that such trials and proceedings will have international consequences 
and that they can be detrimental to the reputation of the country. 





[Question] Do you see signs indicating that the economic success of South 
Korea could lead, let us say, to a gradual and yet notable democratic open- 
ing up of the country? 


[Answer] One cannot say that after a visit of 2 days and very intense talks 
that really dealt with and concentrated on economic matters. I had little 
opportunity to talk to the plain Koreans, if I may say so, to citizens liv- 
ing here. But at any rate I have the impression that the populace recognizes 
that an improvement of living conditions, an elevation of the standard of 
living and the elimination of poverty have taken place in contrast to many 
other developing countries. Actually I would assume that as experience in- 
dicates this will have a healing effect in the future on internal political 
conditions. 


[Question] While you are in South Korea, the Bonn visit of Hua Guofeng 
deals with the development of German-Chinese economic relations. An agree- 
ment running for 6 years will be signed. What concrete hopes can the Ger- 
man economy foster with a view to business with China? 


[Answer] Well, we know that the Chinese Government has considerable plans 
to reconstruct or rather promote the industrial development of the country. 
There will certainly be an opportunity for the Federal Republic to become 

helpfully active particularly in the fields of mining, steel production and 
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energy production technologies. There will certainly be good business 
prospects. 


I welcome very much the fact that after the initial euphoria 12 or 18 months 
ago in FRG business circles sober reality and a balanced assessment of condi- 
tions have taken place again. We are quite prepared within the framework of 
our possibilities--exactly as we do it with all other countries--to support 
German export activities with regard to the PRC. The agreement that will 

be signed will certainly represent a gocd basis for this. We plan to in- 
crease the activity of the existing German-Chinese economic commission; so 
far nothing much has happened there. But I believe that since both sides 

now see, as I said, figures, plans and expectations in more realistic di- 
mensions, the Federal Government will pursue a supporting policy which will 
have a chance of success with regard to the efforts of industry and the busi- 
ness world.

[Text] This was a state visit that began slightly awkwardly on both sides, 
but then it became like this week's weather: cool, sometimes warmer but 
pleasant. This is thanks last but not least to the tact of the guest from 
China who made it clear in the Federal Republic, too, what he thinks of the 
Soviet Union, but who packed his attacks in so much cotton that the hosts 
could be content. 


The Federal Government, which first indicated a bit too clearly its cun- 

cern about some possible Kremlin grumbling, did not have to take any correc- 
tive action later on. And the opposition in the Federal Republic more or less 
withstood the temptation to interpret Hua's visit as a challenge, which it 
certainly is in the eyes of the Soviets. This domestic political normaliza- 
tion may help to deal more normally with the third world power in the future, 
that is less awkwardly. 


The Chinese visit was a demonstration, but it was at least also an offer to 
Western Europe to cooperate with China economically and thus naturally also 
politically. This cooperation will gain significance the more China opens 
up. The Federal Government's policy vis-a-vis China will have to be very 
sovereign in the true sense of the word. This includes plain observance of 
our own interests without being induced to play tricks by constantly juggling 
with different balls. 


China as a Guest

[Text] That was it? The unrespectful question is often asked at the end 
of a state visit, and the temptation to do it is the greater, the more foreign 











and rare the guest was and the less he fitted into the normal concept, hesita- 
tion that the normal routine could be upset and the inclination to cling to 
protocol are strong. Does this kind of depicting of event which later cre- 
ates the overall picture of the event also apply to the visit of Chinese 
Premier Hua Guofeng who will now go on to West Surope after having spent a 
week in Germany? 


The ticklish bilateral relations between Bonn and Moscow could be endan- 
gered by Bonn's dealings with China, but it could also be shifted into a 
politically more advantageous dimension for Bonn. Bonn did not have the 
courage to run this risk--it would have been indeed enormous. The presently 
second potential place next to Bonn, namely Munich, where Schmidt's compe- 
titor for chancellor sits, stayed in the not dangerous zone of more folk- 
loristic and personal matters--aside from propagandistically effective local 
gestures of friendliness. H:a sees Strauss--that was more of ;.esent German 
domestic politics than the announcement of a possible new Bonn policy after 
1980. 


So what remains? After the visit of a developing world power one cannot say 
that there was nothing except the strange statement that "statesmen" have 
become “friends” after having spent a few hours together (a relic from feudal 
diplomacy, because the people in democratic elections do not legitimize their 
leading politicians for having “personal friendships." Bonn looks with the 
deep desire to China hoping an "option" will be kept open for the time being: 
Abandon nothing now, but do not decide on anything either. Certain wings of 
Bonn parties could take a different view. Bonn's China policy as a new var- 
iant of detente policy deviating from the dominating Bonn-Moscow line? None 
of those responsible in the Federal Republic wants to have that. The reasons 
are being presented differently, depending on the respective position. And 
yet the result of Hua's visit is not just culture, economy and sports. The 
fact that the leading Chinese was here can extend Bonn's leeway with regard 
to its Ostpolitik the less official use is made of it (government and opposi- 
tion could agree here despite everything). Nothing immediate should be ex- 
pected, and it would be almost harmful to see Genscher's new disarmament 
Statements in this connection. But a Federal Republic where Beijing has 
been a guest looks i bit different than it did before. What can be made of 
that? Caution is a rule for politicians and for a medium-sized power between 
the powers.

CORRESPONDENT COMPARES CHINESE VISITS TO EUROPE, U.S.

[Text] Traveling Chinese learn and suffer. If there are two things which 
Premier Hua is tired of after having mastered the first half of his tour of 
four European countries, it is photographers and golden books. Face and 
signature in China have a meaning that is close to “untouchableness." The 
inflation of both these things, the terrible lack of distance plus the 
flashes of photographers, belong to the "new and extraordinary experiences." 
Hua Guofeng defended himself against both--against pictures being taken of 
every move and motion and against communal vanity. He canceled appointments 
and he asked for “indulgence"--it did not help much. Vanity and fare be- 
longed inseparably to the world into which the Chinese leader has plunged. 
What he rejected was obviously enjoyed by his deputy Deng Xiaoping in the 
United States. 


Outwardly viewed there was hardly a difference between the visits to Europe 
and to America. Both were the latest world exploration tours of history. 
Neither Deng nor Hua had set foot on “Western” soil before. They did not 
try to obtain deeper knowledge about the other side of the world. One does 
not have to travel to be wise. The philosopher Emanual Kant never left the 
precinct of Koenigsberg. The high respect for themselves has so far forbade 
the Chinese to travel. But it remains odd that the successors of African 
tribe chiefs are leading by decades the successors of Chinese emperors with 
regard to superficial knowledge of the world. 


That has been caught up with now and it has become obsolete. The gentlemen 
from Beijing learning the routine of traveling and they watch out carefully 

for the width and length of the rolled out red carpets. Strange--the German 
carpet was the narrowest so far, despite its attractiveness. The Federal 
Government tried to restrain the Chinese premier in a threefold manner. It 
almost pressed him to maintain restraint with regard to his statements vis- 
a-vis the Soviet Union. It gave him an escort as a warning symbol incarnate 
in the person of a real minister (Mr Wischnewski), and it intentionally omitted 
inviting Hua to Berlin. 
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Deng Xicopving was not subjected to such restrictions in America. He saw pro- 
vinces there, too, particularly the vigorous province in the south such as 
Texas rodeos which cannot be compared with Bavarian culture. The guest there 
was also chased over the hurdles of appointments like a 3-years-old race 
horse. There, too, there was “fear of Deng's words” in the White House. But 
the guest could say what he wanted, and he did: he warned seven times (I also 
counted Washington, Atlanta, Houston and Seattle) against the “hegemonic 
Soviet Union,” he announced six times the “punishment™ of Vietnam. It was 
not his fault that nobody took him seriously. He put it into practice later 
on. 


Compared with Hua's tour of Europe, Deng's visit to America was a more for- 
eign policy motivated affairs. Without the power carried by the United States, 
China could not survive in an emergency: Washington is Beijing's deterrence. 
Matters are different with regard to Europe. Here the Chinese are interested 
first of all in techniques and technology, trade and credits. Yet one noted 
Hua's restraint with regard to world and security policy problems. Did he 
yield to Bonn's wishes, or did the Chinese abandon the hard bandages after 

the not very successful Vietnam war and the initiation of negotiations with 
Moscow? 


The two important political speeches given by Hua in Bonn and Munich were 
more moderate than all statements made by Deng Xiaoping in America. Maybe 
that is just due to the different characters of the two leading politicians 
of China, the obvious difference between their temperaments. Hua's words and 
gestures are more moderate due to his character, his policy is more careful. 
He wants to demonstrate outwardly the existence of continuity and predicta- 
bility--important features of a country that never would be modernized if 
there were not international confidence in its trustworthiness. 


Foreign policy determination as such, however, has not suffered therefron. 

In the confidential talks in Munich Hua agreed in all points with Strauss’ 
skepticism regarding a “one-sided” detente policy. Hua's vision of Russia 
has been described as having a “dark shade" and as being characterized by 
iron realism. It would be wrong, said the Chinese guest, to make one single 
foreign policy calculation without considering the Soviet factor. In its 
negotiations with Moscow the PRC strives for concrete agreements and not gen- 
eral formulas. Concretely: Moscow must withdraw troops from the Chinese 
border. That would be real detente. 


"We handle facts in a responsible way, we call them by their names and fill 
the term with ideas everybody can understand,” said a Chinese delegation 
member. The Far Eastern guests found this principle of realism in a clearer 
form in Munich than in Bonn, where the vision is curtailed by the term 
"“Ostpolitik" stemming from the sixties. Munich and the land close to the 
Alps where the guests and the host retired on the weekend, were the "warm 
point" of the visit to Germany. The Chinese became talkative. "Why is Bonn 
the capital and not Munich?" asked one of the escorts jokingly. 

















Another Chinese wanted to know whether good living, which is rather widespread 
promoted or narrowed down realism. The one asked can asked can ponder more 
on that than the one doing the asking. The communist visitors noted very well 
that there is no class society in its old form any more in “capitalist” Cer- 
many. The differences on the scale of the “rich" and the “poor” have become 
smaller, While social responsibility and distribution have increased. To the 
visitors from poor China every German citizen looks like a wealthy man. 


The traveler cannot see any deeper. He can note at best with regard to poli- 
tical decisions, cautious appearance, unpolitical illusions and the belief in 
the lasting kindness of the adversary that the pleasant welfare is possibly 
at the expense of sharp thinking, the ability to be skeptical and preparedness 
to run the risk of defense. At the gala performacne of Richard Strauss’ 

opera “Salome” all stood together: The smart and the plain, the poor and 

the rich, the Chinese elite functionaries and the German nop!ility with re- 
gard to authority, money and politics. They cannot fraternizi:, but they can 
temporarily complete different interests. 


This is not an assumption, it was written in the eyes of the Chinese which 
are as sharp as ever.

[Text] A total of 21 years imprisonment was passed by the Prague City Court 
yesterday after a 2-day trial of the six accused of so-called antistate 
activities. 






NEVE OSNABRUECKER ZEITUNG writes under the headline “Prague Winter": Even 
though the worst fears did not come about, the Prague Court demonstrated 
toughness yesterday evening by passing sentences of up to 5 years imprison- 
ment for the accused regime critics. Five years imprisonment is half of 
what the public prosecutor demanded, and yet it is 5 years too much. The 
crime of the accused, in fact, consisted in just claiming those rights for 
themselves they are entitled to according to the CSCE Final Document which 
was signed by Prague. But the sicuggle for the freedom of the word was 
misinterpreted by the judges as being slander against the state and sub- 
versive activity. This is a serious relapse into the times of cold war. 


























KOELNISCHE RUNDSCHAU in its commentary also asks about the reasons for the 
conviction: What did they do, these so-called dissidents? They have taken 
the liberty of taking their government at its word. They claimed rights for 
themselves they were clearly entitled to by the CSCE Final Document which 
was also signed by Prague. Even a communist government today cannot handle 
its own signature in such a cynical and irresponsible way. Prague felt 

that as the trial was taking place. Italian President Sandro Pertini. 4 
socialist, approached CSSR President Gustav Husak directly. It is most rare 
for a head of state to interfere that strongly in the domestic affairs of 
another state. The Prague communists may get over Pertini's protest and 
Willy Brandt's criticism, but they must be alarmed by the reaction of their 
comrades in Western Europe. 


REINISCHE POST of Duesseldorf writes about the same issue: The show trial 
and the expatriation of Pavel Kohout confirm the experience that Czechoslovakia

[Text] In speedy proceedings the Prague City Court has condemned the six 
accused civil rights advocates, signer of “Charter 77" and members of the 
“committee for the defense of the illegally persecuted." The fact that 

27 witnesses and experts were heard in the shortest possible time-~-some 
reports say that it was less than one hour--make it a juridical farce. It 
can be assumed that due to the many critical official statements and protest 
actions in the West, the political leaders indicated to the court that the 
trial that was originally scheduled to last four days should be completed 
with overtime work as quickly as possible. 





Although the sentences were considerably milder than the radical demands of 
the state prosecutor, it does not eliminate much of their dubious character. 
The toughness that is not understandable for Western juridical thinking simul- 
taneously is an expression of the regime's weakness. It also unmasks the sys- 
tem of “real socialism" which is praised by East Bloc's propagandists as a 
model to the insubordinate Eurocommunist parties in the West. It is parti- 
cularly tragic that it is always Czechoslovakia that must set examples of 
intolerance and make people who think differently appear as criminals. Many 
still recall the political-humanitarian role played by this Central European 
country in the thirties when it gave shelter to Nazi persecutees. It seems 
that the leadership that has no authority among the populace and that lives 
only off the power of its Soviet allies, cannot do without intimidation and 
compulsion. It fears that behind every critical movement could be an assault 
at the basis of its existence. 


Although state and party chief Custav Husak when he came to power in April 
1969 promised to do away with political trials, he cannot or does not want to 
keep this promise even 11 years after the crushing of the "Prague Spring." 
Poland, the northern neighbor of the CSSR, could teach it that generous 
handling of regime critics and people who think along different lines does 
not at all make “real socialism" collapse. So the CSSR is and remains to be 
an international nuisance because it severely handicaps the international de- 
tente process by aggravating tensions in its own country.

The replacement of party and 
government top echelons, the purge of the Communist Party of "counter- 
revolutionaries,” the expulsion or social degrading of the intellectual and 
artistic elite--the whole monstrous repression did not fulfill its purpose. 
It did not normalize anything, it did not lead to a higher level of "con- 
solidation” but if at all to lethargy and indifference which will have bad 
consequences for a country needing creativity (and having the potential). 

In the economic field the consequences can be seen already. 


The Prague trial of the six dissidents demonstrated again that the regime 

can defend itself against its critics only with deterring sentences, that 

it has no political leeway any more and that it cannot tolerate anything 
without endangering itself. In short, the sentenced persons have been ac- 
cused of subversive cooperation with Western foreign countries to the dis- 
advantage of the CSSR. But what they did is not punishable according to 
general ideas, namely carry out the rights CSSR citizens are entitled to 
according to the constitution and international treaties; they defended them- 
selves when these rights were violated by state authorities or preverted in 
such a way that their contents were distorted to mean the opposite. 


Prior to his being sentenced, Petr Uhl forced the Prague judges to fill with 
life Kafka's dreams of fear, so to speak. They played their parts well, 
demonstrating that the CSSR leadership has fears--but other fears than those 
of the people it persecutes. The CSSR is located in the center of Europe, 
the neighbors around it look through the window, and life in Poland is al- 
most normal, a country you cannot simply term as being reactionary such 

as the Rederal Republic cr perhaps Austria.

BERLINGER MORGENPOST maintains: The speech by Giscard given in the state 
library was one of the best speeches ever given in this city since the days 
of Ernst Reuter. It surpassed with its political precision and its sense for 
historical connections even the legendary speech of John F. Kennedy at the 
Schoeneberg city hall. If the circumstances called for it, France, as in the 
past, would make its contribution to the security of Berlin, said the state 
president. The French protective power could not have defined in a more 
credible way its solemn guarantees for the freedom and security of West Ber- 
lin. Valery Giscard d'Estaing stamped this day, which will be one of the 
great days for Berlin, with his characteristic clearness of thought, his 
feeling and dignity.

[Text] Bonn--In view of the contradictory reports, the Bonn Foreign Min- 
istry has made no official comment on the alleged nuclear test by South 
Africa. A foreign ministry spokesman today pointed out, however, that in 
the past Bonn has always supported the aims of the nuclear nonproliferation 
treaty and has repeatedly and publicly urged South Africa to join the treaty. 


The Federal Government has repeatedly and strongly rejected allegations of 
nuclear cooperation with Pretoria in the past. Nuclear equipment and ma- 
terials are exported to nonsignatories of the nonproliferation treaty only 

if these countries submit to checks by the International Atomic Energy Agency. 
Bonn applies the so-called “London guidelines" to all exports in the area 

of peaceful uses of nuclear energy. These guidelines were formulated by 
leading industrial countries of the East and West. 


SPD Bundestag Deputy Uwe Holtz said in Bonn today that South Africa is in a 
position to produce atomic bombs "also because of cooperation with other 
countries." Even without the bomb South Africa is the biggest military 
power in the area and has shown that it has used its potential. Pretoria 
has brutally suppressed any change in favor of the majority of the population. 
The West now embarks on a new course in its relaitons with South Africa and 
makes strategic preparations for an economic boycott, Holtz said.

SCHMIDT FACES TOUGH PARTY FIGHT OVER SECURITY POLICY

[Text] A majority among the SPD wants to make disarmament 
the dominant subject at the federal party congress in Berlin. 
The idea is for the Social Democrats to resist Genscher's 
nuclear armament plans. 


Herbert Wehner quoted the federal chancellor as if he were a classical author. 
In NEUE GESELLSCHAFT, the theoretical monthly journal of the Social Democrats, 
he reminded Helmut Schmidt that he had said that German politicians bore a 
special responsibility for peace and that a war must never again be allowed 
to originate on German soil. 


The reason why Wehner thinks this is the right moment to recall this becomes 
clear only in the second part of his article abounding in quotations from the 
chancellor. The leader of the SPD in the Bundestag suspects that an increase 
in the German defense budget and the introduction of new nuclear missles into 
the NATO arsenal will block the policy of detente for many years to come, 

He recommends instead that one should “approach one another rather than go 
ahead and arm without paying attention to one another." 


Wehner's fear of a new armament race between East and West is shared not only 

by a large number of SPD Bundestag members but by a large majority in the party. 
SPD Chairman Willy Brandt even has expressed the opinion that the guideline 
proposal by the SPD leadership about peace and security policy, next to nuclear 
energy, may become the dominant subject at the Berlin party congress in December. 
Dozens of local and district organizations have already drafted resolutions 
which state far more clearly than the proposal of the party executive that 
negotiations with the Soviets about a reduction of their medium-range nuclear 
missiles directed toward Western Europe should enjoy absolute priority over 

any NATO armament plans. 


In addition, in the Erich-Ollenhaver-Haus papers are making the rounds which 
cast doubt on the figures used in the new government white paper on defense 
to demonstrate Soviet superiority in the medium-range sector. 
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Thus, for example, Heidelberg peace researcher Hans Guenther Brauch, following 
detailed analyses, points out in a study for NEUE GESELLSCHAFT that while there 
are--strangely enough--a number of pictures of the Soviet Backfire bomber in 
the West, there is not a single one showing the SS 20 mobile medium-range 
missile or one of its launching ramps. 


Furthermore, the figures given concerning these weapons systems, in Brauch's 
view, vary so much that it is impossible to form an objective judgment about 
the military balance of strength. Even NATO military representatives per- 
force are wont to “agree” on a figure. 


According to the defense white paper, the Warsaw Pact has 1,370 missiles and 
planes capable of transporting nuclear weapons farther than 1,000 kilometers, 
while NATO only has 386 such. The respected London Institute for Strategic 
Studies, on the other hand, counts 1,039 nuclear weapons carriers in the 
East and 960 in the West. 


Paul Doty of Harvard University, adviser to U.S. President Carter in questions 
of armament control, on the basis of official and secret documents, concludes 
that the Warsaw Pact has 2,135 carrier systems with a range exceeding 1,000 
kilometers, while NATO has 1,428 such. 


These games with figures reveal how questionable the Western analyses 

really are. Moreover, they make one suspect that data about an Eastern su- 
periority often have only been used to justify armament decisions of one's 
own. According to Brauch, the first reports about the Soviet SS 20 signifi- 
cantly did not exist until 1977, when the discussion about the neutron bomb 
began in Europe. 


No wonder many Social Democrats are as skeptical as Brauch about the arguments 
of the military. Should they put over their point of view at the SPD Con- 
gress in Berlin, Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and his defense minister, Hans 

Apel, would find themselves in dire straits. Both--not least because they want 
to accommodate the FDP's Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher--at least 

want to keep the way open for producing and stationing new NATO nuclear weapons 
in Western Europe. Preparations for "followup armament" (NATO jargon) are 

to be made in such a way as to enable Western countermeasures to be taken 

just as soon as negotiations with Moscow fail. 


As he said at the NATO spring conference, Genscher wants to introduce the 
new nuclear weapons “in any case." As far as he is concerned, they are 
"the prerequisites" for successful negotiations with the Soviets. Schmidt 
so far has not officially contradicted this view. 


Those Social Democratic leaders who do not bear any government responsibility-- 
in addition to Willy Brandt, primarily Herbert Wehner and Egon Bahr--have long 
since dissociated themselves from this demonstration of strength. They want 

to give free rein to the debate about the worth or lack of worth of new NATO 
nuclear weapons in Berlin. Moreover, the opponents of the Genscher concept-- 
first arm ~ad then disarm--in their argumentation can cite an expert who also 
enjoys the great respect of Helmut Schmidt. 
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Christoph Bertram, a member of the planning staff under Schmidt when the latter 
was minister of defense and now the head of the London Institute for Strategic 
Studies, recently concluded that “the best answer to the East's SS 20 is not 
necessarily the introduction of a similar system in the West." Bertram thinks 
that even a Soviet superiority in Europe is “tolerable,” because “as long 

as the United States identifies its own security with that of Europe, the 
deterrent works--even in the face of the Soviet medium-range missiles." 


Herbert Wehner, too, with a sensitive ear for moods in the Bundestag fraction 
and the party in general, in his article in NEVE GESELLSCHAFT made it clear 

to the federal chancellor how the Social Democrats would view security policy 
at the Berlin party congress: “Ir establishing the equilibrium, armament con- 
trol and disarmament clearly enjoy political priority,”

DISSENSION ON SECURITY POLICY RISES IN RANKS OF COALITION PARTNERS

[Text] Bonn--If we continue to muddle through this way, evading decisions with 
half measures, Moscow will enjoy such a superiority in 10 years that it will

The person who said this very sadly in a private conversation is not by any 
means a member of the opposition; he is a Social Democratic Bundestag deputy. 


Is the split within the SPD in this vital question really as profound as 
this? Six weeks ago SPD Bundestag Deputy Conrad Ahlers prophesied that there 
would be a secret alliance between the CDU/CSU and the FDP in the coming 
Bundestag election campaign--namely, in defense policy. The spokesman of 

the SPD Bundestag deputies, Knut Terjung, thought that the worry about such 

a “secret alliance” was unfounded. 


This was yesterday. Today one is bound to wonder whether Ahlers was not right 
after all. In the meantime, Hans-Dietrich Genscher, opening the FDP election 
camapign, has stated in stark contrast with Wehner's and Brandt's theses, 

that “the Soviet Union should make a strenuous effort to switch from excessive 
armament to what is required for defense." 


What government member Genscher was unable to say in public meanwhile was an- 
nounced to the country and the world by his “echo” Juergen Moellemann, a 

member of the Bundestag Defense Committee, who said that in tls disarmament 
talks with Moscow the West could negotiate successfully only from a position 

of sufficient strength. There must not be a repetition of a debate such as 
occurred in the case of the neutron bomb, he said, “when notable SPD politicians 
picked up arguments originating in Moscow." 


But that was not all. Moellemann demanded that the FDP's coalition partner 
together with the FDP should rebuff Moscow's attempts to interfere in the 
internal affairs of the Federal Republic in the coming decision about the s 
stationing of new medium-range nuclear missiles in Europe. Disarmament 
negotiations conducted only in the hope that the Warsaw Pact will disarm ar 
well are Utopian, he said. 
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None of the leading FDP politicians has dissociated himself from Moellemann, 
despite the fact that his theses in essential points clearly contradict the 
guideline proposal of the SPD Federal Executive on security policy destined 
for the coming national congress of the SPD. Instead they agree with the view 
of the opposition, as developed in the past few days by party Chairman Kohl 

in the Bundestag and before his fraction. 


Will it come to a serious row within the coalition over this issue? While the 
opposition would certainly be pleased at such a dispute, it does not count on 
it. Willi Weiskirch, the chairman of the working group on defense of the 
CDU/CSU in the Bundestag, raised the following question, and at the same time 
answered it with no: “Are the Free Democrats really still in a position to 
follow up the statements of their representatives--if need be, also in opposi- 
tion to substantial parts of their coalition partner, the SPD--with the 
necessary actions?" 


1 pposition deputies who share this view do so on the basis of two things: 


l--In contrast with 1965, now, a year before the Bundestag elections, there 
is not the slightest doubt but that the FDP is utterly determined to continue 
its coalition with the SPD after the elections. 


2--The FDP's loud outcries in the security question are doubtlessly welcomed 

by Federal Chancellor Schmidt, for they provide him with an additional argument 
for the most difficult confrontation awaiting him at the SPD Congress in 
Decmeber, when the question about medium-range missiles and disarmament 
negotiations will be up for decision.

PULL SHOWS BARE MAJORITY FAVOR 1980 GOVERMENT CHANGE

[Text] A majority of federal citizens--51 percent--favor a change in goverm 
ment at ne::t fall's Dundestag elections, Forty-six percent belicve that the 
SPD/FDP coalition should continue after 1980, These data were ascertained 

by the Eumid Institute in the course of a poll. Three percent refused comment. 


The pollsters questioned 1,008 persons who are a representative cross section 
of the public. The results were used as the basis of the calculation, The 
institute phrased its question as follows: "A govermment coalition of SPD 
and FDP has ruled in Bonn for the past 10 years. Do you consider a change 
in government warranted after this term, or would you prefer the current 
coalition to continue carrying on the government after the 1980 Bundestag 
elections also?" 


According to the anid Institute even 15 percent of SPD followers and 

27 percent of FUP sympathizers consider justified a change in goverrment in 
1980, On the other hand 10 percent of CDU voters favor the status quo and 
wish to see the SPD/FDP continue to run the goverment. 


Ermid discoverec that federal citizens with secondary and higher education 
tend to favor a chance, and so do members of the public over 30, The sclf- 
employed, farmers, pensioners, white collar workers, civil servants and non 
mevibers of trade unions also advocate a change. 


Champions of a continuing SPD/FUP coalition goverment are to be found espe- 
cially among the age groups 14-29, also among blue collar workers and labor 
unionists. 


The Exmid Institute's report says that it is impossible from these data to 
arrive at a valid conclusion for the 1980 Bundestag elections. “It must be 
noted, though, that the proportion of advocates of a change in govermmont 
is so much greater than that of the champions of the status quo, that the 
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leaders of the coalition cammot be very pleased. It is similarly cncouraging 
for the opposition that there scem to be gemuine opportunitics for @ goverm 
ment change.

STRAUSS STILL SEARCHES FOR ISSUES TO EXCITE VOTERS

{Text} In Bonn, politics had left for the summer vacation 

with a thunderclap: The nomination of Franz Josef Strauss as the 

Union's candidate for chancellor. Now, two months later, politics is 
returning to the Bonn stage. The question is: Are there any altered, 
clarified political blocs? Are there new themes? Is the great alternative 
now coming into view, a year before the Bundestag elections? Has 
Strauss--who wants to assume the role in the FRG which Margaret Thatcher 
is playing in England--already set the signals? 


One of the few people who heard the wingbeat of history even in the 
recent uneventful weeks is Friedrich Zimmermann, Strauss's lieutenant 
in Bonn. He says that the nomination alone has changed the political 
landscape, with the coalition having erupted into hectic activity. 
One is almost tempted to say: That would be great. But the evidence 
speaks against this. 


Seldom has the Federal Government spent a more tranquil summer. And 
whether one wants to take this as a good or a bad omen now--in any 
case, the commotion about Franz Josef Strauss has not lasted. Aside 
from some Social Democrats, mostly from the second or third ranks, 
whose blood pressure was raised at the thought of Strauss even in 
the holiday period, this candidate for chancellor has not yet cast 

a spell over anyone. He disappeared in the dead of summer like all 
the rest of politics--something which does not spea!: against Strauss, 
and even less against his tactical shrewdness, but rather points to 
a relatively pronounced disposition among the citizens of our country 
to steer clear of political commotions. 


To be sure, if one listens to Strauss-interpreter Zimmermann, everything 
was quite different. The candidate for chancellor has already brought 
about something tremendous, in that he has compelled the Bonn coalition 
to change course--in favor of tax relief, for nuclear energy, for an 
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updating of our tactical atomic weapons, and against the speed limit. 
Supposedly, the Federal Government has everywhere come round to the 
Strauss line. What is surprising about this interpretation is not 

so much that it is a construction of the facts which is completely 

free of any petty criteria of truth. After all, to puff up Strauss 

is part of Zimmermann's trade. Rather, what is important is the fact 
that significant portions of the government's true policy--if one wants 
to so label that which the government regards as unavoidable, after 
considering all the wishes of important groups, being mindful of the 
coalition, and paying regard to economic-technical “material pressures”-- 
are not only declared by the CSU to be right in principle, but are 

even being represented as having been induced by Strauss. 





This is not exactly new; a method of the opposition honored by old 
tradition, even if seldom crowned with success, is to claim as its own 
what is agreeable, popular, and able to achieve majority approval in 
the administration's policy. But is this how the beginning looks of 

@ new chapter in German puotWar politics, which Strauss spoke about 
recently? 


Polemical Side Issues 


If one removes the polemical side issues, then in some cases strange 
common features become visible. Although in the message of greeting 

by Strauss to the CDU party congress of Westphalia-Lippe, which 
represented a sort of concentrated election-campaign message, it did 

say that leftist party ideologues were determining Bonn's energy policy, 
nevertheless his practical proposals--a frugal power supply, replacement 
of oil by nuclear energy, coal, and natural gas, development of 
substitute sources of energy--read almost like an abridged version 

of the administration's program. There is only one, not insignificant, 
difference: Strauss places the emphasis more clearly on nuclear energy. 
But even this difference loses some of its dramatic effect when one 
considers the behavior of Bavaria in the disputed question of radioactive- 
waste intermediate storage. The inclination to pass the buck seems 

to be no less developed in Bavaria than elsewhere. 


Inflated expectations and a subsidy mentality have been stirred up, 
proclaims Strauss. Something similar can also be heard from representatives 
of the coalition, only formulated somewhat differently, more like a 
defensive warning about keeping the fleecing of the government coffers 
within bounds. In practice it seems that all those who are loud and 
powerful enough are waited on in some measure, but many new welfare 
hardships are also eased. Just how slight the administration's margin 
for decision-making is in this area and how seldom social and not-so 
social assets are called into question become clear again and again 
each day. But so far, it has not been heard that Strauss has wanted 
to seriously challenge the claims of any group which is even so much 
as relatively important. 











One must not demand too much of the opposition here, above all if it 
does not want to make the situation much different, but only better. 
But whoever pretends to want to bring about the great turning point 
really must not fall so far short of Margaret Thatcher's readiness 
to take risks. 


With Strauss, the talk is about a policy of indebtedness of enormous 
dimensions. But at the same time, he most urgentiv demands tax cuts, 
and in fact without indicating where savings shouic thereupon be made 
in the budget. This also is not unusual for an opposition party, but 
it is somewhat less usual as the grounds for the great about-face. 
Strauss speaks about the dubiousness of the German Ostpolitik, but as 
soon as it is a question of something concrete, such as the conditions 
under which Strauss would be ready to meet with Honecker, the rejoinders 
of this candidate for chancellor can scarcely be distinguished from 
those of the chancellor. And also it is yet to be learned that during 
his Hungarian visit he called into question the political constraints 
of Budapest politics or stood up for more *uman rights. 


So far, the characteristic feature of the candidate for chancellor has 
been not so much that of offering a fundamental alternative, but 

rather a capability for chame|eon-like adaptation--at least in questions 
of practical policy. For exampie, Strauss's recommendation that 

in connection with tax cuts it would be better for the chanceltor to 
attend to the needs of the workers instead of having his head high 

in the clouds of economic theory, makes one almost believe that here 
speaks a fiery defender of the social-democratic consensus. 


Words Were Eaten? 


To be sure, apart from factual matters there is another Strauss, on 

the level of the conflict “of principles,” who as usual--and if anything, 
even somewhat more than formerly--is releasing his arsenal of polemic, 
speaking of deception, halfheartedness, illusion, and ideological 
narrowing of vision. In short: Of our march into socialism and 
collectivism, which must be stopped. 


This finding is scarcely surprising--for many reasons. Strauss is 

the same as he always was, only just a bit more cautious in his 
pronouncements. The formation of the Union election-campaign team 

may have been made somewhat more easy by that, although the speculations 
were always absurd that one or another CDU politician might walk out 

in protest. Somehow, every party must come to terms with its leading man 
in the election campaign. That Strauss had had to eat a lot of his words, 
as was surmised by the SPD, can scarcely be maintained, even though 

he no longer likes much to be reminded of his Sonthofen speech. It is 
more important that even Strauss cannot avoid the laws of the national 
party system, which hardly allows for dramatic altertatives, and in 

which programmatic clarity usually comes off second best against the 
necessity of offering something to as many people as possible. 
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Probably an even more decisive fact is that it is rather difficult to 
send the FRG into a political fever. Indeed, how should that happen 
with an administration which shows all the features of a conservative 
method of governing and whici: is at one with our citizens in their 
secret yearning to preserve the status quo and not enter into any risks? 
It is certainly true that one can argue with Biedenkopf (and with many 
leftist critics) that policy, above all domestic policy, is no longer 
being made in the FRG. But at least this is done in a polite and 
relatively pleasant manner. 


As the CSU does, one can say with some justice that the elusive 
candidate for chancellor Strauss, who has not let his principles 
prevent him so far from using a whale to catch a sprat, is embarrassing 
the coalition. Conversely, Strauss also embarrasses his followers when 
they are obliged to define what he really wants: A continuation of 

the status quo, the great turning point, or simply only power. 


Under these conditions, in practical politics the election campaign 
boils down to the fact that the governing parties are being reproached 
less for their actual policies than for their lack of consistency. 
This is a double-edged argument, because the counterposition--that 

the candidate for chancellor makes policy formation unnecessary in 

the opposition group--is certainly also not the ideal state for 
parliamentary democracy. It means further that the election campaign 
is very strongly personalized--something which the coalition does not 
need to be fearful of at the present time. 


In this respect the starting position of the coalition is not bad. 
However, the true inponderability of the election campaign lies in 
the fact that it cannot yet be accurately seen where and in what way 
practical questions are tied up with ideologies, with opinions. 

It will not be enough for the coalition to present itself as the more 
streamlined political formation. In some places at least it ought to 
be made clear what it stands for. And Strauss, if he wants to make 
good his claim of bringing about the great change, will have to provide 
at least the rudiments of a more detailed program platform. Aside 
from his historical obsessions, so far he has acted like a somewhat 
agitated Helmut Kohl.

SCHMIDT CHALLENGED ON RIGHT TO PICK PARTY LEADERS

[Text] There is growing resentment among the SPD at 

the attempts of Helmut Schmidt to pack the party leader- 
ship with men of his own. Schmidt favorite Hauff is to 
pay the price for this. 


The Social Democrats are still wondering how best to cope with the CDU/CSU 
candidate, Franz Josef Strauss. But already some leading comrades know 
exactly what will be the first thing that needs to be done after another 
election victory: a "Stop Schmidt" action is to be initiated then. 


Even now, a year before the Bundestag elections, an SPD leader is offering 
bets that Helmut Schmidt will not manage in 1981 to put over his candidate, 
Volker Hauff, as the successor of Egon Bahr in the post of SPD federal 
executive manager. 


It is not that this leading comrade has anything against the federal re- 
search minister; rather, Hauff is to be used as a scapegoat, because lead- 
ing Social Democrats in the party executive and the government are bothered 
by the brisk manner in which Schmidt of late has been promoting his faith- 
ful to important key positions. 


While Hans-Juergen Wischnewski, still holding the office of minister in 

the Office of the Chancellor, is very popular in the party, voices of dis- 
gruntled Social Democrats have made themselves heard on all wings of the 
party complaining that the chancellor, in secret talks with a few faithful, 
arranged a transfer of Wischnewski into the Boun paity headquarters and at 
the same time picked Swabian Deputy Gunter Huonker to succeed Wischnewski 
in the Office of the Chancellor. 


The supporters of Baden-Wuerttemberg Land Chairman Erhard Eppler, in turn 
-~the leader of the antinuclear forces in the party--charge that by com 
mitting himself to Wischnewski, Schmidt consciously created a climate in 
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which a candidacy of Eppler's against Wischnewski would have been bound 

to look like an action harmful to the party. And finally there are also 
SPD municipal and Land politicians who think that above all the differences 
between Koschnik and Schmidt are the reason why the respected Bremen mayor 
is giving up his office of deputy party chairman. 


Koschnik supporters charge that Schmidt picked Wischnewski only in order 
to keep the party leadership as free as possible of opposition from city 
halls and state offices and to equip the party headquarters with officials 
of his choice--with people who, if confronted with a "chancellor or party” 
decision, support the interests of Helmut Schmidt. 


The Schmidt critics realize, however, that at present--a year before the 
Bundestag elections--they have little chance of seriously finding fault 
with their matador. However, in the person of Schmidt's favorite Hauff, 
they want to establish in 1981, after the elections, their opposition 
against Schmidt's demand to govern without restriction over the party and 
in matters of personnel and policy in the future as well. 


Election tactics notwithstanding, some of the dissatisfied comrades, how- 
ever, do not want to keep quiet that long. 


When the SPD weekly VORWAERTS asked Hugo Brandt, expert on domestic polit- 
ical questions among the SPD in the Bundestag and also respected in the 
Of-ice of the Chancellor, to write an article on the subject “Ten Years 

of SPD-FDP Coalition,” he promptly came up with an assessment that was 

not favorable by any means. "The politics of the SPD-FDP coalition,” the 
Rhenish Hessian teacher held forth in VORWAERTS, “must again become what 
the confident hope of the majority of our people was that it should be-- 
politics of reforms in order to overcome resignation and monotony, politics 
of an intellectual overcoming of revolution and restoration." Because, 
Brandt goes on, “all the rest can also be done by others.” 


Franconian SPD Chairman Bruno Friedrich, who recently resigned his office 
of deputy leader of the SPD in the Bundestag and switched to the European 
Parliament, made things even clearer, condemning the “game with the names 
of possible candidates" in an article in the SPD journal NEVE GESELLSCHAFT 
(Herbert Wehner chief editor). The SPD, he said, must make up its mind 

as to whether it now wants to be no more than a “party coming up with 
seats" or still wants to be “the bearer of a political idea." 


Bruno Friedrich does not spell out any names in his reprimands, but his 
ideas about what a party manager should do apply to both the current 
federal executive manager, Egon Bahr, and to Hauff, elected by Schmidt as 
Bahr's successor. A party manager, he says, should "with greater decisive- 
ness turn directly toward the party organization, and this makes sense only 
if the federal executive manager predominantly is not a transition stage 

to other posts." Moreover, the office of chief of the SPD in Bonn need 
"not necessarily be tied to a seat in parliament," the Franconian writes. 
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Friedrich's conclusion: "The term ‘chancellor-election club‘ would meet 
with less of an echo if decisions were debated more and also justified 
more clearly.” 


Though still pretending at the last session of the SPD Presidium that such 
scoldings did not concern him, saying "One cannot figure out at al] what 
he means,” SPD Chairman Willy Brandt actually has already taken the conm- 
rades* disgruntlement to heart. 


No later than starting next spring--"whether or not this suits Schmidt,” 
according to an SPD leader--Brandt in the election campaign intends to 
cease talking only about the achievements of the Bonn government and to 
Start talking about some deficits in the SPD-FDP account of accomplish- 
ments. 


Thus the party head would like to tell the voters that in his view the oil 
shock marks not the beginning of a reparable “crisis” but the start of 

a complete worldwide “radical change," with previously unknown problems 
among the industrialized countries as well as conflicts with the develop- 
ing countries. 


Just as intensively he will then concern himself with the voters being 
courted by Eppler and generally ignored by Schmidt who, disappointed about 
a Social Democratic policy lacking a long-term perspective, have fled to 
the sidelines or to the Greens. 


Further, the sovereign rights about personnel matters in the SPD are to 
retrieved from the Office of the Chancellor to Erich-Ollenhauver-Haus. 
Recently Brandt asked Research Minister Hauff over to his party offices 
in order to talk with him about the question of who is to replace Bahr. 
Diplomatically, he told his guest that he definitely could imagine him 
as federal executive manager, but he said this was also true of others, 
such as Berlin Science Senator Peter Glotz. 


Brandt assessed the comrade who switched from Bonn to Berlin a coupie of 
years ago as follows: “He is one of those people in the SPD who also in 
difficult circumstances has managed partly to get the dialog with the 
critical young people going again and partly to keep it going. He is 
doing exemplary work."

STRAUSS TO ESTABLISH JOINT CDU-CSU CAMPAIGN UNIT

[Text] With loyally devoted aides and a special office 
in Bonn, Strauss is seeing to it that the leadership in 
the joint election campaign of the CDU and CSU does not 
slip out of his hands. 


The candidate made it clear who was in charge in the CDU/CSU. "We will 
have a joint organizational and election campaign headquarters," Franz 
Josef Strauss said. “It will be staffed by both sides, and I reserve the 
last word for myself." 


What the joint headquarters will look like and what kind of things it is 
to spread among the people in the Bundestag election campaign--these are 
questions that remain to be discussed by the CDU and CSU for some time. 
On the other hand, provision has already been made for Strauss to invari- 
ably have the last word: in a house especially rented until the election, 
in Fritz Schaeffer Strasse in Bonn, the CDU [sic] chief's personal elec- 
tion campaign staff will assume its task this month. 


The rapidity with which the new CSU branch is being established shows how 
little regard Strauss has for long-drawn-out personnel and program squab- 
bles with the sister party. He prefers to pull the strings himself--or 
has them pulled by loyally devoted followers such as his Secretary General 
Edmund Stoiber and his Bonn lieutenant, CSU Land organization head Fried- 
rich Zimmermann, both initiators of the Bonn staff office. 


Of the same cut as Stoiber and Zimmermann are the aides who in the next 
few months are to put the "CDU/CSU candidate for the office of the federal 
chancellor,” as Strauss prefers to call himself, in the proper light and 
protect him from anything untoward. They are CSU Bundestag Deputies 
Friedrich Voss and Hans ("Johnny") Klein, a couple of veteran Bonn profes- 
sionals and Strauss confidants, who have added a Christian Democratic fig 
leaf for themselves in the person of their CDU colleague Sprung ("I think 
his first name is Rudolf," Klein says). 














Why, of all people, Sprung, 54, has been accorded the honor of being 
allowed to help organize the Bavarian’s personal election campaign con- 
tinues to be a question being puzzled over in Bonn. So far the Lower 
Saxon has been known even among veteran CDU/CSU professionals (such as 
Bundestag party spokesman Eduard Ackermann) “only in his capacity of cur- 
rency and financial expert.” 


Lower Saxon CDU people suspect that in the Bundestag party vote on 2 July 
Sprimg voted for Strauss rather than for his minister-president, Ernst 
Albrecht, and is now getting his reward. 


In the Strauss staff, Sprung, according to Klein, is to place "special 
emphasis on cooperation with the CDU and, as a “genuine northern light,” 
help assess the "mood" in the anti-Strauss Laender. 


The main role, anyway, will be played by the two CSU men. Friedrich Voss, 
already a political adviser to Strauss when he was minister of finance, 
and then for 7 years personal adviser to Strauss when he was a politician 
of the opposition, on the basis of his intimate acquaintance with the 
Bavarian, is predestined for “tasks requiring a great deal of personal 
trust," Klein says. 


It was Voss who organized for his master the defensive battle in the Lock- 
heed affair about irregularities in the procurement of “Starfighters." 

And finally the Strauss confidant aroused attention last year when he 
tried in vain to show Chancellor Helmut Schmidt to be personally involved 
in the Lutze-Wiegel espionage case. 


Another man who knows all the tricks of the trade is Hans Klein, 48, who, 
as he says himself, enjoys a “very trustful relationship” with Strauss 

("If something bothers him, he may well phone me"). A professional jour- 
nalist, former diplomat and former press chief at the Munich Olympic 

Games, he will attend to public relations in the election campaign staff. 
The “organizational handling of the Bundestag election campaign,” says 
Klein, will of course remain the prerogative of the two party headquarters. 
But the CSU man hardly leaves any doubt as to who, besides the candidate 
for chancellor, will be the spokesman until the fall of 1980, saying that 
at press conferences "I will presumably sit next to Strauss.” 


The man with beard and bow tie, regarded as the most likely candidate for 
the post of spokesman of a Strauss government, describes his task as "ap- 
plying professional rules of the information business"--and this includes 
the realization “that even a journalist with both feet in the camp of the 
opposition can be very useful.” 


How great the need is for Strauss to have an office of his own in Bonn was 
shown at the CSU Congress last Friday [28 September]. At the opening, the 
leading people of the sister party were conspicuous by being absent in a 
body. Only people of yesterday and tomorrow--Hans Filbinger and the head 
of the Young Union, Matthias Wissmann--paid their respects to the candi- 
date for chancellor.

SCHOOL ORGANIZATION: BECOMES CAMPAIG! ISSUE

in the Bundestag Election Campaign” | 


{Text} At last Monday's meeting of the Federation-Laender camittee for edu- 
cational planning no agreement was achieved on the new comprehensive educa- 
tion plan which was to be eracted in December, The comprehensive school con- 
tinues to be the main point at issue. According to the Union-ruled Laender 
its introduction as the standard school in Hamburg has adversely affected the 
negotiations. This failure was underlined by the spectacular resignation of 
the Lower Saxon Minister of Education from the deputy chairmanship of the 
Yederation-Laender committee. It is feared in Bonn that the comprehensive 
school issue will become an item in the Bundestag election campaign. 


Postponed was the hearing, planned for late October, at which the various as- 
sociations were to submit their comments on the draft of the new plan, Ac- 
cording to the Unionm-ruled Laender the hearing is to take place only when 
material and financial planning has been adequately coordinated, and when the 
discussions of the conference of education ministers (KMK) on reciprocal ac- 
ceptance of graduates of comprehensive schools permit the expectation of 
tangible results, 


The SPD-FDP-ruled Laender and the Federal Govermment did not consider such a 
link necessary. Federal llinister for Education and Science Schmude, the 
current chairman of the Federation-Laender committee, said they had hoped to 
enact the comprehensive education plan before next year's election campaign, 
This had now become doubtful, After the July meeting of the committee he had 
expressed the hope that no war of religion would erupt with regard to the com 
prehensive school; he was no longer able to sustain that hope. North Rhine- 
Westphalian Minister of Education Girgensohn said with admittedly "low-key 
optimism" that, at thoir next meeting in mid-November, the education ministers 
might arrive at an agreement on the examination of comprehensive school per~ 
formance. So far, however, not even a proper assignment has been received 

by the eight-man conference committee which was to study this matter, 
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Ketumers resigned his office even before the start of the mecting. It is re- 
ported that he informed Minister Schramde of his decision by telephone early 
last Monday worning. Remmers did not cite any reason, but the consensus is 
that it had somethin; to co with the conflict about the comprehensive school. 
The ideas of tie Lower Sacon education ministcr had met with sharp criticisn 
from his party associates. It is reported that Remuers will be succeeded in 
office by Saden-Wuerttembere Education Hinister licrzog.

where it was “established in law." A large section of the Union favored this 
challenge.

STRAUSS CANDIWACY, GREEN SUCCESS POSE DILZMMA FOR "RADICAL SOCIALISTS’

[Text] The emergence of CSU chairman Strauss as chancellor candidate of the 
Union has done more than embarrass the left in the coalition parties. Even 
more affected is the extra-parliamentary lieft which finds itself in a cleft 
stick. For some time past and with redoubled strength now it has been con 
fronted with the question whether it should at last insist on backing its de- 
mands by putting forward candidates in the forthcoming Bundestag elections, 
or Whether it should hold off one last time, to see Whether the oft cited 
ee might yet arise, the “outline conditions” change, “circumstances” 
ter? 


The undogmatic socialist left is believed by SPD party headquarters to com 
mand “roughly 10 percent of the vote," provided it stops further fragmenta 
tion, This left visualizes great dangers in case it presents itself indeper- 
dently in 19680, The “new left" is realistic cnough to expect to faila@ the 
5 percent hurdle. As the votes cast for it would be missing from the SPD 
vote, the new left might acquire the sad reputation of having, in the final 
analysis, served as the stirrup holder for a Chancellor Strauss, 


That is just about the last thing it wants. Therefore, a year before the 
Burulesta;, elections, a clear tendency to the remumciation of political ambi- 
tions may be observed amone the "radical socialists” as they like to call 
themselves: In favor of the “lesser evil,” the wmloved SPD, and against the 
"“esroater evil,” Strauss and the Union parties which they consider perditicn 
incarnate, ‘lot that this accommodation is to be equated with political ab- 
stinence: The talk is of the early establishment of the broadgst possible 
"“anti-Streuss front” and, shortly before election day, a recommendation to 
all who consider themselves left once more to vote for the SPD. Often heard 
at the discussion organized at the Frankfurt Book Fair by the much respected 


theoretical magazine [RITIK was the word "dilemma," 








«ven after the Uremen Senate clections they co not belicve that the Greens 
success will last. In fact the Greens are deemed to be no wore thm a flasi: 
in the pan. Ossip i. Flechtheim, Berlin political science professor, said 

in Franicfurt that nobody could now “prevent” the Greens frow participating in 
clections, regardiess of any strategy. lhc questioned whether the Greens and 
the FOP might not unite as both are threatened with falling below the 5 ncr- 
cent uiniras: ax therefore in danger of involuntarily aiding the cocrgence of 
a Union govermment. It was a question rejected icss because it was fclt to 
be umrealistic than by reason of its political content. 


Trade wionist iioneta, formerly editor-in-chicf at the IG |industrial labor 
union) Metal, left no room for doubt: The one as well as the other, any bene- 
volent mention of the Greens or the FDP, was tantasount to "transgressing 
beyd the class barriers." It was true, he said, “that wo cannot yet offer 
ar socialist alternative." If, therefore, an endorsement was to be given, 
“we have no choice except to endorse tie SPD." Of course only after the party 
Which continue s to champion the “radical ban" and the “surveillance statc,” 
has met certain political conditions. In any case, at issue was not @ per=- 
centage calculation but primarily a “mobilization front against Strauss." 


Lilsar Altvater, another political science professor, thought the Bremen suc- 
cess of the Greens should not be overrated. The main result of these clec- 
tions had been the dewonstration that the workers (on whom a new socialist 
policy would have to depend) still do not see any need to desert the SPD. 
Altvater called Flechthein's speculations aritimetically possible but politi- 
cally umrcealistic, and endorsed lioneta's appraisal of the "class barricrs” 
Within which any movement is currently possible only in conjunction with the 
SPD. As mentioned elsewhere the SPD did not have any “sound sociopolitical 
aialysis,” but undisvutedly enjoyed the backing of the “masses.” At the pre- 
sent time there is little scope for a new parliamentary left. 


Though a new force is needed to effect “real change” in the Federal Republic, 
chairman of the Youn; Domocrats Straesser considers the coalition the “only 
alternative” for 1980, It is unfortunately necessary to kcep “the lesser 
evil in power in order to prevent the greater evil." Straesser recasionds 
that the left postpone their hopes until the 1954 election year, "In 4 years 
the situation will be quite different." iow it is necessary to combine all 
forces to prevent the worst; Unce the Union gets its hands on the woans “to 
Lit out, we on the left will have a surprise coming.” Nobody wants to sec 
the disruption of the desired “outline conditions." In agreement with forucer 
student leader Nabchl Straesser warned against confiniry the election ca» 
paign to only the person of Strauss. “The great danjer for the constitution- 
al state,"--and that tust be the topic in the couing months--"is not Strauss 
but the CDU/CSU sernerally. 


Rabehl calls Strauss an “opponent who must be taken very seriously. it is 
futile merely to draw analogies from 1933 and describe hin as a new iiitler. 
i. far more lilely political scenario is "a modern party” which might succeed 
i: uniting all right wing forces while even the loft wing of the SPD is 








fragecnted, Strauss’ calculations are bound to include SPD losses on the 
outside left. if one considers that in 1980 as in past elections the result 
will depend on fractions of percentage points, the conclusion is inevitable 
that the left outside the SPD and its environs will tip the scale. There- 
fore--and this closes the circle to Noneta--the quite coupelling situation 
arises: 1.o independent entry in 1980, Instead the coalition must be 
"squeezed" so that it iy revoke certain decisions; then, just before elcc- 
tion day the endorsement--vote for the SPD. 


Whaat effect may be expected from such an endorsement? At the Frankfurt Dook 
Yair people spoke of the “academic intclligentsia” represented. That was 
ea@mt as self-mockery, the left there would much have preferred a forceful 
voice from the rank and file, from the workers. Unfortunately not much has 
changed in this respect since 1968, The magazine kRITIX, organizer of the 
Frankfurt weeting and one of the centers of the socialist left, prints 

6,000 copies. Its influence on the more serious left, however, is reputed 
to be far greater than this figure suggests. We should not underrate the 
effect of a clear endorsement from the academic ivory towers on the univer- 
sities and also on that which is labeled the “intellectual scene."

CSU CONGRESS DEMONSTRATES LUYALTY TO STRAUSS

[Text] The CSU introduced itself as the party of almost 
unlimited success, but its chief is as yet only the 
candidate, not the chancellor. 


The chroniclers had an easy time collecting superlatives. Never before did a 
Christian Social pageant have so many reporters in attendance, never before 
did so many senior members of the CDU pay homage to the small Bavarian sister; 
never has there been an internal party election where Franz Josef Straus: ww 
closely approached the popular democracies plan figures (97.8 percent), never 
@ party congress with so many delegates. An organizer from party headquarters 
beasted that a federation-wide CSU would have to meet in the open air due to 
tue lack of a sufficiently large conference hell. 


The impression of a trend to superlatives is not confined to externals. The 
1979 CSU is the party of almost unlimited success. In the record of achieve- 
ment items tend to shrink to incidentals, which by themselves were enough to 
make the competition despair. Nearly forgotten are the illustrious passages 
at arms of the past year, when the pitiable Bavarian Social Democrats were 
first expelled from all city halls and subsequently, in the provincial assem 
bly elections, once more reduced to pigmy status. All important nowadays 
for the ambitious CSU is the final breakthrough at federal level, manifested 
in Richard Stuecklen's election as Bundestag president and even more in 
Strauss’ arrival at the No 1 job in the Union. 


Still, the party leadership displayed modesty in triumph. It is quite fami- 
liar with the special experience of an Alpine people and knows that the in- 

toxication induced by the summit has spoiled the descent of many a climber. 

The guests who had arrived frow nearly all CDU Land federations were there- 

fore spared any CSU gloating. The Bavarians were satisfied with the homage 

rendered. Of course nobody was able to plumb the reservations about Strauss 
still smoldering in this or that Christian Democrat heart. But even the 





most suspicious observer failed to notice any visible signs of reserve, let 
alone resistance. 


Nevertheless the party congress was not free of embarrassments; that was not 
Strauss’ fault but due entirely to the inability of his obsequious entourage 
at least to preserve the decencies in their presentation of the superpheno- 
menon: The chairman. Even the decor tended to the byzantine. Strauss, life- 
size and on dozens of black-and-white posters in intimate talks with world 
leaders ranging from Mao to Mrs Thatcher; Strauss on records and decals, on 
the title page of a picture book (obtainable also in a luxury edition with 
gilt edging). The introduction: “As abruptly as did the Bavarians in 6th Cen- 
tury Germany history, Franz Josef Strauss entered German politics in 1945." 


0 more than propaganda? Listening to the solemn introduction of the Strauss 
speech by provincial assembly chairman Franz Heubl ("Speak to the party corm 
gress, Franz Josef; give us hope, give us expectations, give us a future"), 
it was easy to forget that even Bavaria has had a republican form of govern- 
ment for some years pas! 


It is something of a miracle that Franz Josef Strauss has not yet lifted off 
into space. In Munich the party chief appeared more sober and, most of all, 
more collected than people had expected after the strain of recent months. 

At the traditional beer bash, in consideration of the exceptionally large at- 
tendance held this time in the Salvator Cellar instead of tle Hofbraeuhaus, 
he gave a tumorous impromptu speech which was so outstanding that it included 
a candy even for SPIEGEL editor-in-chief Erich Boehme who strained every ef- 
fort to gain attention. Strauss, the superior~ironic entertainer. 


Un a later occasion the actual celebration speech. Strauss addresses at 
party congresses have always amounted to sermons ard are respected as such 
in their length. A motion at the party congress, for example, called quite 
officially for "the omission of lengthy speeches," with the exception of the 
speech by Franz Josef Strauss, This time Strauss spoke for nearly 3 hours, 
more calmly than on former occasions and hardly looking up from his notes. 
The speech did not disappoint anyone but failed to rouse much enthusiasm, It 
represented a sparkling polemic, unequalled by anybody for a long time past, 
dealing scathingly with the opponents and disclosing a plank which cannot 
possibly be considered threatening. On the other hand we vainly looked for 
inspiration, and his attempts at interpreting the program of conservative 
liberalism remained fragmentary. Slogans such as the one that the Federal 
Republic must once more become the “country of merry youth" sound rather syn- 
thetic when spoken by him. Nor is the new battlecry "freedom or collectivism" 
very persuasive. 


Should Strauss after all be more of a god of thunder, the opposition's hammer 
thrower? Rather than an inspiring leader? If such doubts exist, they were 
not spoken aloid at the party congress. The party was happy with its suc- 
cesses and, with the combativeness which is such a CSU feature, armed itself 
for new assignments. "With all our strength for Germany." Especially the 
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young guard is distinguished by complete certainty of victory. An old timer 
whispers: “In Bavaria they've always had nothing but absolute majorities and 
simply cannot imagine that the outcome might be quite different in a Bundes- 
tag election.” 


But the doubters are in the minority. Altogether lacking is that self-criti- 
cism which might cushion future disappointments, and so is the readiness to 
provide an image for the CSU beyond Strauss. The party presidium needed less 
than 1 hour to deal with 83 motions from the floor. A debate worth that name 
occurred only when the topic was the increase in membership contributions. 
The minimum contribution will be rising from DMG to DN4, but headquarters 
will not be allowed to keep more than half the additional revemuie. Resist- 
ance arises even in the CSU when cash is involved. 


One looks in vain for potential new leaders. New general secretary Edmund 
Stoiber, self-confident and full of ideas, does not have am easy start in of- 
fice. The deputies to the party chief (Franz Heubl, Werner Dollinger, 
Mathilde Berghofer-Weichner) do not even allow a trace of crown prince sus- 
picion to arise. Only new vice chairman Friedrich Zimmermann, Strauss’ man 
in Bonn, has a well defined personality, although the voting showed that it 
does not do too much for hin. 


What will happen ater Franz Josef Strauss? The question is getting more ur- 
gent to the extent that the 170,000 member party needlessly puts an ever 
widening distance between itself and the chairman, more urgent also with the 
far reaching @ibition of the party chief. Stoiber's words: “Our program is 
called Strauss” was never so true as at this party congress. Other than in- 
dended, it definitely reflects a minus.

STRAUSS FINDS CSU BOTH SUPPORT BASE AND PROBLEM

[Text] CSU Congress in Munich: A Bavarian camp service »efore the battle for 
Germany: 1,060 delegates demonstrate strength through solidarity. No bronx 
cheer, no rotten egg, no commmist interrupted the spiritual rearmament. The 
perty congress liturgy prescribed applause and affirmations of loyalty: Even 
a former Strauss victim, provincial assembly president Franz Heubl, was cap- 
able of maudlin devotion, crying out like a drowning man: “Speak up now, 
Franz Josef! Give us hope and expectation and opportunity and future!" And 
98 percent of the votes were cast for party chairman and chancellor candidate 
Franz Josef Strauss. 


The Alp King will never again have it so good. At the delegate evening in 

the Salvator Cellar the honoree denied in his beery speech that he intended 
to have himself proclaimed Franz Josef 1 of Bavaria. Who would doubt him? 

After all, he is currently fighting for Germany. 


CSU politicians are old hands at propagandist mirages and magic. The leader- 
ship persona of Franz Josef Strauss, the stridency of his rhetoric, the ef- 
ficiency of the CSU organization and a party discipline which cames closer 
to the democratic centralism of the Chinese Commmists than to the pluralist 
leadership concept of the CDU fraternal party--all these features make it 
difficult for those who consider Strauss their nightmare to think that ap- 
pearances wight be deceptive. Yet, was the confident expectation of victory 
really all that overwhelming? Have not the party members long been secretly 
besct by dowsts about Strauss’ national ambitions? In the course of his 
24-hour long speech Strauss announced: "I am driven by Germany and its inter- 
nal and external freedom.” Are his followers driven by the same aspiration? 
Is the CSU really the appropriate instrument for precipitating Strauss “be- 
yond Bavaria" to Bonn, to the Schaumburg Palace, or is it his ballast? 
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Invocation of the “Uxen Sepp" 


As repeatedly at public appearances in the past 2 weeks, the CSU chief fondly 
recalled at the party congress the recently deceased “Uxen Sepp,” his politi- 
cal mentor and co-founder of the CSU, Dr Josef Mucller. That represented 
rather more than conventional lip service to a dead politician, it was preg- 
nant with internal sywbolism: Just as Strauss is doing now, Josef Mueller 
tried 30 years ago to direct CSU attention to the larger political implica 
tions. The “Oxen Sepp” was less blinkered in the confines of Bavarian pro- 
vincialism than other CSU politicians; his plans also reached “behond Bavaria." 
In the CSU he fought for a “policy of opening toward Germany,” preached a 
“Christian offensive” from his Bavarian base and hoped that the CSU would, in 
so doing, develop “dynamism similar to that of commmisz.” 


His opponents were those old time Bavarian-nationalist-reactionary CSU poli- 
ticians wise concept for 1100 years old Bavaria had narrowed to a “Christian 
enclage" in Europe, the “stronghold Bavaria." in his “Geschichte der CSU 
(iiistory of the CSU| political scientist Alf Mintzel impressively recalls the 
“dramatic wavering between missionary zeal and mere defensive stance." In a 
rather more secular form these clements in CSU politics are still noticeable 
now, 


At the tiwe the "Oxen Sepp" was defeated in the frenzied fratricidal battle. 
So far it is not certain where Franz Josef Strauss’ political claim is going 
to lead him, Even as chancellor candidate he cannot be considered apart from 
the structures and traditions of the CSU. He also has already been made to 
feel the Bavarian limits of his political elbow room, An instructive example 
was the debate--anazingly lively and frank within the CSU context--which 
erupted at the party congress with regard to the increase in party membership 
contributions requested by general secretary Edmund Stoiber. 


Clash About Contributions 


lionths before the party congress Stoiber had traveled around the wards and 
districts in Bavaria, fighting--in view of the “inminent hard campaigns"-- 
for a minimum membership contribution of UM5 in place of the former DM3. lie 
feels oppressed by the UI2.5 million debts burdening the party treasury as 
well as by the rising cost of election campaigns and publicity. Stoiber in- 
tended also to use the DII5 to pay full-time local organizers who would have 
been far more dependent on CSU he@dquarters in itunich than the part-timers 
who have so far done all the donkey work for sheer love of the party but, in 
Stoiber's view, lack professionalism. His appeals failed. 


The base, according to its prophet Uskar Hatz, editor~in chief of the PASSAUEK 
}.2UL PRESSL, who tells his readers very Saturday on an entire newspaper page 
what he observed “behind the scenes," did not consider it a “particularly 
creative idea" for only the “rank and file party members rigorously to be 
made to pay." The excitement was so enormous that the district bosses agreed 


already before the party congress to ask for DM4 rather than DM5, Stoiber 
had to yield to this decision, 








Nevertheless the dispute continued at the party congress. Une local chairman 
after the other went to the microphone and confessed that his members had “re- 
fused permission” for him to vote for the in crease. As one put it, “it is 
not to easy to earn UMl in easterm Bavaria.” Another one said: "We are the 
party of the little people and the unpaid part-time party worker. It seems 
to us suspect for headquarters to talk of ‘management.’ Our people say: We 
want to continue as we were.” The rank and file offered total mistrust not 
only to the financial claims of headquarters; the same fate befell Stoiber's 
attempt to get the party solidly in hand at the lowest level--as he had suc- 
ceeded in doing at leadership level. The contradiction between avowed popu- 
lism and technocratic rule by the party apparatus was too obvious. 


"Will all our strength for Germany"--the motto of the party congress--is the 
battlecry of only a few people in the CSU. In the van, the frontline (that 
means, in addition to Edmimd Stoiber who tests the minefield, Friedrich Zim 
mernann, CSU Land group chief in the Bundestag) is represented by the two 
key personalities in the poker game around Strauss’ chancellor candidacy. 


The rank and file also objected to Zimmermann's election as fourth deputy 
party chairman--requested by Strauss to ease the burden and broaden his base 
in Bonn. The mingling of charter amendment and personnel politics was cor 
sidered “improper.” All of a sudden the Zimmermann perjury affair was re- 
called--as if a scandal more or less had ever bothered the CSU, In fact it 
is Zimmermann's intellectual acuity and tactical skills which do not endear 
him to the Bavarian CSU cliques. lie was elected anyway, but got 303 votes 
less than Strauss--an ignomwinious result in CSU terms. 


"It would be good for him and the party," editor-in-chief Oskar Hartz had 
earlier pontificated, "if he were to fail. It is not good to elevate the 
principle that one hand washes the other to an unwritten law in the backi««.1s5 
of any party, and such occurrences damage the CSU and its democratic reputa- 
tion.” At the party congress such unilateral verdicts coalesced into a "sub- 
stantial minority.” This surely does not demonstrate that the party has 
completely adopted the "historic claim" of its chairman and supports him un- 
reservedly. Indeed it tends to indicate that the party is not willing to 
gasble its identity. 


The Party of the Lower Middle Class 


The CSU has 168,000 members, 12.6 percent are women, 87 percent Catholics, 

It is the party of the little people. A llunich industrial manager says: 

"CSU politicians are not welcome in Munich high society. When they come they 
are not actually refused admission, but they are not invited either." The 
party is overwhelmingly representative of the lower middle classes character- 
istic for Davaria;: Farmers, shopkeepers, craftsmen and small businessmen, It 
is one of Franz Josef Strauss’ merits that the party succeeded in breaking 
through to the working class also in the early 1970's, 
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Aptitude for assimilation is one of the secrcts of CuU success. After the 
war bavaria rapidly changed from a farming to an industrial country (the 
Land now boasts the highest industrial growth rate). The CSU succeeded in 
saving from social and economic ruin the “little people"--farmers who lost 
their famas, craftsmen whose workshops turned unprofitable. "The CSU's 
economic structural policy continues to be directed to the preservation of 
the Bavarian widdle class (Alf Mintzel). As a result the old social envin © 
ment also was preserved longer. Bavaria never experienced the miseries of 
the early stage of industrialization. The CSU in its capacity of “factor of 
order” cushioned anc coordinated the jump froaa the 19th to the 2lst Century. 


At the same time the CSU people are quite aware that the success of their 
party is due not only to the leadership of Franz Josef Strauss and their ow 
Ciligence. In 1100 year old Davaria they were able to build on a‘Wwide and 
solid tradition,” amd the prevailing social, economic and religious factors 
favored the CSL. 


The large wajority of party wembers ge therefore quite content to keep a grip 
on Bavaria, They are introverts, firmly tied to their province; the rest of 
the world is of little interest to them. The “Bavarian world theater," con- 
trolled in all important aspects by the CSU, is quite enough for them, Fed- 
erations, associations, social groups and especially the bureaucracy are so 
intimately interwined with the CSU that the trade union entanglements on the 
Rkuhr seem positively harmless by comparison. Sixty-three of the total of 

71 district presidents are close to the CSU or in fact members (the remainder 
apparently belong to the SPD). Moreover the party is controlled directly by 
the Land chancellery. As long as Bavaria exerts greater influence on fedcral 
affairs than is warranted by the Bundestag seats it controls, everybody is 
satisfied, 


As far as they are concerned Franz Josef Strauss can indulge in “national po- 
litics" as much as he likes--as long as he does not thereby endanger their 
personal fiefs. in 1976 the “ireuthen resolution"--denunciation of the par- 
liamentary communion with the CbU--demonstrated for the first time that the 
CSU will not penmait itself to be ruled from above. Mayors, regional, district 
and municipal councilors, a total of about 10,000 CSU office holders, saw 
their jobs threatened in case the CDU were to invade Bavaria as the fourth 
party. Despite their obsession with Strauss they unanimously revolted. At 
the time they threatened: "The brothers will be called to account." The men 
bers of the CSU Land group, who had started the whole business, had to make 
strenvous efforts to dampen down the fires they had so frivolously caused to 
flare up. 


Of course this has littie to do with democratic opinion shaping from below; 
rather does it respond to the conviction that parties are also composed of 
"just human beings" and that "God's wild kingdom" is large indeed, That ac- 
cords with the decidedly emotional and strictly individualist bent of the 
Bavarians. They prefer to do their politicking amid bellows of laughter and 
to the accompaniment of white wine, not beer. In between they chew on a 
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piece of bread so that the wine should not affect them unduly, and their [fists 
belabor the table. They quarrel to the point of insults, but this does not 
wean that they will stay enemics. The whole atmosphere is redolent of a 
circus, but 80 percent of Bavaria's population are quite happy with it. "The 
CSU," Richard Stuecklen used to say, “is quite a monstrosity.” 


“The Bavarians like to be governed quietly," once said iiclmut Schmidt. When- 
ever he does not devote himself to German, European or world politics but 
directs regional Bavarian affairs, Franz Josef Strauss too cleaves to that 
rule. His style is described best in Maoist temas as leadership “from the 
people, back to the people." At home he knows very well that he cam only go 
as far as the majority will support him. He considers himself the best 
ombudsuan of his party. "The rank and file can get to him with any triflc,” 
goes the popular opinion. “Unlike President Carter he does not need to in- 
vade an innocent family when he wants to know what is happening in the coun- 


try.” 


Strauss was the first to hear the rank and file murmurs at the time of the 
JSavarian municipal and district reforms. Although steadily pleading for the 
“preservation of vital contexts” he failed for quite a long time to prevail 
over the bureaucracy which had designed its regional reforms within compare 
tively reasonable bounds. Nor did the party executive listen to him, Only 
very slowly did the CSU politicians realize that full-time mayors--one conse- 
quence of the reform-tend to blur the identification between commamity and 
party. lothing prevents the full-time mayors no longer exercises an out- 
side profession from occasionally flirting with the SPD, 


"Close the Bulkheads!" 


Similarly the rural districts before the regional reform were smail enough 
for the district chairman to be able personally to devote himself to any com 
munity which was wavering in its political allegiance. Nowadays a rural 
district is so large that the administrative head is forced to stay in his 
office and administer. True, he has more powers than before, but many in- 
structions considered umpleasant locally bear his signature. That again docs 
not necessarily promot harmony between the party and the governmont, at least 
at the base level. 


When Strauss finally managed to persuade the party executive, the regional 
reforms were once more revised in order to remove "foci of dissatisfaction." 
Two hundred of 1,287 communities which hac’ been combined in administrative 
units had their full independence restore, However, the valve opened by 
Strauss set free some dangerous forces: An orgy of wire pulling began among 
the communities and their CSU officials who had not profited from this ad 
justment.

It is therefore 
quite useless to enter into long arguments how to appraise the physician's 
remarks. in our party everyone is aware of the responsibility he incurs if 
he comments CSU policy in public. The homogeneity of the party should not be 
achieved in the market place.” Richard Stuecklen expresses the same thing as 
follows: “The internal discussion in the CSU is certainly neither less nor 
weaker than in other perties; in fact it is active, even aggressive. But 
whenever there is a discussion, the CSU closes the bulkheads. It does not go 
to maricet until the eps has duly been hatched," 


Such worcs are usually directed also at the CDU which, in the opinion of the 
CSU, tends far too much to hesitate and flounder in public, indulges in too 
many “ifs and buts," and fails resolutely and unitedly to champion to the 
outside its policy once adopted, That is the difference between CSU and CDU: 
Among the Christian Socialists people rise by cleaving to the party line, 
among the Christian Democrats by bucking it. While in Bavaria the interests 
of the individual coincide with the interests of the party, each member of 
the CDU presidium must jockey for position.

CSSR ECONOMIC RELATIONS-~Hamburg--According to First Deputy Minister of For- 
eign Trade Frantisek Mares, Czechoslovakia is greatly interested in lasting 
economic relations with the Federal Republic. At the opening of the Czech- 
oslovak economic and cultural days in Hamburg which last until the weekend, 
Mares said today that this applies tc cooperation on their markets and the 
use cf licenses. According to the CSSR, there are more than 20 cooperation 
agreements with Federal German firms, mainly in the field of machine con- 
struction. Hamburg's economic Senator Juergen Steinert points out that the 
CSSR is the port's most important transit customer.

EXPANSION OF NUCLEAR ENERCY--Both the SPD and the CDU/CSU today came out in 
favor of the further expansion of nuclear energy. At a meeting in Bonn,

The motion advocates a limited 
construction of new nuclear reactors. In the opinion of executive member 
Horst Ehmke, who is the commission's chairman, there will be a majority in 
favor at the party conference.

POLL ON BORDERS-~Most Germans have about the same attitude toward reuniti- 
cation as they have toward a life after death: they hope for it but do 

not believe in it. On behalf of the ZDF [Second German Television Program] 
broadcast “Germany--What Is It?" on 3 October, the Mannheim “Election Re- 
search Group” in mid-September asked people what their views were about 

the fact that Germany was divided, and 79 percent of those polled were in 
favor of “a reunification of the two German states,” while 4 percent were 
against it. On the other hand, 16 percent of the representative cross sec- 
tion said: “I don't cere.” Most persons said “no” when asked whether 

they thought there would be "a merger of the two German states in a single 
state within the next 30 years,” 51 percent thought there was “little like- 
lihood” of it, and 27 percent went so far as to consider it “impossible.” 
Only a minority takes a more optimistic view, with 18 percent answering 
“perhaps” and 4 percent saying “certainly.” So, as far as most FRG citi- 
zens are concerned, Germany ends at the Elbe. To the hypothetical ques- 
tion as to what a unified Germany should look like, a two-thirds majority 
(63 percent) replied: “By all means like the FRG today" and “Western” 
oriented. One in three (34 percent) advocated a different Germany--"a 
mixture of both German states” and “neutral.” Such a neutral country is 
regarded as desirable by 21 percent of CDU/CSU voters and as many as 41 
percent of SPD voters. To most Germans, the GDR is less familiar than 
Austria. Since the Berlin wall was built, 26 percent of FRG citizens 

have visited East Germany, whereas--according to another poll--73 percent 
have visited Austria.

COMMENTARY ON LIBYAN RELATIONS, COOPERATION 
Paris LE MONDE in French 29 Sep 79 p 1 
/Article: “Threats to Franco-Libyan Relations/ 


/Text] In seeking “asylum” in the Libyan Embassy in Paris and by asking 
"»rotection” of Tripoli, Mr Patasse has just created a degree of tension 
between the two capitals which the French authorities had willingly done 
without. Despite a fair number of tumultuous initiatives from Tripoli and 
occasionally vehement condemnations of “imperialism” -- recently accused 

of intending by its military intervention in the Central African Republic 

“to impede the program of Islam--Franco-Libyan relations have been character- 
ized recently by an apparent cordiality and close cooperation in a number of 
different fields. 


As a matter of fact, Franco-Libyan cooperation dates from the first years 

of the new regime. Colonel Qadhdhafi had always praised General de Gaulle's 
Arab policy and his attitude towards Israel. Following the 1973 war Tripoli 
had gone so far as to organize seminars on Gaullism, often drawing represent- 
atives of the leftist movements. 


The widely touted independence of France from United States influence, par- 
ticularly in the matter of defense, was similarly highly appreciated in 
Tripoli, where French industry was called upon to take the place of Great 
Britain in equipping the army, and especially the air force. Mirage fighters 
and helicopters had been supplied. Military cooperation between the two coun- 
tries is currently proceeding in the matter of maintenance of materiel, even 
though since the 1972 break between Libya and Egypt and the 1976 border war, 
the USSR has raised itself to number one position as sunolier for Tripoli. 


In the economic sector French sales to Libya showed a substantial increase 
over the last sears, particularly in automobiles, for which market France 
had carved itself a considerable slice. This increase was all the more 
remarkable given the fact that France buys what Tripoli considers an un- 
warrantably swali proportion of Libyan ofl production, 3,600,000 tons in 
1978, or 3 percent of our total imports. 


In any event Tripoli's African ambitions have asserted themselves unremitting- 
ly, and have at the same time clashed with those of Paris. Colonel Gadhdhafi 
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with his keen interest in the dark continent, began in 1970 a massive opera- 
tion aimed at smashing the bonds a number of African states had established 
with Israel in the realm of diplomacy, and in civil and military cooperation. 
Thanks to its subst ntial financial resources, Libya achieved some spectacular 
successes, especi® in Uganda. Unfortunately these approaches contacts were 
to inspire Colone: ..idhdhafi to come flying to the rescue of Marshal Idi Amin 
Dada in the conflict -- which in the event proved fatal to him -- with 
Tanzecui3, 


More dangerous still to Franco-Libyan relations was Libya's intervention in 
the domestic conflicts that tore Chad to pieces. While serving as a sanctuary 
for the leaders of FROLINAT, Libya did not hesitate to have its troops occupy 
the Aozou Strip in Chadian territory. This attempt at annexation was to pro- 
voke the break between Tripoli and the present head of the Ndjamena regime, 

Mr Goukouni Oueddei as Libya did not manage to play the role of mediator bet- 
ween the factions at odds. Could it be the failure of this policy that drove 
Colonel Qadhdhafi to seek “military facilities" in the Central African Re- 
public and caused him to take a toplofty tone via-a-vis France, incidentally 
without his having so far provoked any reactions in Paris?

"LE MONDE’ PONDERS ‘ENIGMAS' STEMMING FROM HUA VISIT

[Text] No communique is planned to conclude Hua Guofeng's visit to France, 
the political part of which ended Thursday, 16 October. 


This omission is contrary to French custom but not to Chinese custom, al- 
though this is a recent Chinese custom, Although G. Pompidou's visit to 
Beijing was followed by the usual communique, the same was not true of 

Deng Xiaoping's visits to Japan and the United States or of Hua Guofeng's 
visits to Romania and Yugoslavia, In any case the absence of written docu- 
ments is the result of a wish expressed by the Chinese prime minister before 
his departure for Europe. Perhaps Beijing diplomacy wants to mark its 
distance from the Kremlin--very partial to these indigestible dishes--in 
this sphere too. 


It is more probably that the leaders of China, which has a unique position 
in the world, prefer not to specify its peculiarities in black and white. 
In any case that caution has relieved French diplomats of some worry. 
Exercises in style are always laborious, especially when the conversations 
make it difficult to clarify all the enigmas. 


Let us pass over the expressions of goodwill on the strengthening of Franco- 
Chinese cooperation, The important thing, especially in the economic field, 
is to put words into action. Hua Guofeng's economic program in the FRG is 
fuller than his French program. However, cooperation agreements between 
France and China have been concluded before and during the visit. The only 
thing which counts is the desire to apply them, 


Two political subjects dominated the talks. First, relations between the 
world's superpowers and more particularly the balance of strength and weak- 
ness existing among China, the USSR and West Europe. At first sight the 
official speeches resembled a dialog of the deaf, the president of the 
republic praising detente and the Chinese prime minister storming against 
"hegemonism,"' Although Chinese Foreign Minister Huang Hua relapsed into 




















the usual Chinese stance during his press conference Paris still sems in- 
tent on believing that China and the USSR will make real efforts to normal- 
ize their interstate relations insofar as the ideological battle does not 
seem about to abate. Experts think it is significant that Hua Guofeng did 
not attack the USSR by name in his speech, leaving that to his minister in 
a conversation with journalists. 


The second subject is the situation in Indochina. The Chinese argument is 
simple. Vietnam has seized the whole of Indochina by force; its ambition 
serves Soviet world strategy; peace cannot be restored until Vietnamese 
forces have been chased out of Laos and Cambodia. That analysis is not 
contradicted in Paris but all its implications are not accepted. The 
Cambodian people's suffering is the main French concern, as the Elysee 
spokesman recalled Thursday. That priority presupposes (although that is 
not expressly stated) taking account of the de facto situation which exists 
in Phnom Penh and trying to find a political solution--a solution which is 
neither Pol Pot nor a puppet government. In such circumstances would it 

be wise to ignore Prince Sihanouk, however weak his hand is? That question 
is being asked more often that it is being answered in Paris. However, 

the fact that the Chinese are apparently prepared to allow the former 
Cambodian head of state freedom of movement is appreciated.

MAIRE SAYS CFDT READY TO MEET WITH PCF

/Text/ "A meeting with the Communist Party can be useful. It is better to 
speak than to ignore each other." So said Mr Edmond Maire, general secretary 
of the French Confederation of Workers /CFDT/ on Monday 17 September, in 
response to a proposal for a meeting alluded to by Mr Marchais before the 
Central Committee of the CP on 13 September. 


Mr Marchais’ statements expressing sharp cirticism of the CFDT are less 
aggressive than it would seem, Mr Maire contended. They reveal, he said, 
“more concern than causticity with regard to the CFDT," and they include 
some positive elements, to the extent that there is, notably, no longer any 
question of identifying the CFDT with the governmental and managerial 
establishments. 


Another positive element cited by Mr Marie: Messers Marchais and Herzog 
henceforth consent to "criticize the manner in which the common program has 
been interpreted and revised." "Those men are shifting their focus," 

Mr Marie added. But the CFDT leader then drew attention to the persistent 
contradictions of the CP. "It claims to relinquish the preliminary conditions 
of an electoral victory to transform society, but in fact the unrealistic 
objectives" of that party "necessitate an electoral solution . It speaks 
of cooperative management, but it maintains the conception of a party with 

a politburo which calls itself the vanguard. So many contradictions between 
the speeches and reality."

FOUNDERS OF ‘NEW RIGHT' DEFEND MOVEMENT, RESPOND TO CRITICS 
Commentary on Press Conference 

Paris LE MONDE in French 20 Sep 79 p ll

[Text] With due respect to some of its patrons who, like Louis Pauwels, 
editor of FIGARO-MAGAZINE, recently took the press to task for keeping 

up an “aestival logorrhea" for mercenary-political reasons (LE MONDE, 

15 August): the new right exists and wants to say so publicly. It even 
celebrated its "return" on Tuesday, 18 September, in Paris; and to meet 
with it French and foreign journalists had come in large numbers to attend 
the press conference held at the George V Hotel by its principal leaders: 
Alain de Benoist, editor of the magazine, NOUVELLE ECOLE, columnist for 
FIGARO-MAGAZINE; and Pierre Vial, secretary general of the European 
Civilization Research and Study Group (GRECE), in the company of whom were 
Michel Marmin, editor of the magazine, ELEMENTS, the organ of GRECE, and 
an ordinary "sympathizer," Claude Chollet, doctor of political science. 


Not only does the new right exist, but it intends to profit from the polemice 
which its existence are arousing--and which have already been worth 

more than 200 additional subscriptions to the magazine, ELEMENTS--to broaden 
its audience and extend its influence. Thus on 24 September the GRECE will 
launch an “information campaign" covering its theses, before organizing 

a symposium on Sunday, 9 December, in the conference room of Porte Maillot 
which will have the following theme: "Against all totalitarianisms." 
Moreover, its magazine, which up to now was distributed almost exclusively 

by subscription, will from now on be on sale at newstands. 


Considering themselves to be the victims of a "press campaign" consisting 
of “bad faith indictments" and "trial by innuendo," the leaders of this 
current of thought took nearly 2 hours to convince the representatives of 
the press that their initiative is exclusively intellectual and to assure 
them of their political virginity. 


Of course, we find members of the GRECE in the ministerial cabinets and the 
political staffs of the majority. Of course, it is a question of "building 
a body of doctrine which without exception covers all sectors of the science

and life of the mind." Of course, it is only a que ition of taking "cultural 
power which has been too monopolized by ideologies said to be of the left." 
Of course, the anti-egalitarian, elitist and scientific themes may engender 
"detestable deviations" if one is not careful: "It is certain that every 
ideology can become mad (...) however, the bad usage one makes of a thing 
does not mean that the thing itself is bad." 


However, how does one dare to discern a political undertaking in all of 

that or from therein to flush out germs which are dangerous to democracy? 

The fact that Jean d'Ormesson deemed it useful in his editorial of 11 September 
to once again reassure the readers of FIGARO on this point by emphasizing 

that there was not "a kind of ideological OPA [public offer to purchase]" 

in their newspaper (LE MONDE, 12 September), in all events bears witness 

to the fact that the ambiguous initiative by the new right could cause 
confusion. 


"It is well understood that we must not fall into the esoteric," Alain de 
Benoist freely admits. "It is perfectly clear that movements of ideas, 

within societies, have effects sooner or later which touch upon the political 
sectcr. If that happens, it will not be we who will do it; that is not 

our role." He could not be more clear. The new right is essentially concerned 
with laying the ground work for the plain- language publication of his 
ideological theses. It is sowing its seeds. Without concerning itseif 

with what others will reap? This question indeed entails a fundamental 

debate. 


The four representatives of the new right had taken seats at a table behind 
which a banner summed up their intellectual initiative: "Against totalitar- 
ianism, against egalitarianism, against racism. For a new culture." 


In his preliminary remarks, Alain de Benoist notably stated: "Suffice ft to 
refer to the vectors of the new right to observe that, no matter what opinion 
one has of the new right, it involves an exclusively cultural and intellectual 
phenomenon. The new right in no way is a political organization, a 

political faction, a family of thought having ambitions or programs of 

a political character (...) On the whole, the ideas of the new right such 

as they have been presented recently in the press have only a very faint 
resemblance to those which I have been sustaining for quite some time (....) 
Many newspapers have attributed an "elitist" ideology to the new right, 

based principally on a rationale of the "biological" indeed "sociobiological," 
kind. In my opinion, that is a total distortion of the new right's point 

of view (....) 


"Up to the present, the principal publications of the new right, NOUVELLE 
ECOLE and ELEMENTS, have issued some 4,600 pages of theoretical texts. 

Of this total, exactly 462 were devcted to materials such as biology, 
genetics, ethnology, etc. This means that about 90 percent of the 
theoretical texts prepared by the new right and published in its newspapers 
deal with quite different subjects (....) 
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"If 1 come to the basic problem, matters are even clearer. It is enough 

to refer to the publications of the new right to observe that the latter 
condemns in the most formal way all forms of ‘biological’ ideology, such 

as biological materialism, racism, social Darwinism, etc. There is a 

basic incompatibility between this kind of ideology and the ideas of the 
new right. The conception of man shared by the new right is an essentially 
antieductionist conception. I presents man as a cultural being whose 
specific uniqueness derives from culture and not from nature; from history, 
not from biology. The human phenomenon, according to the new right, must 
be studied on the one hand with respect to what shapes him as an individual 
and on the other hand by taking into consideration all existing determinants-- 
both ‘natural’ and ‘cultural'--without ever reducing him to either one of 
the determinant groups." 


"We Are Republicans." 


Replying to questions from the journalists, the editor of NOUVELLE ECOLE 
added notably: "We condemn all kinds of totalitarianism, whether from the 
right or the left, Nazi, communist, socialist-Marxist, or other (....) 

The most elementary truths can be pushed to the point that they appear absurd 
and detestable, and at that precise moment is is up to those who advanced 
them to sound the cry of alarm. We would be the first to sound that cry. 
We are all aware of the dreadful deviations produced in the past which, in 
one case, led to Nazi genetic deviations, in another case, to Soviet 
biological deviations (....) Our objective is to establish the conditions 
for a resumption of the intellectual debate in this country (....) We 

are entirely republicans, for legality, respect for the law." 


Invited to position himself with respect to the Party of the New Forces 
(PFN, extreme right), whose members lay claim to the same philosophy, to 

the "same family and same generation" (LE MONDE, 30 July), Alain de Benoist 
replied: "The PFN wanted to take advantage of important publicity. Personally, 
I do not recognize myself in its ideas. Its concerns are entirely different 
from our own. Fifteen years ago, when I was collaborating in Europe Action, 
I met some of the promoters of this enterprise and, if I did not return to 
their side, it is precisely because I followed a completely different 
course. I deny absolutely nothing that I have written; however, it is 
precisely because I was quite familiar with this milieu that I made certain 
subsequently to take positions which were radically different from theirs." 


On this subject, Pierre Vial said: The adherents of the GRECE are individually 
free to be members of political parties of their choice, except for any 
extremist party. One cannot at the same time be a member of the GRECE and 

an organization such as the PFN." 


"We Will Fight." 
The secretary general of the GRECE announced that the next symposium of the 
association will have three themes: "For cultural identity, for European 


emancipation, for the construction of history." Citing this last subject 
for thought, Vial said notably: 
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“Bankrupt [demissionnaires] ideologies (nec-Rousseauism, neoliberalisn, 
egalitarianism and reductionism of all kinds) preach the harmfulness of 
scientific and technological development (the thesis of "zero growth") 
and the benefits of renunciation. In short, the mind is guilty of 
surpassing itself on the individual as well as collective levels. As 

the result of this process: the exit [sortie] of history, the very happy 
state of those "cold so. i1eties' described by Levi-Strauss in which it is good 
to live, for in them there are neither tensions nor challenges. It is a 
question surely of a new version wf the paradise lost theme. And the 
refusal of the modernity expresse:: by the refusal of the modernity 
expressed by the economaniacs is never anything more than than an updated 
rehash of the old obscurantism which the libido sciendi condemned in the 
Middle Ages. 


"Acceptance of this ‘deadly tepidity' which Konrad Lorenz denounces would 
be for the peoples of Europe entrance into an irreversible regression (....) 
The real challenge of the 2lst century is indeed there. Acceptance of 
modernity, knowing that it involves the need for ceasiessly imagining 

and craving new solutions. Either that or take refuge in consoling 

utopias which for the past 20 years have been announcing that the wolf will 
peacefully cohabit with the lamb. We know that if we fail to wish to 

make history we become its victims. To submit or fight? We will fight." 


Michel Marmin and Claude Chollet invited journalists with a desire to 
better understand the new right to more attentively read its publications 
to avoid “interpretations which at times are contradictory, delirious or 
funny." 


Alain de Benoist Statement 
Paris LE MONDE in French 29 Sep 79 p 2

[Text] A rather amusing show has been put on for the lst 3 months by a 
press which unceasingly places more and more contradictory labels on the 
“new right" (ND). We could give many examples of this. For the old left, 
the ND, of course, is nothing but a resurgence of the old right (LE NOUVEL 
OBSERVATEUR, 2 July 1979); for the Communist Party, it is a "Giscardian 
operation” (FRANCE NOUVELLE, 28 July); for Jean-Francois Kahn, a kind of 
"neo-Stalinism"” (LE MATIN, 7-8 July); for the extreme right, a school 
"close to Israeli integrism" (Mme Beau de Lomenie, LE MONDE, 24 August); 
for the extreme left, a new “brown plague” (ROUGE, 31 August); for the 
Christians, a movement of “proud men" (LA CROIX, 1 August). Ae the weeks 
have gone by, the ND has by turns been associated with the parties of the 
majority, neo-fascism, the Soviets and at the same time with the trilateral 
commission (MONDE ET V?%, 24 August); the Freemasons (BULLETIN DE L'OCCIDENT 
CHRETIEN, July); the “new philosophers" (Yvon Quiniou, LE MONDE, 28 July); 
the "new economists" (Maurice Duverge, LE MONDE, 25 July), etc. In 











addition to these, there are more intelligent and nuanced, but not neces- 
Sarily more exact, analyses by Rene Remond, Andre Fontaine, Guy Hocquenghen, 
Catherine Clement, Christian Zimmer, Philippe temo, etc. 


Having neither the desire nor the time to participate in polemics, I have 
generally refrained from answering these commentaries which are so varied 
for the most party that they cancel one another out. It seems to me simpler 
and more useful to briefly say what the new right is and what its principal 
ideas are. What is called the new right--a rather equivocal term--is 

a combination of rather informal study groups, cultural associations, news- 
papers and magazines of ideas, whose promoters over 10 years ago attempted 
in a systematic but equally pragmatic way to establish an ideological 
corpus, as coherent as possible, which would not be confused with either 

the fashionable ideologies, often imputed to the left or the extreme 

left, and almost always with egalitarian overtones, or with the old 

devils of the old right: indifference to theoretical practice, mental 
rigidity, exclusion of the other ghosts of authority, xenophobic prejudices, 
totaiitarian or racist temptations, chauvinistic complaisances, moral order. 


This undertaking has had various vectors: the magazine, NOUVELLE ECOLE; 

the newspaper, ELEMENTS and the GRECE in particular. Today we are in 
agreement, in light of publicity, that the new right, frankly contemptuous 
of the star system [term in English] (even and particularly when it benefits 
therefrom), has never asked that it be acknowledged to have a certain 

amount of influence and development. 


It is an intellectual and cultural phenomenon. The new light intends to 
participate in the debate whose "cultural power" is at stake. To this end, 

it produces divers works of a theoretical character. Nothing, of course, 
would make it renounce such activities. And in this connection, the favorable 
or hostile positions taken by the political class toward it are as important 
as if they emanated from dog breeders or manufacturers of diving suits. 


Antireductionist 


In the ideas sector, the new right declares itself to be basically antireduc- 
tionist. 


Antireductionist in the first place in the general philosophy sector. In 
opposition to the universalist doctrines of the right and left, the ND does 
not believe in the existence or absolute laws or a “natural order." 
Declaring itself to be nominalist, the new right feels that one cannot 
attain the universal except by departing from the particular. It poses 

as a postulate that the differences between human beings cannot be added up-- 
and that it is by pure convention that we are able to draw a universal 
concept, a generality from a series of singular observations. For the new 
right, there is no “existence per se": every existence is particular--and 
even the Supreme Being [Etre] is inseparable from a Dasein, from a Supreme 
Being-out there. The ND, from this standpoint, both positions itself in 
extension of the Cynics who told Plato: "I do indeed see the horse; I do 
not see the universal horse [chevalite]," and with Guillaume d‘'Ockham who 
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demonstrated the impossibility of positive thonghts arguing the "universals"-- 
and whose intervention sounded the death knell of scholasticism. In the 

same fashion, the ND is as opposed to Western metaphysics of the classical 
kind as it is to the theories of a Karl Marx who, in his early writings, 

gave assurances that "a nonobjective being is a nonbeing™ ("German Ideology”) 
and defined the “revolution” as the recoincidation of man with his 
“particularity” [propre]; his eternal uniquesness. 


Contrary to the tenets of a linear history, which presents the inescapable 
future as a line, linking in an inevitable way, an ante-historical state 
(garden of Eden, primitive communism) to a post-historical state 
(establishment of the kingdom of God on earth, classless society), the 

ND presents history as non-meaning. Consequently, it conceives of man 

as the sole giver of meaning: of a history in which the past, present 
and future are not mutually exclusive moments in a monolinear perspective, 
but dimensions given at every moment, in an incessant mutual conversion, 
of a “spherical” historical future ever susceptible of revision and 
leapfrogging [depassements] at the sole whim of whoever gives it shape. 


Just as it perceives no meaning ir history, the ND discerns no meaning in 
the general organiwation of the world. Observing the general relativity 
of customs, ideas and conceptions of the world by different cultures of 
mankind, it is much more inclined to interpret the order which the world 
about us seems to represent as the simple result of the interpretation which 
we give it. Clement Rosset, quoting Malcoim Lowry, notes that everything 
that happens takes place “anyhow somehow" fwords in English]: since things 
are inevitably the way they are and not otherwise, we cannot conclude 

that their existence responds to a plan. For the ND, the world appears to 
be chaos where man alone has the power to create forms and attempt to make 
them endure. That which was written in this very newspaper (LE MONDE, 

2 July) by Christian Zimmer on the question of knowing whether or not there 
is "meaning" outside of men is doubtless, in this connection, the basic 
debate. 


No Determinism 


Antideterminist, the ND is even more so in its conception of man--in this 
“anthropology” which underlies its rationale. The ND challenges all forms 

of determinism, all forms of reductive unilateralism. With the same motion 
it rejects doctrines which maintain that the human presence, social structure 
or historical future can be interpreted in the light of a single 

determinant: economy, sexuality, race, biology, etc. It rejects both social 
physics which make man the plaything of processes determined in the final 
analysis by the economy (whether it is a question of a liberal or a Marxist 
economy), and any alleged policy of the living which is based on the sole 
consideration of biological determinants and which, in some way, would end 

by drawing sociology close to zoology. 
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Man is a living being. As such, he is subjected to a certain number of 
constraints and limitations resulting from his biological makeup. 

llowever, man is not a living being like any other. He is an animal, 

buthe is not merely an animal. His uniqueness is of another kind. Contrary 
to the other animals, man is not “driven” [agi] by his membership in the 
species, by his biologic makeup. For man, the determinants of birth 
express themselves only as potentialities. Heredity endows every man 
with a certain number of capacities. The manner in which he will make use 
of them, place them in operation, depends upon him, the image he has of 
himself, of his own will, the objectives he sets for himself, finally upon 
the favorable or inhibitive ambience in which he lives. Man is not free 
from being the theatre of a certain number of drives; however, he is 

free to choose the manner and the form in which these drives are going to 
be actualized. Man builds himself; he creates himself. Although his 
behavior patterns are in large part innate, his behavior per se depends 
solely upon his choices: a fundamental distinction which certain current 
disciplines; e.g., "“sociobiology," commit the serious mistake of not 
taking into consideration. 


Specifically, the uniqueness of man resides in his perpetual malleability. 
It resides in his historical conscience, in his aptitude for placing 

all problems in perspective--in his capacity for always creating new forms 
of culture. And it is precisely because man is not driven mechanically by 
his “nature” which is at one and the same time superior and fragile--that 
he can at any moment outstrip himself or fall back behind himself, lose 
his humanity and give himself a new one. 


Finally, the ND is antireductionist as regards one of the most bothersome 
problems of our times: the systematic erosion of differences, personalities, 
collective identities. The elimination of the Other [Person] which as 
recently as yesterday was accomplished in an almost always brutal manner, 

by moral devaluation or extermination, is taking place today in a more 

subtle way, “gentler™ way, but a way that is equally detestable. The spread 
of problems worldwide and the specdup of communications and information 
carry with them the increasing risk of a progressive homogenization of the 
world, of a progressive reduction of mankind to a single type, to a single 
lifestyle, to a single frame of reference [referent]. Thus we are witnessing 
the impoverishment of national and regional cultures, the disappearance of 
minority languages, the proliferation of an “American way of life" [term 

in English] which does not bring about the unity of men except in the 

sector of material and marketplace values and which is already sketching 

the outlines of a uniformly grey world in which man would lose what up 

to now has been his uniqueness, to the combined play of bankrupt ideologies 
and technology which has gone mad because it no longer is in the service of 

a great collective program. 


Diversity engenders relative inequalities. But inequality requires a point 
of comparison. There is no single cultural reference point within the 
human community. Therefore, there is no superior race or people. When the 
ND attempts to remind Europeans of their most distant past--not to return 
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to it but to relate to it--it does not undertake anything which, at one 
and the same time, it does not wish to see develop from one corner of 

the earth to the other--and first of all in the young nations of the 

Third World, the only ones still able, perhaps, to provide the world scene 
with cultural influences and creations, the diversity which it seems to 
me the world is in danger of losing. 


Analysis of Rightist Arguments 
Paris LE MONDE in French 29 Sep 79 p 10 


[Article by Alain Rollat: "The New Right Prepares Its Response to a 
‘Dishonest Campaign'"] 


[Text] After having held its first official press conference on 18 September 
(LE MONDE, 20 September), the new right is preparing its response to the 
‘dishonest campaign" of which it feels it has been the victim. Breaking 

the silence which he had observed during the summer, its principal ideologue, 
Alain de Benoist, has sought to issue more statements to give in-depth 
replies to what he calls “indictments and trials by innuendo." His name, 
which had disappeared from the columns of FIGARO-MAGAZINE since the beginning 
of September, is to reappear there in the near future. On the occasion of 
the issuance of his most recent book, which is nothing more than a collection 
of articles already published in the various media, Alain de Benoist is also 
on this Friday evening, 28 September, the guest of “Apostrophes," the 
literary television program of Bernard Pivot on Channel] 2. The editor in 
chief of NOUVELLE ECOLE will debate Henry de Lesquen, a member of the 

Club de l'Horloge, Jean-Pierre Apparu, former activist of the extreme right, 
Alain Touraine, sociologist, and Georges Hourdin, author of the first pamphlet 
against the new right. Alain de Benoist, we might add, has decided to file 
two lawsuits for defamation of character against two German newspapers, 

DER SPIEGEL and DIE ZEIT, which he charges with having been "the most 
hateful" to him. His complaints were filed in Munich, in Mr Strauss’ 
Bavaria, although the main offices of these two newspapers are in Hamburg. 


The Club de 1'Horloge which denies that it belongs to the new right but 
nonetheless bases its political orlentations on the some ideological 
foundations, for its part proposes to extend its organization to the 
provinces. The present debate having brought it requests for membership, 
"by the dozens," the Club, which is chaired by Yvan Blot, member of the 
central committee of the RPR [Rally for the Republic], is going to set 

up “study committees" in several big cities in the privinces (Bordeaux, 
Marseille, Lille, Angers, Nantes and Rennes). These committees may soon 
schedule their dinner-debates in collaboration with the national leaders of 
the association. 


For its part, the GRECE has prepared the detailed information campaign which 
its secretary general, Pierre Vial, had announced on 18 September. The 
GRECE proposes to hold a series of conferences open to the public in the 
principal “regional units” on the subject of: "New right or new culture?" 
The first four conferences are to be held on 3 October in Lyon, 16 October 
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in Strasbourg, 25 October in Nantes and 31 October in Paris. However, 

Vial decided on Thursday, 28 September, to postpone the holding of these 
meetings for a few weeks and to give priority to the activities of his group 
in the development of a press campaig~. 


The regional leaders of the GRECE have been invited to request loca’ 
newspapers to publish articles explaining the movement's theses in everyday 


language. 
Therefore, metapolitical activity within the new right is at its peak. 


For all that, this information effort will not be without effect if we are 

to judge by the results of a public opinion poll published this week by 

NOUVELLES LITTERAIRES. Conducted by the PUBLIMETRIE [?Public Opinion 

Polling Company], from 20 to 22 September, among 313 persons, this poll 

+eings out notably that only 38 percent of the French have heard about the 
@ right and that what they know about it is extremely vague. Thus 

“neu they were asked to state what, in their opinion, the new right is, 

lg percent of the persons questioned said that it is "a movement born of 

a schism of the right," 11 percent "a group of extremists (royalists, ultra- 

reactionaries, fascists, Nazis, etc)," 10 percent "a new political party 

of the right," 8 percent "a philosophical movement of intellectuals and 

idealists," 6 percent "a religious schism composed of the traditionalist 

Catholics of Monsignor Lefebvre," 6 percent "Chirac's party," 5 percent 

“the regrouping of the arties which are not of the left," 5 percent "a 

movement of young people," 5 percent "Giscard's party," etc. The 

publication of this poll was not unrelated to the -iuange in GRECE's working 

"plan." Put "Ideas in perspective." 


In his last book, Alain de Benoist proposes precisely to put “ideas in 
perspective."! His preface--the only previously unpublished text--begins, 
however, with a distortion of the truth for in an effort to lend credence 
to the thesis of the "plot" hatched to "discredit" the new right, after 

an effort had been made in vain to "kill it with silence," he says that 

the silent treatment “had obviously been orchestrated in ad hoc committees" 
by LE MONDE and LE NOUVEL OBSERVATEUR. A patently untruthful statement. 


The most recent of the extracts selected by Alainde Benoist tc constitute the 
plain language effort bears a June date; it was published in NOUVELLE 

ECOLE No 33. The writer thereby presents his doctrine on the "nominalist 
bases of an attitude toward life," the broad outlines of which he sets 

forth succinctly in the article which we have published on page 2. 


The principal ideas underlying this doctrine--notably the "spherical" 
conce);<t of history, the call for regeneration of culture--have been culled 
from tiie grand themes of the German “conservative revolution," that 

vast sj; iritual movement which characterized the cultural and political 
life «(f Germany from 1918 to 1933. The historical importance of this 
metap. litical phenomenon was underscored by the works of Alain Mohler, 

















himself a fervent nominalist, former secretary of the write, Ernst Junger-- 
who, with Oswald Spengler and Thomas Mann, was one of the leaders of this 
philosophy--but also manager of the Friedrich von Siemens foundations in 
Munich and contributor to the NOUVELLE ECOLE. 


The existence of this affiliation claimed by the new right is significant. 
It places in evidence the ideological and political dangers of the initiative 
being pursued by Alain de Benoist and his friends. For, as was noted by 
NOUVELLE ECOLE (No 23, Autumn 1973) in its analysis of the thesis supported 
by Armin Mohler at the University of Basel in 19502, it is impossible to 
see any connection on the one hand between the many philosophical societies, 
circles, secret or semisecret organizations, literary coteries, parties, 
small groups and associations which formed in Germany the various facets 

of the “conservative revolution" and on the other hand the appearance of 
Nationai-Socialism and the establishment of the Third Reich. It would 

be putting it a bit strongly to maintain that the philosophers, writers 

and researchers of the "conservative revolution" got into bed with Nazien. 
Of course, some of them were the victims of it well before Hitler came to 
power, such as Walther Rathenau, who was assassinated in 1922 by certain 
extremist “revolutionary conservatives” or during the "Night of the Long 
Knives" on 30 June 1934; others, such as Thomas Marr, in 1933, were sent 
into exile. However, it is also true that the " .uservative revolution” 
furnished Hitler with ideas and myths for the writing oi "Mein Kampf"? 

and eulogists and cadres for Naticnal-Socialism: «*hnologue Mans F.K, Gunther, 
a theoretician of racism, University of Alfred Bacucier, Franz von Papen, 
vice chancellor of the Reich in 1933, Hjalmar Schacht, Hitler's minister 

of economy from 1933 to 1937, then minister without portfolio until 1943, 
etc. 


The history of the German “revolutionary conservatives" demonstrated that 
there is really no very clear line of demarcation betwen metapolitical 
action and political action. "Even an Ernest Junger, “1:0 inclined toward 
literary botanism, cannct escape from the political imperative: his 
celebrated "Arbeiter" ("The Worker") looked upon itself as the manifesto 

of a “new politics,” wrote Giogio Locchi in NOUVELIE ECOLE (No 23). Alain 
de Benoist does not escape this inevitable and formidable ambiguity. “Every 
idea can one day find an extension into the political sector,” he writes, 
"however, that is not the case with the new right which does not see the 
possibility of such an ‘extension’ for decades and which in any event is 

in no way disposed to attempt to do so." However, the editor-in-chief 

of NOUVELLE ECOLE recalls later on the principle of Antonio Gramsci, 

another of his philosophical masters, according to vhom: "No seizure 

of political power is possible without the prior seizure of cultural power." 


Within the majority, there are some who well understood the political 
interest of the present debate and who already feel, like Philippe Pontet, 
vice president of the Perspectives et Realites Clubs, "Everything in the 
ideas of the new right obviously is not to be rejected"; and then take as 
their own the arguments of Alain de Benoist and his friends on the subject 

of anti-Marxism and antiegalitarianism. Whether his supporters and patrons 
like it or not, the current of the new right in France is already influencing 
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the holders of the reins of political action. Although a complete 
comparison with pre-1933 Germany is impossible, the ideological and 
historical reference of the new right are not, however, of a kind to 
attenuate the fears being expressed today by the opponents of all 


fascisms in consideration of the unpredictable consequences of such 
resurgences.

CONTINUING EFFORTS TO HALT ENERGY WASTE REVIEWED 
Paris LE NOUVEL ECONOMISTE in French 24 Sep 79 pp 34-39

[Text ]--Since 1973, the Public Authorities have managed to 
reduce the most obvious energy waste. It seems that the 
second stage will be less easy: convincing the indus- 
trialists of the need for investing in energy saving equip- 
ment. Later, an attack will have to be launched against 
industrial and consumption structures. And that will be 
hardest. 


The “tep"* is no doubt the rarest animal for the moment. The pursuit of 
energy savings is mentioned in all the speeches. The French, who thought 
they were rid of "waste" this summer on the roads, are now meeting it again 
in their apartment. The indefatigable Agency for Energy Conservation is 
launching on 1 October an extensive campaign: "How to Avoid Waste at Home." 


But however minutely the drive is organized, the yield is mediocre. In tons 

of oil equivalent, the expenditure continues to be greater than the saving. 

It is true that, since energy is the sinews of expansion, the pursuit is so 
subtle that the slightest error in firing incurs the risk of jamming the cogs 
of the whole machine. After all, if the "tiger" dies, will not the engine stop? 


To dissociate one from the other is such a delicate matter that no one, unless 
one commits the blasphemy of interfering with the holy places of consumption: 
the automobile, has dared to tackle it. 


And since, after a semester of worry about oil, the tanks are filling up 

once again, since the oil imports have resumed blithely, all have the impres- 
sion that they are starting off again on a trip. Meanwhile the "sober 
society" announced by the president of the republic is having difficulties 

in emerging from limbo.

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A senior official said, sighing: "Only the acute anxiety of totai penury 


can really mobilize people. Well, the problem has not changed. On one 
hand, certainties; on the other, habits. First, the certainty that whether 
or not there is a temporary lull, western economies will sooner or later 
have to undergo shock treatment to accomplish an energy detoxification cure. 
That the substitute solutions will not suffice to assure the "bulimic" 
countries against political risks and short term disturbances. That the 
nuclear programs, which have been delayed everywhere, arouse questions as 
yet unanswered. And finally that even if the bituminous schists, asphaltic 
sands or new forms of energy can one day take over, it will be a long and 
costly process. Meanwhile, habits are retained. 


Though the threatened driver is the main target of conservation, the 
automobile does pursue regular progress. It is a little as though one had 
taken the wrong enemy. Or as though, through necessity or choice, one had 
given up the attempt to make him see reason. 


The experts have carried out estimates of the real savings since 1973: not 
much. Even in France, a country equipped with an impressive arsenal of 
regulations and incentives, and an energy conservation policy established 
already in 1974, and reinforced last June, the results have not answered the 
expection. The last report of the Commission of the VII Plan emphasized, 
that: "As compared with the forecasts established by the Energy Commission, 
the delay accumulating by the end of 1978 is of the order of 4 to 5 million 
tons oil equivalent." The figures are there: out of the 15 million tep 
which were saved in France against the consumption which would have been 
found without oil crisis, 12 million (that is 7 percent of the needs of the 
period) were saved in 1975. During the following years, the savings were at 
a standstill: one million additional tep per year. Nothing more normal: 
the first savings, those consisting simply in reducing wastage, were the 
easiest. The Ministry fer Industry explains seriously: "This first phase 
is followed by two others. That of energy saving investments, which has 
hardly been tapped today. Later that of industrial redeployment, innovation 
and changes, rendered inevitable by the new energy deal." To what extent 
and when? That is the whole point. 


Meanwhile, wastage is still with us. The cars running on gas consumed last 
year 12 times more oil than the trains and subway combined. And the Concorde, 
which burns up 4 times more fuel than a Boeing 747, is flying more than ever, 
Air France is preparing to operate the last two Concorde aircraft parked at 
Toulouse. Only the most obvious wastage and that easiest to spot has been 
reduced. 


Cadet Rousselle: First of all, the language used had to be changed, There 
was no longer any question of inciting people to consume more. Blue counter, 
all electric, “total electrical convenience" label: EdF (French Electric 
Company) use to conduct a particularly active commercial campaign. With 
reinforcement from Guy Lux and the telecasting of Cadet-Rousselle variety 
programs, of which one of the key moments was a game played with the 
cooperation of EdF. The rule was simple: there is a competition between 
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two cities of the same size. When the signal is given, the TV watchers 
have to switch on the maximum number of lights, and even domestic appliances. 
On the dials, the engineers watch the shifting of the indicators. The 
winner is the city with the highest consumption. Ingenious, but finished. 
Today, EdF which is still to experience difficult winters, is content with 
the invitation to the consumers to use electricity “rationally and 
economically.” And the anncuncers must find new topics. The "tiger" in 
the engine has given way to sybillic abbreviations, such as the P 903 of 
Elf-Moins, the MPA 85 of CFP, the "Vitane 7" of Esso..., singing the praise 
of their miracle additives. Just like the laundries, which buried their 
greedy enzymes. For example, Lever announced that, after many years of 
research, its laboratories have perfected a new system, the so-called 
TAED, which reduces the temperatures needed for proper washing. The firm 
announced that: "The new and improved Skip formula is taking part on the 
national scale, in the struggle against energy waste." 


Speeches are changing, and so are the habits. In any case, the Energy 
Conservation Agency is striving to modify them. The summer time (300,000 tep 
saved), restriction of heating temperatures to 20°C, then 19°C from last 

June (each degree lowered represents 7 percent more savings), the control of 
domestic fuel consumption: so many measures which permit savings at low 
costs. But what are the real effects? 


At the hairdresser's. Mr Pierre-Alain Baudet, expert in the Forecasts 
Division, established the balance sheet for energy economy policies in three 
countries: (Federal Republic of Germany, France, Italy) between 1973 and 
1977. He proved that the 12 million tep so easily saved by 1975 were due 
to two factors independent of voluntary discipline. First of all, the 
relative component of the high energy consuming industries (the IGCE, as 
the experts say) dropped within the PIB. To put it plainly: in a period 
of crisis, less steel is consumed, but one does not stop going to the hair- 
dresser's. The figures relating to the savings achieved are corrected 
taking into consideration the climatic variations and the effects of 
recession, but do not take into account this change in structure. Then the 
price factor had a nonnegligible effect. To prove this: in spite an 
unparalleled set of regulations, in the final analysis, France did not do 
better on the whole than Itlay or the Federal Republic of Germany. That is 
why certain technocrats, thinking along the same lines as many oil companies, 
would like to see a rise of the prices at the gas pumps quicker than they 
would as a simple repercussion of the OPEC increases. They point out that, 
between 1973 and 1978, the cost of crude oil imported inrto France increased 
by 131 percent in constant Francs. Whereas in the same period, the price 
of the petroleum products rendered to the consumers (including taxes) 
increased by 56 percent for heavy fuel, 69 percent for heating oil, and 

24 percent for fuels. As regards the low tension electricity, it showed an 
outright reduction of 2 percent. The Energy Commission of the Plan empha- 
sized, that "the prices now borne by the consumers do not enable them to 
become fully aware of the extent of the increase in the cost of imported 
hydrocarbons."

Obviously, an even more brutal tariff policy would have meant a better 
preparation of the ground for the second phase of the energy policy, that 

of investments. To achieve the objective of a saving of 35 mi’lion tep in 
1985 (for comparison purposes, note that the nuclear program will represent 
42 million tep), the minimum annual investment would be 7.5 billion francs: 
specifically, 3 billion in the industrial sector (objective, 1.2 additional 
tep per year), 3 billion in the residential and tertiary sector (1.2 million 
tep per year), and 1.5 billion in the transport sector (0.6 million tep per 
year). These are calculations carried out carefully by the small group of 
engineers who, in a building in the 15th District in Paris, are striving on 
paper to “eliminate the waste." The head of the group, Mr Jean Poulit, 
asserts that: "These investments offer all advantages. They will permit the 
creation of 50,000 jobs every year. Additional energy costs two to three 
times more to generate than to save, but creates much fewer jobs." Only 

the agency nas a limited budget: 650 million francs in 1975, 435 millions 
deriving from the “kitty” (parafiscal tax on fuels) allocated this year to 
aids to industry. And each of the three sectors is taking its time. 
Industry is the sector which secured by far the lowest level of savings 
since 1973: less than 1/5 of the results, whereas the consumption represents 
34 percent. First of all because the industrial sector had been from the 
start less wasteful than the other two sectors. But especially because 
energy continues to amount, in the industrial production costs, to a small 
fraction, even though it is on the increase: 2.9 percent on the average 

in 1973, 3.7 percent in 1976. The large scale consumers did not wait for 
the crisis to improve their equipments. Such is the case for example of the 
iron smelting industry, which developed continuous casting processes; the 
cement, chemical or aluminum industries. A lot remains to be done: for 
example, the Japanese or Korean iron smelting plants, much more recently 
established, consume twice as little energy. But the large scale consumers 
are also in most cases those in deepest debt. And, especially, what incen- 
tive could one offer to all the other industries, especially PME(small- and 
medium-sized companies), which in any case do not invest much, to spend 
money in a sector which is not of priority importance to them? Would it be 
better to invest in energy conservation or in development for export purposes? 


D System. A senior official said that: "On the whole, the industrialist 
prefers investments reducing his labor. But he should also consider the 
cost of energy saving as an insurance: by the time there is an “Ayatollah 
in Saudi Arabia, it would be too late!" 





There are no miracle methods. "At the national level, the sector of research 
and development in the matter of energy saving equipment is practically 
nonexistent, unlike the situation in the U.S.," says Mr Gilbert Dahan, Head 
of Energy Division at Bertin's. But the existing procedures already permit 
substantial savings. They range from the D system to the most sophisticated 
equipment. In the IBM plants at Montpellier, Essones and Bordeaux, which 
reduced their energy consumption by more than 30 percent since 1972, the 
energy is managed by computer, which extinguishes the lights automatically 
and regulates the boilers. 
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Nevertheless, the company finds it difficult to market this system installed 
in its plants for demonstration purposes. 


Bertin and Creusot~Loire, who perfected a system permitting the conversion 
into mechanical or electrical energy the heat lost at the time of the 
industry's heat treatments (9 million tep go up in smoke in this way every 
year in France) have not won over many customers. Today, the industrialists 
demand an increasingly quick return for their investments: in general, 

2 years. Mr Vanlaeys, chairman and general manager of the Teinturerie du 
Pile at Roubaix (180 employees, 15 million francs business turnover) 
invested less than half a million francs in the recovery of heat from hot 
water wastes: 30 percent savings achieved, an investment repaid in 2 years. 
The company “Francaise des Petroles' (BP) managed an even better deal: a 
little over 6 million francs invested to optimize heat exchanges in a 
distillation unit at Lavera. Savings in energy costs achieved: nearly 

5 million francs per year. 


Bonuses. But very often the expenses are rarely amortized in less than 5 or 

6 years. Certain industrialist are prepared to invest, especially in chemfstry, 
metallurgy, refining, paper mills, and some textile PME, but on conditions 

that the incentives be higher. And yet the AEE (Agency for Energy Conservation) 
grants bonuses which come up to 25 percent of the investment, procedures of 
credit bail and tax relief have been set up, while the total "kitty" (435 mil- 
lion francs) is allocated to industry in 1979. On the other hand, residences, 
though they absorb 30 percent of the national consumption, have hardly any 
incentive benefits, 


In 1978, 8.5 million tep were saved in the residential sector, and double 

the amount is expected in 1958 (16). Will the objective be reached? The 
problem is both technical (insulation, regulation of the boilers, heat pumps, 
etc.) and psychological. The French have become sensitive to cold: the 
heating temperature considered as “ideal” has never stopped rising for 
decades, The advertisements boasting of the merits of central heating used 
to specify in 1950: "You will be able to reach 18°C!". Today one often 
finds 23°C. Ten thousand controls carried out between 1975 and 1978 in 
buildings open to the public and industrial and commercial establishments, 
and 46 percent violations were observed! 


But so far no thermometer violator has ever paid any fine. There is even 
more: owing to the fear of restrictions, the sales for extra electric 
heaters have never been so high (wild," says the EdF) as today. And yet, 
as an expert says: "One sweater for all the French people, and the 
consumption will drop by 20 percent!" 


Although the AEE has distributed some scarves with its emblem, it would 
never go so far as to subsidize the purchase of sweaters, but it now wishes 
families to invest for savings. That is top priority of the agency for 
1980. The insulation standards imposed on new residences since 1975 (not 
always applied) now begin to bear fruit. How can one proceed further? 
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Strangely enough, the professionals (installers, heating equipment firms, 
energy producers) are those who will receive the bonus paid by the agency, 
(400 francs per tep saved); they will have to provide for ‘’seir customers, 
the corresponding equipment (insulation, regulation, programmation, main- 
tenance, etc.). The public authorities rely on the effects of competition 
for the bonus benefit to have repercussions on the customer's invoice! In 
any case, one thing is certain: it is good business for the 4,000 registered 
installers. Tested for a few months in 10 cities, this action will be 
extended to the whole of France on 15 October. Supported by a promotional 
“antiwaste" operation. The effects of this technocratic shortcut will be 
evaluated later. 


No Acceleration. The “antiwaste" campaign, very controversial within the 
ministries themselves, was considered positive by the agency. But Mr Poulit 
pins more hopes on the improvement in the design of the vehicles to achieve 
the objectives in the transport sector (600,000 additional tep saved every 
year). Renault and Peugeot-Citroen have received assistance (6 million 

francs each) to build in 18 months prototype vehicles saving 25 percent fuel 
(optimized aerodynamic systems, weight reduction, utilization of electronics, 
improvement of tire wear coefficient). "The average consumption of French 
vehicles, the lowest in Europe, has already dropped considerably in the last 
10 years," an official of the Transport Ministry pointed out. That is 
certain. But the automobile traffic has increased in the meantime by 

43 percent, and of the 150 billion francs spent on transport by the French 

in 1978, 85 percent were spent on their cars, as compared with 80 percent in 
1967. Well, a train consumes five times less energy per passenger transported. 
And no provision has been made for the organization of transportation pools. 
The senior official specified that: "We are working with the hypothesis of 

a liberal economy, in which no restrictions would be imposed on the automobile 
traffic and the constitution of the construction ranges." Therein lies the 
whole problem. 


The programs of investments in the industry, housing or transport do not 
attack the structures. Efforts were made by the glass industry to reduce 
its specific energy consumption. But it is nonetheless true that the use 

of a returnable bottle requires seven times less energy than a nonreturnable 
one. How can one proceed with the arbitrations, to resolve the contradic- 
tions between the immediate risks of unemployment and subsequent possibil- 
ities of improving the employment situation? Many more people are needed 
for collecting and washing the bottles than for manufacturing them. But 
then what would become of the totally automated factories manufacturing 
bottles? In the ministries, the experts assigned to the consideration of 
the necessary redeployments, changes and new concepts ("sober growth,” 
“society with economic frugality") soon suffer from migraines. All agree on 
one point: our structures are profoundly unsuitable for the existing 
circumstances. All the Western economies developed on a single basis: 
abundant and very cheap oil, favoring processes and systems which save on 
labor, but consume far more energy. Concrete has replaced stone and brick 
(which require 15 times less energy), synthetic fibers (6 times their weight 
in energy) replaced natural fibers, etc. Fortunately, with the help of 
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1973, the European countries did not have time to catch up with the United 
States in the matter of wastage: the average European now consumes three 
times less energy than an American. 


Unsuitable structures: perhaps. But how can the process be reversed, 
especially since the experts propose diametrically opposite swlutions? For 
example, organization of space and development of villages. Should one live 
collectively and in the center of the city, or continue to move into the 
suburbs in individua] houses? 


Although the socialists have made their option, recommending in their 
“project” a return to the .ity, here too the government, lets the market 
decide. And yet, according to the union of the HLM (moderate rent housing), 
the choice would not be a matter of indifference at all: the house consumes 
2.5 to 3.5 tep per year, as compared with 1.5 to 2 for an apartment. Mean- 
while, a third group is pleading for solar energy, decentralized in its 
nature, encouraging widely scattered cities. These people say that: "As 
regards means of transportation, they would be replaced to a great extent 

by telematics.” 


Telematics, the word has been uttered. The evolution of telecomounications 
has already begun in France: 35 million subscribers equipped with the 
Teletel--set up from 198l--around 1990: these are the forecasts of the 
Telecommunications Board; the TGD (telecopying equipment for large scale 
distribution) to be marketed in a year and half; tomorrow, the electronic 
mail; with low cost video-conferences replacing business trips. 


A Structural Trump. ‘The PTT are already preparing public opinion: "Do it 
by phone.” The telemat‘= revolution is in progress because it holds the 
key to industrial gaps, «ne hopes of attractive foreign orders, and the 
pivot of industrial redeployment: the future is closed to high energy 
consumption industries, dinosaurs condemned by the energy evolution. With 
one slight difference: since it will be necessary to absorb the current 
generated night and day, winter and summer, after all, by nuclear power 
stations the technocrats, in their long term provision plan, are retaining 
a choice place for industries consuming a lot of electricity, for example, 
aluminum. As they say at the Ministry for Industry: "It will be a 
structural trump for France." 


But other restructurizing operations contemplated and even encouraged on 
paper have difficulties in starting. This is because they do not cause, as 
in the case of electronics, a surplus of industrial products. This is the 
case of recycling. The recovery of metals assures 30 percent of the French 
needs, but urban wastes (12 million tons per year, including 3.6 million 

tons of cardboard, 900,000 tons of glass, 400,000 tons of iron, 420,000 tons 
of plastic material) are practically not utilized. There is only one factory 
in France for reprocessing of household wastes: that of Tournan-en-Brie, in 
the Seine-et-Marne. According to the studies of two researchers of the 
Grenoble Economic and Juridical Energy Institute (IEJE), it would be possible 
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to save between now and the year 2000, 60 percent of the energy in the paper 
industry, essentially by recycling 25 percent of the consumption, 70 percent 
of the glass industry with 80 percent of the recycling, 20 percent in the 
industry of plastic materials, by recycling 30 percent of the PVC, and the 
polyethylene, etc. 


And how could one estimate the savings to be achieved if all the calories 

lost in nature were recovered? The EdF thermal power stations, discharge 

with total loss, two-thirds of the energy generated, especially into rivers. 
In an automobile, isolated from the outside world, the cabin is heated with 
the calories discharged by the engine. Why not install urban heating systems 
fed by the EdF power stations? For the moment, only a few marginal recov- 
eries are achieved: EdF has launched an eel breeding operation; the thermal 
wastes of the Pierrelatte power station provide heat to the greenhouses. 

The problem, brought up a year ago before Parliament, aroused the anxiety 

of EdF, who fear for a dispute of their monopoly. But the technical obstacles 
are not at all small: it is difficult to recommend, for the purpose of 

energy conservation, the installation of nuclear power stations in the suburbs 
of cities. 


In the fashion. Another subject which raises problems: the life of the 
products. "We have never mastered very well the problem of obsolescence,” 
explains industrial designer Roger Talon (designer of the Coral Train, the 
Mexican subway, the Solomon ski shoes, etc.). Not to mention the loss of 
status induced by fashion, the incredible technological advances will be 
downgrading the products, by supplying new greater energy saving equipment. 
But actually, if all the television sets with lamps had been designed to 
last 20 years, disregarding the invention of the transistor, considerable 
savings would have been made i: raw materials, but certainly not in energy. 
In the computers, the transition from lamps to integrated circuits saved 
more than 90 percentage of the energy with equal calculation capability. 


How can the judgments be made? What parameters should be favored? The 
transition from aircraft with propellers to jets permitted the reduction by 
half of the weight of metal needed to trasnport one passenger, but fuel 
consumption was multiplied by two. Mr Marcel Boiteux had written a year ago 
in a study: It is totally unreasonable to be content with an energy analysis. 
Consolidated balance-sheets should also be established. One has to admit 

that it all becomes really very complicated." 


For the moment, the governments have launched only very short term attacks. 

In October 1977, this was the prophecy found in a report by the Economic 

and Social Council: "An active policy for energy conservation will meet with 
considerable difficulties, complicated by two closely linked social phenomena: 
the tendency of social authorities to assign maximum significance to short 
term benefits and the lack of affinity in our economic conditions for plan- 
ning." There is at least one principle, which is applied, that of Shaddoks: 
One should never do today what can be put off till tomorrow." Cost of 
Lightness (Box on p 37) 
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"Look, Lift this aircraft seat," asks the “designer,” Roger Talon. “Would 
you have believed it is so light? The seat of the 747 aircraft must be 
weighing today 11 kg. It costs 4,000 francs (the pilot's costs 100,000). 
As for me, I can make a seat for 1,000 francs, but it would weight 14 kg. 
Each kilogram less costs 1,000 francs more!" Whoever would have believed 
lightness was so costly? 


And yet, the airlines do not hesitate to order the seats at higher price to 
make their aircraft lighter. The fuel bill of Air France, which was 

343 million francs in 1973, 1.4 billion in 1978, has been soaring to the sky. 
Its fuel expenses, which had represented 8.1 percent of the operational 
costs in 1973, will be reaching 19 percent this year. And yet Air France 
has managed to reduce its consumption per seat by about 17 percent since 
1973 (Air Inter, by 8 percent). Thanks to the modernization of the fleet, 
but especially the modification in the conditions of flight: the aircraft 
fly less fast and at greater altitude.

PCI INTELLECTUALS CRITICIZE PARTY LINE ON TERRORISM 
Rome L'UNITA in Italian 18 Sep 79 pp 1, 13 
[Article: "An Ambiguous Document" ] 


[Text] A group of intellectuals, among them quite a few who are communists 
or within th communist camp, decided to publish a document on the inves- 
tigations of 7 April, in which there appear criticisms and serious doubts 
and a call for a rapid conclusion of the proceedings. 


In fact, even we have perceived and noted facts, direct or indirect, which 
make us fear for the cause of truth: the legal truth and above all the 
political one, the truth about this troubled period of Italian history. 
But, with amazement, we have found that in this appeal the sign of concern 
appears to be forgotten. 


We need to try to be very fair in a discussion like this one and v"ry 
respectful of the true positions of everyone. For that reason, the impres- 
sion cannot be concealed that the problem placed in the foreground by the 
rather ambiguous text of this document (and it is fairly certain that not 
all the signers have realized it) is not the struggle against terrorism. 
It is another problem. Is it merely the problem of the respect for pro- 
cedures? But then we cannot understand why the entire document is con- 
structed in such a way as to make us suspect that it is not presented out 
of a regard for truth but for “some kind of political purpose” (which one? 
historic compromise?) which includes, among other things, the “restriction 
of freedoms," using as an excuse the “alibi” of the struggle against ter- 
rorism. In substance, the subject which is being presented is how to save 
the levels of freedom from the “arbiters of power" rather than that of 

how to save this concrete, staggering democracy from destructive violence 
and from the plans of the coup leaders (of the right and of the left), 
something which it is really difficult to pretend not to see. In this 
way, the request to prosecute the defendants “as soon as possible” mighr. 
easily take on another meaning: that of pressure to remove as soon as 
possible the defendants from any debate, thus avoiding the "political 
purpose” which, logically, can only consist in diverting toward innocent 
people the harsh treatment which others deserve. One cannot say that it

is a mere coincidence if the initiative has been taken on the eve of the 
decision by the French magistrature concerning the extradition of Piperno. 
Is this the meaning of the document? If it is, we would like to voice some 
objections and raise some questions. Are they really afraid that Negri, 
Piperno, Scalzone, Pace are the victims of a plot? And on what facts is 
this fear based? These calls for an appeal, however worthy of considera- 
tion and of clearer answers on the part of the magistrature, do not seem 
to substantiate such a fundamental suspicion. Why do the signers think 

it “idle” to express any opinion on the merit of the defendants? 


Many of them know very well the concrete, political and ideological history 
through which certain groups (for instance, Worker Power) decided to create 
a sort of “armed party"; they know for what purposes and with what ideas 
they did it and even why--on this route--they worked either with armed 
groups from another source or with political forces and with organizations 
trying to utilize against the worker movement the card of subversion and 

of guerrilla warfare. They know it. They have even written about it in 
magazines and newspapers. This, therefore, is the political truth. And 
we repeat: not only for us but for many of the signers. 


However, it is clear that the legal truth is something else. Every one 
of the defendants must be judged as an individual citizen, for crimes com- 
mitted personally, on the basis of consistent evidence and proof. Nobody 
can be condemned a priori. But we do not really succeed in understanding 
anyone who, denying the truth of things, ignoring or pretending to ignore 
the concrete reality of terrorism and of the armed party, which to a great 
extent is by now indisputable and known, is tied to a campaign to uphold 
accused persons" innocence, by which the defendants would have to be 

a priori acquitted. This is a political campaign, prompted by obvious 
political reasons. 


We are not and we do not feel ourselves entirely the official defenders 

of the magistrature and of all its acts, even if the lynching of certain 
judges and of certain witnesses who, among other things, are risking their 
lives, provokes in us a certain disgust. Ome can very well criticize cer- 
tain procedures. But the signers of the appeal must be in agreement with 
us in rejecting this absurd game, which is really too open and self- 
interested and which consists in announcing or [obtaining] who knows what 
decisive proof or else the evidence counts for nothing, whatever it is. 
This is quite different from rigorous defense of the defendants' legal 
guarantees. One must concede that it would be a bad day for a constit:- 
tional government and for a civil society, for the very survival of this 
republic, if the principle that evidence is not yet definite proof were 
turned into the principle that evidence is only proof of innocence. One 
thing is certain: if the left had reasoned this way at the time of the 
black conspiracy, Fredo and Ventura would be free and innocent today. 


liow can one not understand something sosimple? It may be that Piperno 


asked La Conforto to shelter Morucci and La Faranda without knowing any- 
thing of their criminal activity and without even suspecting that they had 
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a weapon which later turned out to be the instrument used in the murder 

of Moro, Coco and Palma. It may be. There is not yet proof of his guilt, 
but is there evidence? "’s it something which should put on his guard 
anyone who knows of the very close bond which has existed for years be- 
tween those two and Piperno? And this evidence--these are things which 
are known and documented--is made worse by a series of other signs of 

the bonds between Piperr= and the terrorists (confessions, evidence, docu- 
ments) found on via Grandoli and in Vescovio. Certainly more evidence. 
Perhaps not yet proof of guilt. But why consider it proof of innocence 
and of political persecution? 


It may be that I] Maesano had in his agenda the telephone numbers in code 
and in the clear of those belonging to the Roman colurm of the BR [Red 
Brigades] without knowing anythin; of their activities and that really he 
did not know anything about Swiss bombs found in the dens of via Gradoli 
and viale Giulio Cesare, even though he was involved, years ago, in an 
attempt to smuggle into Italy--with Morucci (what a coincidence! )--Swiss 
arms and explosives. It may be that the confessions of those arrested 

in the Vescovio den are false, according to which METROPOLI (the magazine 
put out by Piperno and the autonomous party) was being financed even by 
robberies. 


It may be also that terrorists like Casirati and Bignami just happened to 
be in Negri's house, that that man sheltered them, ©*.uffed with false 
identity papers, out of pure absent-mindedness and that it was only by 
chance that these papers were later used by the Nappisti. It may be that 
this entire mass of documents, of records, oi handwritten notes on plans 
for insurrection are only cultural, impersonal documentation, fortuitously 
accumulated in the best of good faith. And one could go on for a long 
time. But it amazes us that the thesis is being made that after the ar- 
rests of 7 April no further concrete information has become known. This 
is not so and it is contrary to the truth. 


The discovery of the Skorpion submachine gun is a fact. An enormous fact. 
Just like the revelations on the role carried out by Piperno during Moro's 
captivity. Even here, it may be that the latter and Il Pace did not have 
to report to Craxi and Signorile other than impressions regarding the 
behavior of the BR during the Moro kidnapping and that even that sentence 
spoken on 6 May 1978 ("The situation is coming to a head") expressed only 
an abstract conviction. But then it would be necessary to be much more 
cautious in launching the suspicion of political maneuvers. And what if 
the political plan were, on the contrary, exactly the opposite of the one 
which was indicated, that is to biock the investigation so as not to dis- 
turb certain political scenarios. 


In an abstract direction and to respect the principle of the presumption 
of innocence, can one therefore think that everything collected up until 
now by the judges is the fruit of a fortuitous and unfortunate inter- 

mingling of nonfraudulent circumstances. But how can one say that it is 
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a question of evidence which is insignificant or insufficient to legitimize 
an exhaustive developing of the procedure? Then we must agree on what is 
wanted. Even we want to hurry. But to arrive at the truth and therefore 
to rise rigorously from the evidence to the proof and from that to the 
sentence. It is certain that many of the signers also want the same thing. 
But then one cannot start from the premise (from the “legitimate suspicion") 
that the evidence made known does not correspond to what is "just" and what 
is "truthful." In that case, we must ask: what plot are you speaking of 
concretely? It does not seem to us that the document is actually very 
clear if it manages to place on the same level the difficulties and even 
the contradictions of an investigation which has as its object the crime 

of armed subversion of the democratic order and the stupid sentence which 
has been given Il Male. What a mess, what confusion. This equation is 
possible only if one intends to affirm that in one case as in another we 
are facing a prevarication of liberty. And then to rebel would be right. 
And these terrorists would only be comrades who erred. This cannot be the 
thought of a great many of the signers.

[Excerpts] Madrid, 8 Oct--Following the meetings held this weekend, the union 
of the Democratic Center [UCD] Executive Committee has issued a communique 
stating its support for Prime Minister Suarez’ conduct of government, after 
some committee members had referred to an alleged campaign to discredit the 
prime minister. However, criticism of the party's internal functioning were 
leveled during the sessions--criticisms which were embodied in the conclusions 
of the meeting. 


Fernandez Ordonez, Lavilla, Garrigues Walker, Jose Luis Alvarez, Gonzalez 
Seara and Alvarez Miranda repeatedly criticized the UCD's internal functioning 
and proposed specific measures which were accepted and embodied in the package 
of resolutions adopted by the Executive Committee. 


In accordance with the envisaged agenda, the communique states: "That the 
meeting began with a report by the UCD secretary general. For half an hour 
Rafael Arias-Salgado criticized the party's general situation, analyzing in 
depth the causes of this situation. This was followed by a series of speeches 
by Executive Committee members. The need to promote the party's communication 
and information channels was made clear both in the secretary general's report 
and in the speeches by Executive Committee members. 


Taking up some of the proposals put forward in these speeches, Prime Minister 
Suarez proposed, the communique adds, that the Executive Committee meet monthly, 
and initially biweekly. It was also decided that each meeting would begin with 
a sectional or general political report by the chairman, the secretary general 
or any other executive committee member, and that various working committees 
comprising members of that committee would be set up. 


Autonomies Committee 


In this connection, the communique continues, the autonomies committee headed 
by Rodolfo Martin Villa, which will submit a report at the next executive com- 
mittee meeting, and the committee to study the new rules for the congress of 
deputies headed by Antonio Jimenez Blanco, which will also submit proposals 
for agreement at the next meeting, have been set up. 
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With respect to the autonomies issue, the executive committee members conducted 
a profound analysis of the issue, accepting among other things the UCD secre- 
tary general's conclusion that agreement among the various political forces 

on the rationalization of the autonomy process is essential. The situation 

in Catalonia and the Basque Country in light of the coming referendums was 
also assessed. 


Comprehensive Report 


Next, the communique states, Prime Minister Suarez delivered a comprehensive 
report analyzing the overall political situation in the country, referring in 
particular to the issue of terrorism and those who use terrorism with the aim 
of destabilizing the democratic institutions. 


In subsequent speeches by UCD executive committee members, it was emphasized 
that the campaign of destabilization frequently centers on the prime minister, 
as a result of which the executive committee unanimously decided on the pro- 
posal of various members to support the prime minister, his policy and Spain's 
constitutional government.

INDUSTRY BEGINS TREK TO EEC INTEGRATION 
Paris L'USINE NOUVELLE in French 13 Sep 79 pp 118-126 
[Article by Maryse Mano: "Industry. Spain Must Be Reckoned With"] 


[Text] It has happened. The Spanish government is liberalizing its import 
system in order to facilitate the entry of foreign products on the domestic 
market. Could this be the end of Spanish economic autarky? In fact, 

wher. Leopoldo Calvo-Sotelo, minister for European Community Affairs, made 
the announcement, it was not surprising. 


Precursory signs had indeed indicated that Spanish protectionism would 

fizzle out--the recent royal decree partially suspending customs duties for 
three months, the liberalization of the importation of black and white 
television sets and of certain electric equipment, etc. The reasons for 

this change? Negotiations for adherence, to begin in October. Spain has to 
give evidence of its willingness, and since it is choosing the Common Market, 
it might just as well prepare itself as soon as possible for a market economy. 


"We are ready to go into competition, to modernize Spanish industry, to 
become acclimated to the EEC [European Economic Community]," said Rodrigo 
Keller, director of Research at INI (National Institute of Industry), which 
includes 70 firms that realize a turnover of 850 billion pesetas, that is, 
50 billion francs. 


This profession of faith must be taken very seriously by European industry, 
especially the French, because it is significant for two reasons: the forthcoming 
end of the so-called "abnormal" Spanish competition, due to the protective 
customs that have been in existence since the 1970 agreement, and the 

beginning of a new competition--one that is more sound, which the Suarez 
government is now in the process of organizing by progressively opening its 
borders. Because Spanish industry will not have the choice of trying to 

prevent the entry of foreign industrial products on its market. It is going 

to have to orient its products toward top range articles, to incorporate more 
technology, and to modernize its structure. 
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Henceforth More Technology, Less Tonnage 


In short, it is going to try to occupy the same industrial niches as do its 
competitors in the Community. The present situation is a limping one, 
according to Rodrigo Keller: "Today," he said, "Spanish industry is wedged 
in between production by means of advanced technology and the production of 
the PVD [Developing Countries]. It experiences competition on two fronts. 
Henceforth, there must be more technology and less tonnage." The most 
difficult thing will be to convince the nostalgic people of the good old 
days of the autarky, that is, a good part of the present body of employers 
who are engaged in immobilism. People have not been investing for two 
years. The political situation is too uncertain, they claim. The only 
weapon that the government can utilize will be Spain's entry into the Common 
Market, that is, outside constraint. 


This prospect, which frightens--wrongly-- French industry, said Henri Lamarlere, 
BNP [National Bank of Paris] representative for Spain, is much more disquieting 
for the Spanish. In fact, French industry could be happy for several rea- 
sons: the progressive opening of the borders, which should facilitate the 
entry of its products into Spain; the recent approximately 3 percent 
re-evaluation of the peseta, which should curb Spanish exportations, for 
example. 





On the other hand, Spanish industry will have to find financial aid for its 
reconversion. Aid will not be lacking. The State, for its part, through the 
expedient of INI and with a copious supply of pesetas, will give aid to some 
preferential industries, those that have a2ot yet been too flooded, as one will 
see, by foreign capital. These indusc1 ‘es constitute one of the sources of 
future Spanish competition. The other is x» indirect competition--that which 
may come from foreign companies located in S»ain, with a certain advantage 

for newcomers over the old ones. 


Georges Farnie, director of Mazda Espagne (with an overturn of 3 billion 
pesetas), explained this paradox: "For 40 years we have lived behind a pro- 
tective 45 percent customs duty. We profited from manpower which up to two 
years ago was very cheap. Our means of production, adapted to an abundant 
manpower, were not very sophisticated, and now we are told: the borders are 
being opened. In five years' time we will have to come up to the level of 
the competitive range of European or American firms." 


The result means enormous investments in all of the foreign companies located 

in Spain. All are now confronted with a revision of their strategy, having 

to do with a reduction in proposed ranges. In Spain, Mazda manufactures many 

more types of bulbs than in the main company; Renault has to reduce the number 
of its models in the face of the competition of Ford, which manufactures only 
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the Fiesta; the SEAT [Spanish Passenger Car Company, Inc.] will manufacture 
only three that will come out in 1979, 1980, and 1981, etc. Very often 
these enterprises will have to diversify in order to offset the necessary 
reduction in manpower. 


These are drawbacks that the newly introduced foreign companies will not 
experience. Ford starts off with new bases in Spain; General Motors could 
locate in Cadiz or Saragossa...That is not all. Foreign investments in 
Spain have gone from 28 to 56.8 billion pesetas from 1977 to 1978. With 
the stabilization of the political situation, one can expect a greater flow 
in the years to come. This is not without some danger for French industry. 


Georges Farnie meutioned the case of the television market, already backed 
by big European concerns (Philips, Thomson, Grundig, Telefunken) and which 
might also welcome the Japanese, with Matsushita." One wonders," he said, 
"if Spain will not be Japan's Trojan horse for the invasion of Europe." 

In any case it could be the manufacturing center of American multinationals 
or of Japanese firms, as Belgium was in the 60's. 


It Could Turn Out that France Would Pay for Japanese Ambitions 


There remains the direct competition of the industries that are supported 

by INI. All are not potential competitors of French and European industry, 
because many will not weather the impact of the opening of the borders. 

Among those that INI will aid are the so-called "second generation" indus- 
tries: electronics, electrical construction, aeronautics, energy, which 
already absorb 67 percent of INI investments; the agro-food industry, for 
which an investment of 2.5 bi’lion francs over a 10-year period is foreseen... 


Still embryonic, these industries are not a part of the field in direct 
competition with Europe--because they cannot develop without utilizing 
technology and foreign capital. The developmental formula desired by the 
Spanish government is a 50/50 association with respect to capital from a 
Spanish firm and a foreign firm (this is the case of Inpetrol with the 
British ICI [expansion unknown] and the Italian Montedison company for 
petro-chemicals, or of Secoinsa [Spanish Company of Communications and Data 
Processing, etc.] and the Japanese Fujitsu company for mini-computers. 


For France, the danger of future competition from these sectors is not to 

be excluded--because it mishandled the beginning of the Spanish second 
generation industries, according to Henri Lamarlere. By being absent from 
industries with a high degree of technology (except for Thomson and its 
branches or Gervais-Danone in the IAA [expansion unknown], it might one day 
have to pay for Japanese ambitions in Spain--because it did not take advantage 
of its opportunity while there was still time. 











But there is more to be feared from the sectors that are currently struck by 
the crisis and which the INI supports so that they may ford the stream, 

such as the ironworking industry, the only heavy industry sector that is 
still Spanish. The EEC-Spain contest for the ironworking industry promises 
to be stormy (see page 123). Spanish intentions for this sector have been 
known since the publication of the developmental plan advanced by the UNESID 
(the trade union of the branch) and approved in principle by the government. 


It concerns a five-year plan (1979-1985) which provides for: a steel pro- 
duction capability of 18.6 million tons in 1985, compared with today's 

11 million; an export balance that fluctuates between 2 and 4.4 million tons; 
an investment for this period amounting to 236,560 million pesetas (15.7 
billion francs), 40 percent of which would be allotted to the improvement of 
tue productivity of the installations. Obviously the Spanish are not aware of, 
or want to ignore, the Davignon plan. 


In Brussels, it is pointed out that the development of Spanish capabilities, in 
so far as it becomes oriented to flat products, differs from the efforts of 
the EEC, where enterprises are giving up their developmental plans for this 
range of products because of the market situation. Then, equilibrium in 
manufacturing methods, already precarious in the Community as a result of the 
limited possibilities of scrap iron supplies, will be even more so in the 
enlarged Community since the Spanish ironworking industry is developing 
electric steel works through the use of scrap iron. 


But the UNESID does not see things in that light. It does not believe that 
the current surplus of flat products in the EEC would prevent the Spanish 
ironworking industry from attaining the production structure required by its 
market. It will not easily give up its aims. All the more so since at INI 
one says practically the same thing: the Spanish ironworking industry, it 
says, is in one of the best positions in the EEC because its installations are 
more modern. 


In fact, the average age of ironworking equipment is from 1l to 12 years for 
the coke works, 6 to 7 years for caking, 11 for blast furnaces, 8 for steel 
works, 6 years for continuous casting, 8 to 9 years for rolling processes. 
Except for the coke works, the equipment actually is not very old. And it 
is going to be even more modernized since the plan provides for specialized 
production as well as a broadening of the range of products. And that, with 
a very precise aim: to export more higher range products, which indicates 
the nature of future competition. Also, the plan mentions products such as 
molded articles, thick sheet iron, and heat treated bands with special 
characteristics, grained mangetic sheet iron, special types of steel, etc. 


Must one therefore prepare oneself for stiff confrontation with Spain?

The intersectorial salary differences (one receives three times more on an 
average in the banking sector than in the wood and furniture sector) 
explain the government's present difficulties in forming a good social 
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policy. These flagrant inequalities are due to four main factors: the 
power of workers regarding demands, which increases in sectors with great 
concentration (coal, electricity, extraction of minerals), the possib/ ‘ity 
of enterprises to add increases in cost to selling prices (in this case 
employers agree more readily to increases in salary), the strategic nature 
of the sector (repeated strikes can cut productivity), and above all the 
dispersion of factories, as is the case in all of the traditional sectors 
(leather, textile, and furniture).

The 10 leading Spanish enterprises are not PME's [Small and Medium-Size 
Businesses]. And yet, their size is clearly smaller than that of French 
enterprises. The Seda de Barcelona (chemical fibers) has a turnover that 
is 6 times smaller than that of the leading French textile industry, 
Agache-Willot, wd 20 times smaller than that of Courtaulds, leading enter- 
prise of the EEC. With regard to technological modernization, there, too, 
Spain lags somewhat behind its future partners. If one assigns 100 as the 
coefficient of an ideal enterprise scale, the index of the EEC countries 
would be 90 (Germany, 95) and Spain's would be 85. At the same time, the 
textile work hour cost is lower (index of 214 for Spain; 276, Great Britain; 
310, Germany). The immediate opening of the borders will be a test for 

the Spanish textile industry, which realizes 53 percent of its exportations 
via the EEC. 
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types of steel), does not think so. “The ironworking plan will not succeed,” 
he thinks--for lack of money. The public sector records considerable 

losses (2.5 billion per ton produced by Ensidea (National Iron and Steel 
Enterprise, Inc.], 12 billion for Altos Hornos del Mediterraneo. 


Well, it is precisely the public sector that has most need of reconversion, 
since that is where the enterprises manufacture regular steel. The private 
sector, that concentrates more on speci 1 steel, does not intend to increase 
its capabilities. It, too, is experie:.cing financial difficulties. Never- 
theless, even if the Spanish iron workers state ambitions that are dispro- 
portionate to their financial capabilities, one may fear increased competi- 
tion with respect to high quality iron products. 


On the other hand, it is harder to evaluate the competitive capability of 
Spanish shipyards, a sector that is controlled by INI (see page 123). One 
thing is certain: Spain is no longer one of the great world builders. It, 
too, has felt the full sting of Japanese and Asian competition. In addition, 
INI foresees in this sector a 40 percent reduction in the capability of the 
three big builders (Astilleros, Astano, and Bazan) and a decrease in 
manpower on the order of 20 to 30 percent--that is, 10,000 layoffs. 


It seems that there, too, one is heading towards a specialty: war ships (at 
Bazan, for example). However, the competitive capability of this sector 
now seems very reduced. 


On the contrary, the automobile equipment and components industry, while 

70 percent controlled by foreign firms (Ferodo, Cibie, Bosch...), can 

become a serious competitor (see page 122). Very young--it was launched only 
in 1974--this industry increased its turnover 27.6 percent in 1978 and already 
exports 20 percent of its production, especially to France. Antonio Escudero, 
president of Sernauto (trade union of the branch), points out, moreover, 

that exportations to France are the work cf branches of French enterprises 
located in Spain. 


This sector, which includes about 300 enterprises, keeps up with the growth 

of the automobile industry. The Spanish market, with a car park of 8 million 
vehicles, is not yet saturated. Production amounts to 1.1 million vehicles 
but, taking into account exportations, the Spanish auxiliary automobile 
industry must rely on 2 million vehicles a year. And that is not all, believes 
Antonio Escudero, who seems to consider the location of General Motors in 

Cadiz or Saragossa and the development of Ford capabilities as certain. “This 
will cause us to invest 25 billion pesetas by 1982," he said. 


Automobile Components: a World Market Aim 


From 1973 to the present, this sector has already invested 50 billion 
pesetas in very modern equipment. Its competitiveness might become even 
greater if the manufacturers reduce their automobile ranges. “That will 
allow us to make only a few types of components and to increase our series." 
Sernauto's only misgiving: the attitude of European manufacturers, who have 
a tendency to manufacture their own components (Talbot makes its pistons; 
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Renault, also). Only the Americans call on Spanish manufacturers (Ford was 
to incorporate 50 percent of Spanish products at the outset; it now utilizes 
70 percent). "It is because they find it to their advantage!" exclaimed 
Antonio Escudero. 


In this little war, Spanish manufacturers of components are quite ready to 
go along with the Americans against the French. The announcement of the 
president of Sernauto was scarcely disguised: “Henceforth we must think of 
a world market, and no longer of just the European market!" 


Contrary to this, Enrique Kaibel, president of Sercobe (trade union of the 
manufacturers of equipment), is worried about losses of position in the 
Common Market during the past three years. This industry (about 400 
enterprises) constitutes one of Spain's chief exports: 40 percent of pro- 
duction is exported. Its foremost client is France, which absorbs 40 
percent of the exportation of Spanish equipment to the EEC (see page 122). 


The Spanish equipment industry is currently experiencing a serious crisis, 
due in great part to a reduction in orders and investments from its prin- 
cipal clients, notably the iron works industry. "But we have not offset 
these losses through exportation," lamented Enrique Kaibel, in spite of the 
commitment made to Spanish industrialists to buy national equipment whenever 
possible. National industry covered only 53.3 percent of the needs in 1978, 
compared with 70 percent in 1971. 


Well, then, is this a crisis depending on current circumstances, or a deep 
crisis? Enrique Kaibel, himself, gave the answer: "Spain," he said, "will 
occupy a choice place in Europe with regard to the manufacture of heavy 
equipment goods." Heavy copper ware products, for example, which necessitate 
the utilization of qualified manpower. "We leave the manufacture of strong, 
but inelegant, products to the countries of the East." In fact, Spanish 
industry manufactures more and more machines with numerical controls and 
automatic products with which it will be necessary to reckon in the broadened | 
EEC. ) 


Then there are the numerous traditional Spanish industries (ceramic, cement, 
textile, leather, toy, wood, paper...) which, in spite of a structure that 
has experienced difficulty, are preparing to enter the Common Market, more 

or less willingly, according to the state of competition of the enterprises. 


In all of these sectors appear the "locomotives" that turned the corner in 

time to avoid fear of competition from Southeast Asia or anywhere else. “The 
Common Market? We are already there," satd a hosiery manufacturer, who exports 
40 percent of his production to the EEC. But on the whole the Spanish tex- 
tile industry, as in the case of the leather or the toy, has not yet 

attained the level of competition of the French enterprises (see comparative 
charts, page 122). 
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For the moment, the Spanish PME's [Small and Medium-size Businesses] are 
alleviating this handicap by forming export groups, with public subsidies 
doing the rest. There are some, notably for builders of pleasure craft 

(such as Adin, which includes 180 enterprises). The association makes 
available to its members administrative services in connection with juridical, 
commercial, and technical information and aid. In 1976 it exported more than 
3,000 sail boats and motor boats, more than 520 of them to France, whereas 

in 1965 it did not export any. 


In the cement industry, “ispacement SA plays the same role. Today Spain has 
become the chief world exporter of cement in bulk or in bags, and can compete 
with European cement makers on African and Latin American markets. "In due 
time," explained Jorge Palou Llovet, commercial attache for Catalogne d‘Asland, 
foremost Spanish cement manufacturer, we will export more from key factories 
at hand, as the French do." 


The French! They are somewhat the industrial reference of the Spanish, as 
the Germans are ours. Are they so far from their model? 


If Alberto Martinez Tablas, adviser with Cavexa (association for exportation 
which includes five manufacturers of special types of steel), exclaimed "On 
to the Common Market!", it is because the products exported by Cavexa 
appear on the Community black list which limits their access to the Common 
Market. This enthusiasm is somewhat the exception. The majority of 

Spanish enterprises would prefer a long transitional period. A 10-year 
period, beginning with the official entry of Spain (January 1983), is most 
often mentioned. 


That is not too much. Because Spain is not the ogre that one thinks. If 
some enterprises are thriving, especially with regard to exportation, 
industry in general gives evidence of a great lag in productivity compared 
with the countries of the Community and France. First, there is the size of 
the enterprises, which still acts against Spanish industries. In 1977, 75 
percent of them employed less than 6 workers; 22 percent, from 6 to 50; 

3.13 percent, from 50 to 100; and only 0.22 percent employed more than 500 
Salaried employees. As for the big enterprises, for the most part they are 
foreign industries. 





Next, Spanish industry lacks a technological base. For a long time, it did 
not create: it copied or imported. The late awakening that one notes will 
not make it possible to make up for lost ground. Thus in 1976 Spain paid 
450 million dollars for patent fees and for various technical assistance 
remuneration. This figure has tripled in 10 years. 


In short, all of the Franco-inherited advantages were transformed into handi- 


caps from the moment that industry participated in a market economy. While 
the enterprises receive state aid for exportation, they in turn experience 
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heavy expenses: the almost total financing of Social Security (75 percent, 
compared with an average 43.75 percent in the EEC) and basic salaries which, 
over a 15-month period, have increased 20 to 25 percent each year since 
1977. An unskilled female worker gets 3,200 francs net per month in 
electrical construction. 


In addition, these enterprises are suffering from the critical period of the 
growth of trade unionism. The latter wants to test its power. "One goes 

on strike during salary discussions before knowing the outcome," explained 
an employer--with a resultant loss of 17 million work hours in the automobile 
industry in 1978. Absenteeism accounted for a serious loss (30 percent at 
Hunosa, which records a loss of 14 billion pesetas per year). 


For their part, employers cannot dismiss workers (the rate of unemployment 
now amounts to 8 percent in Spain, and there are 50,000 immigrant workers 
who return each year), nor can they reduce work hours. Yet, the Spanish 
work week is from 43 to 45 hours. The 35-hour work week envisaged in the 
EEC is still far off! 





True Competition May Begin in 1985 


Enrique Kaibel summarized the situation well when he said that the former 
social policy (Franco paternalism) has disappeared without anyone having 
found a new framework. In short, work legislation is weak. To be in 
keeping with that of the EEC will require about 10 years, to say nothing of 
the necessary fiscal reform. In Brussels it is said that it took Italy 10 
years to adopt the TVA [Value-Added Tax] system; Spain will not do better. 


Nevertheless, in spite of all these handicaps, Spanish industry will move 
ahead quickly. "The presence of foreign firms will facilitate rapid 
integration into the Community,” thinks Henri Lamarlere. Because, in 
addition to technology and capital, these firms have also influenced the 
Spanish in their approach to foreign markets. 


They are not afraid of forging ahead, including to markets that are reputed 
to be difficult. Thus Cavexsa exports as much special steel to China as to 
the EEC (about 16,000 tons). And that has been going on for 8 years. In the 
beginning, explained Alberto Tablas, “some small contracts were landed at 
the Canton Fare.” Later as a result of a great deal of patience and tact, 
there were bigger contracts and Cavexsa has established a regular line of 
business with China. 


Perhaps Latin America, which remains the favored market of the Spanish, 

has been a good training ground. In fact, it is not rare to find in Catalonia 
or in the Basque country some heads of small businesses who have a good 
knowledge of the world market to which they are oriented. Another signifi- 
cant fact: in the industrial Spain of the north, one speaks fluent French or 
English. These are elements of possible integration for a future member of 
the EEC. 
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True competition can therefore materialize from 1985 on, especially if one 
takes into account the enormous reserve productivity of Spanish industry, 
which is now operating only at 70 or 80 percent of its capability. 





COMMON MARKET: 
IT TOOK 17 YEARS FOR SPAIN 


For the Spanish, Spain's entry into the Common Market is a highly 
significant event. In addition to economic interests, they see in 
this prospect the official recognition of their young democracy by 
their neighbors to the north. They are finally becoming a wzember 

of the "Club of the Democrats," after being rebuffed for 17 years 

by the European Council of Ministers. Yes, 17 years, because it 
was in 1962 that the Spanish government asked for an opening of 
negotiations to conclude an agreement for an association that could 
lead to membership. It was not until 1966 that the European Council 
agreed to start those negotiations. The outcome is known: the 
signing in June 1970 of the Spain-EEC preferential commercial agree- 
ment. Being too advantageous to the Spanish, it drew much criticism 
and many threats. No, The Nine were not yet ready to welcome Spain, 
even though their industry would benefit from a speedy adhesion. 
Well, it was in this uncertain climate that the Burgos trials 
flared up in October 1975, followed by executions. Everything was 
set aside, with the Committee saying that it was not possible to 
continue the negotiations. It was necessary to await the arrival of 
Juan Carlos for confidence to be restored. Spain chose new, honest 
men--not too marked by their political past, like Lopez Bravo. 

Their names are Suarez, Areliza; they travelled a great deal, 
giving a new tone to Spanish diplomacy. 


In July 1977, the Suarez government officially requested the entry of 
his country into the Community. The reply was given one year later, 
in 1978. It was settled: the opening of negotiations would begin 

in October. Spain will be the llth member of the EEC (on 1 January 
19837), perhaps with Portugal, but after Greece. It was not easy. 
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NSP ORGAN SEES EARLY ELECTIONS AS DEMIREL'S GOAL 
Istanbul MILLI GAZETE in Turkish 15 Sep 79 p 8 


[Text] In an address to the Representative Assembly of his party, JP Chairman 
Demirel stated: "On October 14 the life of the present government will come 
to an end." These words appeared in all newspapers dated October 9. Never- 
theless, the matter that is of greater concern for the nation is not the 
ending of this government on October 14, but rather the question of what kind 
of government will come to power once this one has departed. Because, whether 
Demirel wishes it or not, on the basis of election returns this government 
will be removed from power. Briefly stated, this government will be removed 
from office not by Demirel but by the votes of the nation. From this stand- 
point, Demirel's statement concernign the end of the government on October 14 
is not really very significant. 


Moreover, had Demirel entertained any serious and sincere notions of freeing 
this nation from the oppression of a JP supported RPP government, this govern- 
ment would have been removed from office long before now. Nevertheless, we 
are not going to belabor this aspect of the matter at this moment. What 

we do wish to focus on is the kind of government Demirel intends to form, once 
this government is removed from office. Because to date, Demirel has yet 

to utter a single straightforward sentence concerning this matter. 


From the day 20 months ago when the JP supported RPP government came to power, 
JP Chairman Demirel has continually stated that this government would be re- 
moved from power; yet despite the ensuing 20 months the RPP government has 
remained in power with all of its oppression. We now face elections that 

may bring about important changes in the distribution of seats within the 
National Assembly and the Senate of the Republic. Less than one month remains 
before these elections. The situation that may emerge as a result of these 
elections is out of Demirel's control. The picture that emerges may force 
Demerel to accept certain developments whether or not he wishes to do so, 

The most significant of these developments is the probable removal from 

power of the JP supported RPP government. The entire question comes to 

this, what will JP Chairman Demirel do at this point? Is Demirel thinking 
about the formation of a new coalition government with the National Salvat .n 
Party (MSP) and the National Action Party (MHP), or does he have in mind some 
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other alternative? Demirel himself has not yet said a single word concerning 
this matter. Certain writers within the pro-JP press have, however, on 
several occasions, expressed their views on this matter. They have stated 
with insistance that the Justice Party would not again form a coalition with 
the National Salvation Party. Now let us think. Since this JP supported RPP 
government will, as Demirel has stated, come to an end on October 14, what 
kind of government will be established afterwards? This is the question for 
which an answer is sought, and not the question as to when the JP supported 
RPP government will come to its end. 


As writers who parrot Demirel and lean towards the JP have stated, since 

the Justice Party is not thinking of forming a government with the MSP, a 
coalition including the MSP, the JP and the MHP also becomes impossible. 

In that case two alternatives remain. One of these is a JP-RPP coalition 
while the other is a MHP-RPP coalition. Which one of these is Demirel think- 
ing about? As long as he does not openly state to the nation his thoughts 
concerning this matter, I think that it will be our pr.cogative to accuse 
Demirel of insincerity. 


In reality the question is very straightforward and long term calculations 
are being made. Demirel does not wish to form a decision-making govern- 

ment after the elections of October 14. The JP Chairman calculates that 

the government will collapse due to the outcome of the elections and expresses 
this thought to the nation, but does not find it advisable for the moment to 
proclaim his thoughts concerning what will come to pass after the elections. 





We wish to convey the thoughts that Demirel has not found it appropriate 
to express. 


The situation is as follows: After October 14, the JP supported RPP govern- 
ment will be brought down. The task of forming a new government will once 
again be given to Ecevit but Ecevit will not be able to form a new govern- 
ment. Following this the task will be given to Demirel, and since Demirel 
does not wish to form such a government the crisis will continue. Once the 
crisis reaches a given point, internal and external forces will come into 
play and will attempt to convince the nation to form an interim government 
based on JP-RPP cooperation. This is the result that Demirel wishes to ob- 
tain. Once the governmental crisis reaches a certain point, he will mobilize 
his efforts towards the formation of an interim government of early elections 
and strive to achieve this goal. 


This is the thought that Demirel does not wish to express to the nation. 


The fact that the nation's suffering will have increased a little more by pro- 
longing the crisis does not concern Demirel in the least. 


What is important to him is to mislead the nation in various ways, to pocket 
votes and to reassume the seat of power by himself.

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MSP ORGAN VOICES IRRITATION WITH DEMIREL

[Text] I will focus upon a topic which, as our readers will remember, has in 
the course of the past three days been introduced by the newspaper HURRIYET, 
emphasized by Tercuman and strongly claimed by Son Havadis, Yeni Asya and 
Sabah. The topic has no foundation whetsoever on any statement made by an 
MSP official and has been contradicted by Korkut Ozal's statement that “an 
RPP-MSP coalition could not be formed." 


In reality, a clear and definite reply to this statement has been forwarded 
by MSP Chairman General Erbakan with his statement that “the actions of MSP 
could not be determined by Free Masons." In our earlier writings we tried 
to explain how the above mentioned newspapers had for days devoted their 
headlines to the treatment of a topic which they themselves knew to be un- 
founded, Among our explanations we stated that the Justice Party did not 
want the formation of a new government following the collapse of the current 
JP supported RPP government in the aftermath of the elections of October 14. 
We said that what the Justice Party wanted after the elections of October 

14 was the formation of an interim government to prepare for elections 

under the leadership of an impartial prime minister and not the formation 

of a decision making government. 


On October 12, in MILLIYET; we read a declaration by JP Deputy Chairman 
Sadettin Bilgic that confirmed our views. In a byline the newspaper MILLIYET 
delivered Bilgic's declaration as follows: "“Bilgic: JP is opposed to any 
coalition with this assembly." 


As can be seen, the question is quite straightforward. In different words but 
in identical content Bilgic has repeated what we had previously stated. 


Now if you wish, let us read the pertinent sections of this news item as it 
appears in the newspaper MILLIYET and then proceed to what we have to say: 


JP Deputy Chairman Sadettin Bilgic has declared that should 
the government be brought down following the elections, 

the Justice Party would not agree to the formation of a 
long term government and would not accept such a form of 
government. 
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Should the RPP obtain no results in its efforts to form

In the meantime the Justice Party could participate in any 
government led by an independent. We can not lead the 
nation anywhere without elections. 


JP Deputy Chairman Bilgic: 


"Although our insistance on early elections has been 
questioned by those who say that such elections would 
in any case produce a picture identical to today's, are 
we to believe their words or the words of the nation? 
Let us surrender to the nation, Let the nation renew 
its viewpoint. Should a similar picture emerge once 
again, we will acknowledge this to be the wish of the 
nation and form a coalition government within the new 
parliament. However, the Justice Party will oppose any 
coalition with the current parliament.” 


As can be seen, the intention of the Justice Party is clear to the extent 

that it allows no misinterpretation whatsoever. The Justice Party wants 

early elections to be held next spring. The reason for this is the belief that 
an election held in the spring of 1980 will bring the Justice Party to power 
as a majority government. Also, according to the wishes of JP supporters; 

the MSP and the MHP should not split the vote in these elections and should 
support the Justice Party. In addition, these parties should not participate 
in a possible decision making government to be formed after October 14. 


Let us quickly state that the National Salvation Party is not any party's 
satellite and as such is not a satellite of the Justice Party. Only the 
leadership of the MSP, and not cadres steered by Zionists, can decide upon 
the actions of the MSP. 


Secondly, the attitude exhibted by the leaders of the Justice Party towards 
two other unrelated parties fully expresses tteir unabashedness and political 
impudence,.

[Text] Ankara (HURRIYET) -- The brains behind the organization called the 
Apoists which has been terrorizing the east, committing murder and robbery 
amd collecting extortion have been identified and the search for them has 
begun. The principle founder of the illegal Apoists who were described by 
the interier minister as “bandits” is Aptullah Ocalan, and the other two 
founders were identified by their real names as Ramazan Kaplan and Mehmet 
Ozdemir. Apoists who are leaders of the Kurdistan National Liberation 
Organization were also identified separately by these two persons, photo- 
graphs of whom were also seized. 


The Apoists, who began organizational efforts in 1973, reaching the action 
stage in 1975, and have gradually increased their influence in recent months, 
have become the law in the liberated regions they have seized. 


Apoist 8rains 


Aptullah Ocalan, the leader who was born in Halfeti District, Urfa, and 
later moved to Suruc, went to Switzerland after getting the organization set 
up and directed the organization from there for a while. He had left the 
Political Sciences Faculty at the second level and reportedly returned to 
Turkey when the right-wing teacher, Salih Kandal, was killed some time ago. 
According to one claim, Aptullah Ocalan is presently hiding out in the Kara- 
curum Quarter of Hilvan. 


Another founder of the Apoists organization identified by the Seourity 
Office of the Interior Ministry Security Directorate General is Ramazan 
Kaplan. Ramazan Kaplan, who was born in 1957 and was a primary school 
teacher in Kucukoren Village, Diyarbakir, killed a student named Ismail 
Oksuz on 3 January 1979. He was sentenced in absentia and is being sought 
for murder and establishing the illegal organization named the Apoists. 














The third fountier of the Apoists organization is Mehmet Ozdemir, a teachers’ 
college student. Mehmet Ozdemir, who was born in 1957 in Cermik, Diyar- 
bakir, was last known to be staying at the Adana Mehtap Hotel. Ozdemir, who 
has been arrested in absentia for essault with a gun as well as for estab- 
lishing the illegal organization named the Apoists, has reportedly held 
important jobs in the organization. 


Other members of the Kurdistan National Liberation Organization, which is 
known to the public as the Apoists, are Mehmet Bakir Mahmutoglu, a con- 
tractor; Bahattin Mutlu, a student; ai Mehmet Bingol, also a student. 

Mehmet Bakir Mahmutoglu (born in Bitlis in 1952), Bahattin Mutlu (Ankara 
Law Faculty student born in Cukur, Bitlis, in 1959) and Mehmet Bingol (Siirt 
Training Institute student born in Cukur, Bitlis, in 1956) are being sought 
for conducting opposition to Law 171 and separatist propaganda. Of these 
three determined to be members of the Kurdistan Liberetion Organization, 


Mehmet Singol is also identified as a founder of the Norsin Popular Culture 
Association.

WOLFRAM EXPORTS REPORTEDLY HALTED 
Istanbul DUNYA in Turkish 29 Sep 79 pp 1, 7 


[Text] Bursa (HURRIYET News Agency) -- Exports of wolfram, which because 

of its high resistance to heat is widely used in the manufacture of electric 
light filaments, in rockets and especially in the arms industry, have been 
halted, it was announced. Wolfram is found in Turkey in Uludag, and at least 
150 tons of the ore are reportedly in storage. 


Wolfram Processing Director Sabri Karahan pointed out that Turkish engineers 
had achieved great success at the Etibank-owned wolfram mine and said: 


"All operations at the wolfram a.ne which German engineers were unable for 
years to bring to an adequate level of production were left to Turkish engi- 
neers and workers. At “he first of the year, the Turkish engineers and 
workers took on the task of extracting wolfram ore, a brand new field for 
them, and have achieved between 45 percent and SO percent purity in concen- 
trated ore. Gur goal is 72 percent purity. ” 


According to the information provided by Sabri Karahan, around 400-500 tons 
of ore are processed daily. This full operation rate depends on the extrac- 
tion of 800-1,000 tons per day. In order to realize this, the dry cycle has 
to be in operating order along with the wet cycle. 


The wet cycle is said to be the most sidely used in wolfram extraction around 
the world. The ore is wet down and broken up, then processed. If the dry 
system is operating at the Uludag facility, which is one of only a few of its 
kind in the world, production can be increased further. The Turkish engi- 
neers ran trials on ami got positive results with the dry system, which the 
German engineers had been unable to bring on line despite their having built 
it. 


Wolfram Processing Director Sabri Karahan said that the Energy and Natural 
Resources Ministry is making an all-out effort to enable extraction in 
Turkey of pure wolfram from concentrated ore. Karahan pointed out that if 
all the wolfram were obtained in our country, it would be a great development 
in iron-steel-based technology and would bring Turkey up to the level of 
Sweden. 


A mining engineer will be sent to each of Australia and Sweden to study wolf- 
ram developments throughout the world to gain experience.

Somali Ambassador to Ankara Hashi Farah 
expressed his satisfaction about the close cooperation and help extended by 
the Turkish side during the talks on the texts of the agreements. 


At the talks held between Turkey and Somalia in Ankara it was decided that 
Turkey will establish in Somalia a cement and a gypsum factory to be financed 
by the Islamic Development Bank. Identity of views was also reached on So- 
malia importing cotton, tea, tobacco and similar goods--which it now imports 
through third country channels--directly from Turkey. The two sides also 
concluded an agreement on training Somali technicians in Turkey and on send- 
ing Turkish experts to Somalia. 
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
